and of the members of the Saar Governing Commission It renewed the appoint 
ment of Sir John Hope Simpson as Viec Chairman of the Greek Re f ugec Settlement 
Commis'ion It appointed M do Chalcndar and Sir Otto Niemever as trustees for 
the Bulgarian Stabilisation loan and nominated Count de Penha Garcia to 
succeed General Freire d Andrade as a member of the Mandates Commission 


II — Dispute between Bolivia and Paraguay 

Newspaper de>p-»ti be» imu«"ig tbe depute between Bolivia ant) Pvaguaj 
having been submitted bv the Secntarv General, the Council on December nth 
ent both Governments a telegra n expressing its lull corvirtion that the two 
States which, by signing the Covenant, had solemnly pledged themselves to seek 
by paeific means the solution of disputes ari'ing between them, would have recourse 
to such methods as^v ould he in contormity v ith their international obligation^ and 
would appear in thi present cireumstan es to be mc't likely to ensure the maintc 
nance of peace ana the settlement of the di pute" 

After this telegram nad been despatched die Council received from the Bolt 
vian Government a detail' d account of the antecedents of the conflict, and a state 
ment from the Paraguayan Represi nrativ e in Pans, both d'Sp„Lclvd before their 
Governments had receive! the Councils • ommunmatiun 

On December 12th the Bolivian Foreign Minister irtimated Hut he had sub 
mitted the Council's recommendation to the Piesidonl uf Bolivia The P tt ra 
guavan Foreign Minister replied by 1 telegram eomludmg •viih the statement 
"Pa-aguay does not retus* anv conciliation procedure for the settlement of her 
disputes, still less the procedure laid dovn in convention^ to which she has given 
her solemn aceeptamc 

On December 14th, the Council received a telegram signed by the President 
and Foreign Minister of Bolivia, referring to the communication of December nth- 
and stating that the Council of the League and its President ‘might rest assured 
that Bolivia would not depart from the principles and obligations contained in 
the Covenant of the League' 

This telegram also stated that ' in contradiction « ith the stipulations of Arti 
cles 10 and la of the Covenant of the League of Nations Paraguay "had committed 
an aggression' which the Bolivian Government solemnly denounc'd to the Council 
While declaring that it vas its duty "to demand the satisfaction which is due in 
such cases and to take military measures ot a aeicn c ive cnaracter to safeguard its 
security, the Bolivian Government requested that the Council would take note of 
its declaration of its intention to act on the tounnl’s recommendations and to 
observe the stipulations of the Covenant” 

On December 15th, at the close of its ordinary session at Lugano, the Council 
sent telegrams to the Bolivian and Paraguayan Governments expressing its satis 
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fn turn at having pathned from Uicir uranium at ions the of their 

attachment to die prinnph a and obligations of the Covenant” It added that 
it hoped that the parte would carefully abstain from any act ‘Which might 
aggravate the situation and render a peaceful settlement more difficult' It 
e pressed its hrm conation that the obligations of the Covenant would be 
n sperted and recalled that v hen a dispute likely to lead to a rupture arose 
L p t veen two States Members of the League of Nations, the\ could nol vith 
out failing m their obligations, and no ably those contrai ted under Article I. omit 
to r L sort by some method or other to one of the procedures of pacific settlement 
provided for m the Covenant 

The Council also drew attention to the fact that the Covenant mentioned, 
amon" otheis, 1 * * * disputes a« to the r istenee of tny fart v Inch il established, would 
i onstitute a breach of any international obligations, < r as to the e v tent and nature 
nl the reparation to bo made for anv such breach ' t the same time it empn lsiscd 
th“ tact that “in it experience it was most lmpo tant to confine all military mca'urrs 
of a defensive character tn thosi v hicb ■ ould not be regarded as aggressive again. I 
the other countrv uid \ hicb could not in ohc the danger of the arnud forces 
> nnung into ontact, as Inis > ould 1« ad to an aggravation of die situahon r> ndcnng 
very ditnrule the cflor*« at present being raaoe toi the mamtenan t ol pcacr" 
The pertn s «re northed that the Council had charged its President to follow 
the events with a new to a% action that might be necessary onsulbng if need 
be his tol'eague 5 , th-oitgli the intermediary of tin Secretary General The tele 
N ram picviouslv received from the Paraguayan Government was communicated tn 
the Bolivian Government and that received from the Bolivian Government was 
rommuiucatid to the Paraguavan Government 

On Decunbor 10th, th-- President of the Council received from the Bolivian 
horeiyi Minister a telrgram d p snatched on the i vtli, informing him cf fre'h incidi nts 
bct\v p ci Paraguay in and Bolivian troops “In conformity vith it international 
obligations the Bolivian Government “hastened to inform the Council of this new 
development , 

Th Pi(»ident immediately communicated this teJ- gram to tb Paraguavan 
Go<emmeut Ia tclegrims despatched simultaneously to both Governments, he 
reminded thorn that the taels reported shoved still more rlearlv "the dangers to 
pcate creatnl by the contact between the military forces belonging to the two 
countries on the frontier’ and the urgency , to wlui h the Council had drawn their at 
I sntion 1 nf fal mg measures to prevent further incidents capable of compromising the 
success of any oea« eful proc dure He emphasised further the suggestion made 
by the Council on receipt ot the "solemn assurances given b\ both Governments 
that thev vouid icspett the obligations ot the Covenant 

The President of the Council left Lugano on the morning of Di ember ryth, 
arn mg in the e\ ening in Paris, where he vas joined ne d murmng bv the Secretary 
General 


Replying to the Prc»id p nt of the Council, the Bolivian Foreign Minister wired 
as follows on December 17th 

I have the honour co refer to your telegram of tne 16th ofjthis month in 

which Tour Excellency cn behalf of the Council, renevs his recommendations 

with a view to avoiding further incidents that might compromise the success 

ot pacific procedure in th» di'pute between Bolivia and the Republic of Para

By a telegram sent on the same dab the Paraguayan Government protested 
against bung acrused of any aggiession, stating that ‘Psragua,, 1 coping strictly 
ty lu,r international obhgatinns, ashed trom the cutset tint an investigation should 
be made into the facts and had accordingly atcepti d without objection all ihe 
suggestions and mooes uf panJu. procedure put before her’ It added that it had 
just “q coopted the good olbrts of the Pen Amen an Confepwe"

minimum programme of statistics "whi* h it ns proposed that all ountnes should 
undertake to publish, should havf been ippi e* rably expanded It was felt in the 
rnd preferable, however, to lay doe n a minimum which rmild be accepted by States 
whose economic organism v a' in in *arlv state of development and to make pro 
vision m the recommendations of the l onvenuon for those States hieh were more 
mgnly mdustnaliseo 

The Conference divided itself, after » preliminary discussion of the roam out 
lines of the various problem*! into two Committees one oi which dealt v ith statis 
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tics of production and tin. other pith *tati>tics of trade TV Bureau of the G onto 
rente considered the articles ol a general diameter

tornl, and a Final Act On the dosing da), December 14th, the Convention and

At pre i nt States follow three different methods in classifying their imports

The,, Governing Commission had informed the Counul ‘hat it had decided, 
in principle, to issue a loan the proceed of v hich s-ould be used for the execution 
of urgently ne essarv public worls (irapro. nients in the railway and telephone 
serv ces the building of dwellings for government agents, the recons f ruction of the 
road svstem, etc ) The Governing Commission had felt called upon to commumc 
ate on the subject with the Council, owing to the exceptional potion of the Saar 
Territory 

On this occasion, Dr Stresemann (Germany) noted that the question of the 
Saar loan had been plai cd on the Council agenda at very >hort noti« e While reco 
gniiing that there were very important material reasons for this procedure, he ex 
pressed the desire that, as far as possblc, longer notice might be given when such 
items were placed on the agenda Wh regard to cho procedure recommended 
Ly the Council, lie eepre-'ed ihe opinion tha> the Financial Committee, fhen e\a 
mining the quesbor should take steps to en«u c that the condition* for the propn 
sed loan were determined m such a way a» not to create any difficulties or com 
plaabcns n the settlement of the Saar problem as a "'hole

The state of the negotiations between Poland and I ithuama wa« considered 
b\ the Council on December 12th The representative of the panics made slate 
ments show ing that the kcemgsbcrg negotiations, whilst furthering the conclusion 
of a provisional arrangement giving facilities to the population on either side of 
the Polish Lithuanian administrative line, had not produced all the re'ults that 
might have been expected Nevertheless, since the Councils intervention in 
December, 19.7, a state of peace had existed between the two nations and the 
Polish and Lithuanian Governments concurred as to the advisability of continuing 
direct negotiations for the condu'ion of an agreement regulating trade between 
their territories 

On the report of M Quinones de Leon (Spain, the ( ouncil adopted, on 
December 14th, two resolutions the fir't recalling the solemn declarations made 
before it in Deectnber, 1927 that Lithuania did not consider h> rself in a state of 
war \ ith Poland and Poland fully recogms' d and accepted the political mJepcn 
denct and the territorial integnty o* Lithuania 

The Council then urged the parties to be guided in their future negotiations bv 
til* letter and spirit of its resolution ot Dei ember 10th, 1927, and by the report 
submitted in September by M Beelaerts van Blokland Further, noting that the 
documents submitted mentioned obsta Its to free communications, the Council

M Dandurand referred to the debate which too 11 olace la«t Seotember at the 
Assembly and no titled the Council that he would raise the question of the procedure 
to be followed in regard to minority petition at its next session 

The Polish representative, M Zalecki, drew attention to the fact that a consid 
cnbb* number of petition and apprils, often quite groundless or insignificant, 
were submitted to the Counril vithoui lollowrg the lo al procedure bet up under 
the Geneva Convention cm Upper Silesia In they ircumstances, he added, it 
las difficult to a /old tht 'repression that, in submitting claim after rlaim to the 
upreme court of the League, the petitioner' object was not so much to satisfy 
die diMineea ni the mrno lty is to persuade wond opinion that the rignts ot the 
German minority were disregarded and that the Geneva Convention had been 
infringed 

He drev attention to the fact that, for a German population of about two 
hundred thousand soul 1 , in Polish Upper Si'esia there fisted ninety elementary 
minority schools, attended oy 2u 100 school children In tlii.se cm umstances it 
was impossible to state that the position of minority education in Polish Upper 
Silesia 1 os deplonhle He added that >im e part of Upper c ilesia had been atta 
thetl to Poiana, this district kaa tnvred upon a pcuocl ot rtniarrablc < conomic 
de dopmtnt The conflict between nationalities in Polish Uppe Silraia, ht asserted, 
would not exi't if the I olksnund were to abstain from constantly stirring up 
the population against the present status of the rountry and from creating political 
1’itatmn vitb a view to undermining the authority of 'he Poll h Government He 
Jr \ attention to the extreme liberalism shown by the Tolrah Go/ernmcnt in toler 
ating the existence ot na organisa h ar some of 'vo'e m'ovbets I'ad rotot’ou'l/ 
committeed the enrae of high treason He observed that the minority treaties 
and the minority provisions of the Upper Silesian Convention had been established 
111 order to afford rainontie equit ible treatment on the part of the authorities and 
the free enjovment of their rights, but should not be used is a legal bast for the 
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activity of a minority a'souation who e objects v ere directed against the State 
That the Council s agenda should be overburdened with questions of secondary 
importance as a State ot affairs calculated to impair its authontv 

Dr Stresemann said that he had heard with the greatest ama7ement the speech 
of the Polish ropr< oentatwt, \ hich appeared to him to have been prompted bv a 
spirit ot hatred towards the German minority He considered that the question 
at issue— the education of the minanty— formed part of the rights accorded and 
guaranteed by the League to minorities, and he could not conci i' e how tl c submis 
sion ul minority petitions to the Council could be rtgaided as an abuse H- e pro s 
ed his astonishment at nd Zale«l is allusion to the industrial development of Uppn 
Sile la and wondered what was his reason for (ftrnng lo a question whieh had 
no connection v ith ihat of minority schools, the more m is the economic prosperity 
ol Lppcr Silesia was largely due t„ German cooperation He asked if this specrh 
was intended to reopen old wouncL 

Dr Stresemann then e tmined the criti'isms made by M Zalesli with regard 
to the Volksbund, declarin', tha minorities had most certainly a right to f< rm ass<> 
i lations and to bring certain question* 1 before the Council and that this right could 
not be regarded as undermining th» authorit. ot the State to which thev belonged 
Dr Stresemann was glad to note that the ( anadian representative intended 
to ask that the question ol minorit* procedure should b' placed on the agenda of the 
Council He considered that if the Leagu< endorsed the Polish vie ,, its authority 
would be diminished Ohser> mg that it \ as on account of the protection of mino 
rities that manv people had placed their hopes in the League Dr Stresemann said 
that, ll the League did not detend minorities and their rights, certain Powers might 
ask whether the League still represented 'he ideal which had induced them to 
joint it 

Dr Stresemann then tated that lie would request that the vliole question of 
minorities should be included n the auendi of the not se'sum 

The President M Bnand, remirleri that this exchange cf views had led the 
Council somewhat far from the problems auually before it in particulai those dealt 
with in the reports of the Japanese repri entatn'e 

It would be unfortunate he added t' a bad impression were to subsist at 
the moment ot th" Council s disper al It w mid b” unfortunate n ob c ervations 
that ha« been offered v ere to result in anv misrepres" 1‘ation on the part of 
public opinion f wish to sa/ as cWrlv as pusubl" that there can be absolutely 
no ground for as anung rhat in any pos ib’e wa,, the League of Nations or the 
Council can at anv time in the future berome indifferent to the acred cause ot 
minorities That cause is one of the fHds u f the I ivgue s activity and is bound 
in honour to occupy our attention whenever our notue is drawn to it either by 
the kssemblv or in the Council 

Whatever e pianations ma\ be exchanged between us, therefore, it is 
certain that at no time can there bv ~nv pos'ilihtv of our becoming indifferent 
to thv sarred rights of minorities Th» truth of that ha' been 'hown to day 
by the large number of cnees chat ha* e been brought before the Council, bv the 
scrupulous attention with which the rapporteur has examined the questions 
involved and bv the core he has taken to in ligate the most minute details 
with the constant desire to s> bill t n factory solutions Th' task has been 
an arduous one and cur rapporteur has di'charged it m a way vhich deserves 
our unanimous congratulates and tL.nl s Thi di'<-u 'ion and examination 
of delicate questions must not cjnvcy the impression that wc have any intention 
of neglecting the interests of the mmontie 

It may perhip be durable to find a more e f editions procedure but m 
a nj case— I wish to «av this with parti ularempha isand Iamsurelanivoicingthe 
feeling- of the entire Council — the ngnt of the minorities u ill not he disregarded

a) Ifponlmtni of Pti mutual Cen'ial boars 

On December 14th, the Ccunnl appointed the following eight persons to »it 
on the Permanent Central Opium Board Dr 0 Anstdrono ^German), M C J J 
Bonin (French;, l’rof Giuseppe Dallas resi (ItJian), Mr L A J yall (British), M H 
L May (American) W M Mn apma ^J-pancsc), SirB K Mullick (Indian), M Henrik 
Ramsay (Finnish) 

TVs eight i andidates were selected Irom a list of seventeen nominated b\ the 
members of the Council and th- 'lgnatonev to the Gene /a Convention The choice 
was made b) a Sub Committee composed of the Canadian, Finnish and Japanese 
representatives, which was guided in its selection by the provisions of Article IQ 
of the Convention (*) 

It v as decided that the Permanent Central Board should hold its first meeting 
on January r 5th, IQ’O and that it should make arrangements and suggestions for 
its work for consideration bv the Council at its March session 

In this connection the Council con»id red the communication from the United 
btatis Government | ) declining its in' itatien to take part m the appointment of 
the Central Board and c {pressing < ertain 1 ritici ms of the Geneva Opium Convcn 
lion 

In its reply the Caun> ll cvpre'svd its regret that the United States Government 
had not round it oo»siHe to accept its invitation, while cordially welcoming the 
sl'tement that Government in addition to ob sr/ing its obligation' undci the 
Hague Convention, would endeavour to furnish the information required by the 
Board 

In res pi nsc to the ntinsms of the Convention, the Council pointed out that 
it provisions regarding limitation of production represented the ma'imum obtain 
able in 1925 by a Conference of forty one States, after discussions lasting three 
months The opinion \pre=sed by the United States Gov rnment that the Geneva 
Convention tended in some respects to nullify the provisions of the. Hague lonven 
tion via* not shared bv the Council, which considered that the former should be 
regarded as supplementary to the latter, and that the bt't method of securing 
effective control of the drug traffic was to press for the widest possible ratification 
of the Geneva Convention in addition to the strictest enforcement of the Hague 
Convention 

1 lie Geneva Con 'ention, it was further emphasised represented the acrumul 
ated e %perience ot several \ears r (fort— such as, for instance, the import certificate 
system and the extension 01 the system of control to crude cocaine, eegomne, coca 
leaves and Indian hemp, etc —and had been definitely ratified or acceded to by 
tvventv seven States a' offering a valuable advance on the Hague Convention. 

Returning to the point most strongly emphasised bv the United States— that 
the drug traffic could onlv be controlled by international cooperation— the

The rapporteur Jf Dinduiand (Canada) suggested that if the Conuni'sion 
started on its loumcv in September, io*q instead of carlv in the vear as antirip 
ated, this would enable detailed hinnual and other arrangements to Lc made and 
would leave the Commission «i\ months of cooler weather for its investigation' 
He also submitted that th* Conlcrenet ><f tnc signatories to the Geneva Con 
\ ention ot 1923, ttmed to take phee not later than 19*0 for which this enquirv 
had been planned as a preparation might po^ ibly be postponed until 19,0 

In view of these reasons, and also of the fact that the British Government had 
not yet received all the replies tin Count il adjourned its decision to its March 
session

The twenty seventh session of the Economic Committee eas held <tt Geneva 
from Tanuary 15th to January 10th The s « ion was preceded by meetings 01 
Sub Committe-s and ot e'p'rts on the r-oal question 

M Tr ndclenburg (Germanv) and Sir Svdnev Chapman (Great Britain) were 
dieted Chairman and ' ice Chairman for 1029 

The principal subject dull with by the Committee were commercial policy 
(the must favoured nation elausi), the question of eollecUvc action for tho redue 
tion of tariffs, the coal and sugar problems, the treatment of foreigner', regional 
industrial agreements etc 

Commercial Policy Tie mos' jaooured nation Clause — In the jeport which 
the Co^wtee made to f te Coy." 1 n (urt , ’Q2", dr»w at<cn f on f a the fa t 
that a study would be made of certain aspects of th« most favoured nation clause 
<\t its twenty seven'h s ssiun, tnc Committee rea hed 1 ertarn conclu'ions with 
regard to the application of tht most favoured nation 1 lau=e in customs questions 
It also discussed the question of the relation between cullei tivc agreements and tne 
most favoured nation clause in bilateral agreements 

These studies originated in the resolutions of the Economic Conference of 
May, 1927, which recommended that the most favoured nation Oausc should be 
applied as widely as possible, Jiat the scope and form of this clause should be of 
the widcat and most liberal char-ebr, and that it should not be weakened or nar 
rowed cither by evpress provisions of by mt rprctalmn The Conference fuither 
recommended that the Economic f ommiltee should establish clearly defined and 
uniform principles a= to the interpretation and scope of the most favoured nafiun 
clause in regard to customs duties and ether chargps 

h its report eo the Counwi on the mv t Lw artd nation r'dusi in custom ques 
tions, the Committee laid down the mam prim iples which, in its opinion, were 
implicit in the conception of most favoured nation treatment It considered that

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this treatment should bp unconditional, and that the clause should be unrestricted 
in its application—* t it mu»t anplv to all th» tariffs of the f on tract mg countries 
These two conditions are es cntial if the two contracting states are to be assured of 
the moat ravourable treatment which can be granted in customs questions 

The Committee defined what should be understood b’ customs questions in 
this connection According to general practice, the term customs question' 
includes the scales of customs duties and the method of levying them, * e import 
and export duties, super charge coefficients where they exist, and sub'idnry charges 
of every sort levied on imports and exports Th< term also covc-s all iulcs, for 
mjitics and charges inseparable from customs operations of cv< r/ description 
The Committee then considered the application of most favoured nation lr-.il 
Trent as regards import and export prohibitions, noting that this question > ould 
last all pricti al interest when the Convention for the abolition of import and 
export prohibitions and restrictions came into force It drew attention to tin 
provision of this Convention that in the case of exceptional prohibitions and r« 
trictions, States must not resort to discrimination incompatible with the equitable 
treatment of commcret, and also to the provicions of the Convention for the »im 
phfication of customs formalities (1923) concerning licences As a general pnn 
ciple, it considered, the most favoured nation clause should not apply to prohi 
bitions Nevertheless, for certain prohibitions considered as temporary conom c 
measures, it would be desirable to continue as far as possible to eonform to the 
interpretations which are at present accepted and provide for the application of 
the c'ause 

The question of the application of the clause with regard to t-mporary imports 
and exports, and more particularly, the so called "finishing trade 1 [actiie mi d pm 
si 1) was also considered 

The term "active’’ finishing trade is employed when a Government authorises 
the importation free of duty, or at a r.due- d rate, of foreign goods (usually raw 
materials or semi finished articles), on condition that such good, arc transformed 
into finished articles of a specified character, intended solely for export 

‘Passive" finishing trade aims when a country authorises the temporary 
export of certain goods, and readmits them free of duty when they return to the 
country after being finished abroad 

For temporary imports ans exports in the tnie sense of the term the Committee 
considered that the clause was applicable As regards the aci ve finishing trad- , 
it was of the same opinion, on the understanding that when the la as of 1 countrv 
make this trade dependent upon an administrative decision, the right of the rom 
f wftesA. WuttierA.es W ta&i» a ictoon m each partitutei cast s\.uu’.4 he & "a 
affected thereby As for passuie finishing trade, the Committee did not feel able, 
in view of the diversity of opinions and systems e isting in this field, to advocate 
the appliciiton of the most favoured nation treatment It indicated, however, 
certain cases in winch this treatment could scarcely be refused 

The Committee then defined the essential characteristics of goods to which the 
mostfavourednation clause should apply They must have their origin in the 
country which enjoys the mostfavourednation treatment, and thev must be Lfo 
prowets in the sense that they possess the characteristics which entitle certain goods 
to a given customs treatment These two conditions (provenance and similarity) 
vere exhaustively discussed, the conclusion oeing that certain stipulations were 
clearly incompatible with the most favoured nation clause, namely 

(o) Provisions wh eh restrict customs pi’vilegcs to products of a particular 
country or district simply becajs* they 0 igmate in that country or district, 
thus ruling 0 firioit that no other country can produce products similar to those 
winch it is sought to fa/our, > 

(fi) Provisions which nuk similarity dependant upon entirely externa 
character! ties or conditions cinch b-i the vrry nature of things, only the pro 
duets of given countries cm possess or fulfil 
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The Committee then described certain special situations to which, m its view, 
the clause could not be made applicable, such a r customs unions between tv o 
countries, frontier traffic and except' onal regimes established by treaty between 
countries or districts united by special ethnical, historical, geographical or other 
tie 1 * It also considered the application of the clause, to the colonies of contracting 
parties 

The Committee, finally, discussed the vording of the clause 'liter indicating 
ferry already in use, and weighing the advantages and disadvantages of 
each, it submitted a standard clause which can be adapted to special circumstances 
but is is it stands, sufficiently explicit to reduce differences of interpretation to a 
minimum 

The Committee proposed that the Council should commum ate its reports to 
States Members or non Meraoers of the League, recommending tint, in their com 
mcrcial police and m dratting bilateral treaties, Governments should follow the 
principles therein laid do\ n They should also be ashed to male known their 
opinions on the subicet 

The Committee further requested the Council to inform the different States 
that it had not negheted the question of the eff^t on obligations arising lrom the 
clause of undutal ings embodied in collective agreements As regards this question 
—of particular importance at a time when the League is engaged in dra«ing up 
such agreements-the Committee hoped that it would shortly be able to submit 
the results of its stu die 

ColUctu 4ct on jor Tarjf RcaucUon — In connection with collective action 
with a view to reducing customs duties on certain products, the Committee pur 
sued its studies concerning aluminium and cement As regards aluminium, the 
Committee, in the light of information on the position in the principal countries 
concerned, decided not to continue the investigation for the moment but to v au 
until circumstances had changed 

As regards Cem«pt and the possible participation of the principal countries 
i oncerned in a preliminary exp rt enquiry into the principles and methods of 
com erted action m connection with tantts on cement the Committei was an po e 
session of mfo/mation as to the probable attitude of certain countries It had 
howe er, no information on the situation in several important trading countries, 
and it therefore postponed this question to its nert «e ion in the hone that the 
rep lies not yet to hand vouldbe received in the meantime 

Coa' — The delegation appointed bv the Economic Committee to institute 
an * nquiry with regard to international action in tile coal industry f 1 /, cousu'tcd 
experts from eleven countries (producing and consuming countries, and those which 
both mpoit and eipoii coafi 

The c perts selected were eminent coal technicians who, without representing 
employers’ organisation", occupied a portion which enabled them to have a general 
view of all the aspect^ of the coal question— production, consumption, trade and 
transport 

The expert met from January 8th to 12 th and examined reports from various 
members of the Ecom nur Committee on the toil situation m their respective coun 
tries They also gave their opinion regarding action by the League, or under its 
auspue« with a view to the solution m the difficulty encountered by the coal 
industry, and the form in which such action might be possible 

In the view of th e perts, the present situation in the coal industry const' 
tuted an international problem, and the responsibility for devising the reccssary 
remedies idl primarily upon those who were in charge of the industry ^ever 
Chutes , certain aspects of the question (tanfts, '-otnmcr' lal methods, it social 
bea'ing, and consumers’ interests) required further attention

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Several caputs from producing count les considered hat international acton 
in this field might contribute to the solution o r the crisis, others made reservation*, 
Other again, thought that the studies undei the L ague'* direction might be pur

At the conclusion of the consultation, the Chairman of the delegation M Trcn 
delenburg, 'tated that the Economic Committee could consider each question in 
the spirit in which it had been proposed and m j elation v ith th< v ider problem 
and general principles of commercial police 

The results fo the < omultation convinced the Economic Committee of the 
usefulness and importance of this venture It derided to < ontrnue the enquiry 
by a consultation of labour experts on February 27th The labour e' peris will 
be drawn from \u*tna, Belgium Czechoslovakia, France, Germany Great Britain 
the Netherlands, Poland and Spain

Thr* e memoranda were submitted (a) a note bv Pr Pnnsen. Gcerlig*, of 'ims 
terdam, eii the production of cane sucar, |fr) a note bv M F 0 Licht, of Magde 
burg, on the production of beet sug-r and lej a note bv Dr Mikuseh of Vienna, 
concerning the influence of legislation on the production consumption, import ana 
export of sugar, and on the d- vclopment of consumption and the means of increasing 
it The conclusion vluch nu\ be d.awn from these tliree memoranda, taken 
together, is that the present situation nf th' sugar industry throughout the \orld 
is esBentialh due to Jack of equilibrium hetw> n pivducliou and consumption 
The Committee wa- of the opinion that it would be eontrarv to the role of the 
League to take any action with the object of interfering J’lth the natural develop 
merit of production Ii eon idered, ho svr, that it >ouM be use/ul fo studv the 
artificial measures of various I md* adopted with a view to developing production as 
"til as the possibilities of increasing consumption It accordingly appointed a 
delegation to make a preliminary enquuw into the sugar industry in ord'r to deter 
mine ’hether international action could aid in sol <mg the pr> sent difficulties 
This delegation will confer in April, with c'p rts from producing and con 
suming countries Th* experts consjLed will be, as far as possible, oractieal men 
of standing, occupying positions in their native ounlrics enabling them to ha c an 
insight into all aspects of the sugar question, especially tho e concerning the pro 
duction of raw sugar refirnn* sale and < omumption 

The Economic Committee recommended its delegation to invite c v oerts from 
bclgium, Czcchoslovaha, Cuba, Denmarf, France, Germany Great Britain Hun 
gary, British India, the Dutch Indies, Ital} fapnn the Netherlands Poland, Po 
tugal, and the United States It decided to eon ult later experts on beetioot pro

1 — Codification of Intepnatiokal Law 

The second session ot the Prcparatory_Committee for the Conference on the 
Codification of International Law was held from January 2bth to February 17th, 
with M Basdevant, Professor of Lav/ at Paris University, w the Cnair 

The Committee considered replies from Governments to the questionnaire 
sent out in February 1928, after its fir»t »*s *ion, dealing witn the three items figuring 
on the Conference agenda, namely, nationality, territorial vaters, and th rtspon 
sibility nf State* for damage caused on their territory to the person or ( propcrty of 
fore'gncrs Replies \ ere received frem twenty nine Governments, some of which 
howover, did not deal with aU three of the questions on the agenda 

As a result ot this examination, the Committee laid down certain principles, 
accompanied by obso'vation*, as a basis ot discussion for the Lomcrence These 
principles did not rcpre'tnt the personal opinion of the members of the Commit f ee, 
but are merely a statement of the p o»i«ions upon which agreement appears to 
exist among Governments They are of a provisional character, the Committee 
reserving its right to amend them it neccssarv 

As it is probable that further replies wi'l be received betnro the worl is finished, 
the Comm"- tee decide! f o me^t on e again.

The If fl’ien a epidemic 

A summary of information on the present influenza epidemic is published in 
the Weekly Epidemiological Records of the League ol Nations Health Organisation 
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Influenza is known to have been prevalent in the interior of Chin early last 
summar, shortly afterward' gaining Manchuria «od the North Coast Province* 
During the third quarter of 1028 epidemics were observed in mo't of the IVifir 
Wands The epidmr appeared at San p »a,"fiea> a Qdwbtt, Los Angclts being 
the second town infected in the Uni ed States During the folios mg three month' 
the epidemic moved eastwards, causing a mortality which appears to have been 
heavier than tha* experienced during any epid-mn. since 1920 

The maximum lor the ccuntrv as a wnole was reached during the first half 
of December, at booming «f January m the New Eng'^ad Stare? 

At the end of December influenza in epidemic torm appeared at Breslau in 
Eastern Germany, where the death rate soon rose to 28 pci thousand Early in 
January, tin epidemic spread to Berlin and the Sa^on tov ns, gaming gradually 
the Baltic and North Sea ports Almost at the same time a \crv severe outbreak 
occurred at Glasgow, whrrr the general death rate ro=e to s ( P p i 'bousaod. A 
week later, a death rate nearly a* high (52) was reached in Belfast Epidemics 
\ ere next observed m Spam, w Denmark and Southern Norway, m Finland, Estonia 
and Latvia There v as subsequently a spread of the disease in Lancashire as \ 'ell 
as in^Southem England, while the Midland towns and 'Vorkslure are only now 
bang attacked Duong recent week', al'o, thr Rlune district of Germany, as 
far south as Mannheim, Holland and Northern France, have become seriously 
affected Epidemic^ of a mild type are now also reported in b orthern Italy 
It will thus be seen that the movement of the epidemic on the European Contt 
nent has not been from west to cast as m America but irregular and relatively 
slow The mortality has vined considerablv and in some instances been heavv, 
the general death rate of English tovns rising higher than at anv time since 1910

i Observations concerning Mandated Territories 

In accordance with the u'ual procedure, the annua! reports were examined 
in the presence of the accred ted repri'entalives of the Mandatory Powers The 
Brin h, New Ztaland and South African Government., were represented by 'cmor 
officials from the following territories Iraq, Togoland, and Camiroons under 
British Mandate Western Samoa and Soutli West Africa 


a) Tmitory undtr A Mandate 

Iraq — In ihf couist of iu> c-ammauon of the anrual repof o f t K e ¥a"dato r v 
Power for Iraq tho Commission con idered the treaty between the Unit, d K ngdom 
and Iraq signed in London on December 14th, 1927 Tt noted that this treat* would 
not be put into force before the Council had aoproved it, and as this approval had 
not yet been sougth, the Commission refrained from formulating an/ observation 
or recommendation until e' o"es«!v invited to do so bv the Council 

TV Commission noted the progress m regard to the establishment of nomadic 
tribes and the measures taken with a view to the final cstabh-hmmt of Assyrian 
rctugees on land which the Iraq Government *ntended to place at their disposat 
It e pressed the hope that the difficulties which still appeared to e^ist between 
Iraq and Per 1a would shortly be eliminated and that satisfactory relations would 
be established between the'e two < ourtnes 

In the economic nJd the Commission ton! note of th circumstances in which 
the Anglo Persian Oil Company a concession had been extended in 1926 for a period 
of thirtv fwe /ears It was sa'isfied that the Iraq Government had acted within 
the terms ot Article 11 of the Anglo Iraq Treitv of Alliance o' October roth, 1922, 
concerning 0 ommuc equality 

b) Territories under B Mandate 

Camrooits under BntuJ Mandate — The Commission noted the opinion 
expressed by the Manda'-orr Power that the scarcity of foodstuff which occurs 
periodically in certain parts of this tern torv would disappear when communications 
had been improved it asked the Manditory to gr.e iKvt vear supplementary 
information on finance trade, labour, public health and the mcrea e or decrease 
of population 

Togtda.itt it. Ptt Br rtsfe Mimdrte — Outing its c animation ot the report on 
British Togo land the Commission noted -nth satisfaction that, in defining the 
boundary between Togoland under British Mandate and Tognland under French 
Mandate, the tnbal frontiers had been taken into account ft also noted that 
Togohnd had been relieved of that portion of the Gold Coast Loans vhirh had 
been charged to it and that it had been credited retrospectively with a due pro 
portion of the profits of the West Airman Currency Board

ties of spirits imported and j asked the Mandatory to consider the advisability of 
introducing preventive measur** that mght prove more effective”) 1 )

Riania Urttudt under Belgian Mandate — The attention of the Commission 
was specially drain to a proposal for the transfer of inhabitants of the Mandated 
territory to neighbouring areas in the Belgian Congo Vithout expressing an 
opinion as to the merits of this measure, the Commission v ns inclined to doubt 
whether a better solution of the economic and social problems •> ismg from the 
fact the territory was over populated would not be found in another direction 

The Commission noted that the Mandatory intended to examine attentively 
demands for concessions of lands on the part of European enterprises It never 
thole® expressed some anxiety as to th» unfortunate effect vhch the attr<bution 
to Europeans of \ast tracts of territory ir an over populated country, v hos" cul 
livable surface was hardly sufficient for the population might have upon the pros 
penty and dc idnpnwni o f the natives l 1 ) In the omnron of the Commission 
these risk might be avoided if conce ions for long periods or cessions of land 
in full ownership to Europeans were only granted as an c ■.ccptional measure when 
special circumstances justified it in the interests of the natiycs 

The recruiting of workers for the Katanga Min»s hay mg again been authorised 
m Ruanda Urundt after temporary suspension on account of the high death rate

Pacific Islands mart Japanese Mtpda'e — The Commission noted the impor 
tance attached by the Mandatory to the strict observance of the prohibition of 
the consumption of alcohol by natives and expressed its appreciation of tin mfor 
motion given with regard to the quantity and alcoholic strength of the beverages 
imposed As budgit surpluses hare been obtained in recent iuiancnl years, the 
Commission 3'kd what use the Mandatory proposed to male of these sums It 
also asked for additional information on jud'cial organisation, education and the 
increase nr decrease of population 

Western Srmou — The report of the Mandatory for the year ending on March 
jlst, 192*1 was examined together with a "Statement by the New 7 eahnd Govern 
ment on Politic tl Agitation” The Commis ion noted that the passive rest tanec 
organised by the agitators acred as an obstacle to tne Administration «nd Ind gont 
so far as to parol, 'c its action in some departments In the Commission’s opinion, 
the continuation of this unrest might result in a very srnou chccl to the prosperity 
of the country, and it expressed the hope that the Administration vould regain 
complete con roi of the situation and that a normal condition of affairs v ould be 
reestablished 

The Commis ion asked the Mandatory to furnismnevt year information con 
cerning ex enemy property, publie fimiacc and licence' for"carrying arms

As regards labour conditions, the Commission noted with regret that the 
measures taken bv the Administration and bv the mining companies to safeguard 
the hea'th of native*, from tropical areas emplo* ed in the mm*s did not appear to 
have been completely sui ce sful, it accordingly asked the dandatorv how it intended 
to cope with the high death rate recorded among these workers 

The Commission noted •’hat the information furnished on the legal and financial 
position of the railways and ports of the Territory was 'all factory (this question 
had been dent with at previous session') It expressed the hope that the Man 
ditory would make the necessary arrangements to amend the South West Africa 
Railways and Harbours Act of 1922 in ordtr to bring the 'oca 1 regime of railways 
and harbours into conformity with the pnnciplrs of ihe Mandite, the Treaty of 
Vcrsaillcf and the decision of the Council of June 9th, 1926 


2 Observations on petitions 

The Commission examined several petition' together with the observations 
and information furnished by the Mandatories 

These m-titions, the principal of which are summarised below, were reported 
on by members of the Commission verbally or in writing 


aj Iraq 

PeltltM oj lit' Bahai SpirtuiP Astmlh — The Bahai Cornrmimfv had main 
tamed that, owing to a 'cries of intrigues inspired by religious fanaticism m which 
the ■'dnimistrativc authorities and also th p judicial authorities of Iraq v ere asso 
ciated, it had been seriously disturbed in the cxeicisc of its religion and deprived, 
in favour of a rival seit, of oroDertv belonging to its religious head 

The Commission, recognising the justice of this complaint, recommended the 
Council to approach the Bnti'h Government with a view to the immediate redress 
of the wrong suffered bv the petitioners 

b) Palcs'me 

Petition of the Arab Congress — The Arab Congress demanded the e'taolish 
ment of a democratic parliamentary s/stem of government and protested against 
the system at present in force in the mandated temtorv 

The Commission pointed out that it was responsible for supervising the enfor 
cement of the principles and rules of the Covenant and the mandates and was not 
called upon to recommend any particular torm of government in the mandated 
territories It was for the Mandatory Pover alone to determine what regime should 
be apphed

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Petition from the Zionist Organisation cot cemtng 1 1 e If rthrg H oil — The 
British Government haa communicated to the Mandates Commission a petition 
from the Zionist Organisation concerning incidents that had occurred at the Wailing 
or Western Wall at Jerusalem on the Jewish Da\ ot Atonement in September last 
To the petition were joined the observations of the British Gov eminent 

The Commission, while regretting these incidents, noted that the Palestine 
Government had already approached both parties wuh a ww to facilitating an 
agreement It hoped that the Mandatory would succeed in appeasing public 
feeling and that neither par tv would, by unreasonable demands or intolerant 
refusal', assume the responsibility of provoking public disturbances 


c) H«ten Samoa 

Petition from the Anti Slajery and Aborigines Protection Society — The pcti 
tioners a'kcd that the Mandatory should define in a form which might be understood 
by the people of Samoa the right to petition the League through the Government 
of the mandated territory 

The hew Zealand Government informed the Comm 5= ion that it intend d to 
make the necessary arrangements to explain to the Samoans a* clearly as possible 
the relations betveen the League and the native' The Commisson noted this 
•tatement 


d) Soutn WlsI .Ifr ca 

Petition form members of the Renoboll Community ~ The Commission decided 
to inform the petitioners that their grievances had been fully investigated and that 
it coasidered that they had nov iO't their relevance 

Pelt', on from the Kuoko L.ra und Miner gesulschaft - This Company pro 
tested against cancellation ot its rights of ownership and mining rights by tile 
Union of South Atnca under the Ccncc'sions, Modifications and Mining Law Amend 
ment Proclamation of November 17th, 1920, it drew attention to the fact that 
other companies whoso nghts had been cancelled had nevertheless almo t all 
obtained the maintenance o' certain nghls of ownership, while for the Kaoko 
Land und Minenge'dLchatt no exception of any kind had been made 

The Commission was of opinion that this, matter dit not come within its com 
petence ft nevertheless drew the attention of the Council to the eri'tence in 
South Weot Afnra of vast tracts of land which had been c cnemv property and 
requested that the Mandatory should be asked for an c\pl matron a' to the status 
of these properties 


0 Ge vFR a Ouestio « 

On December 6th, JO27 the Council had invited the Commission to 'tudy the 
cause' of the macased importation of opintous liquors into territories under B Man 
date and steps to remedy this situation The Commission accordingly devoted 
special attention to thi' subject 

The Commission considered that the increase might, in general, be ascribed 
ta the growing wealth and purcha'ing power of the natives and to the opening up 
of the county to railv ays and moto transport 

The following measures were contemplated to remedy this situation 

(•>) Increase and equities on o[Dutie r — The Commis'ion noted that duties 
Ha been mcnr>'cd m both French and British mandated territories, but considered 
that dissuuihntjr in the import duties in each of these territories gave n'e to 
mugging In its opinion the French and Bnti'h Government' should be 
invit'd to agree that tl e dubes on ail spirituous liquors imported into nfacan 
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territories placed under their mandates should not be less than th p duties in the 
adjoining territories on similar spirits of equal strength 

(b} Prohbdm of tn Sale of Sf mis except under Liter se — Tut Commission 
recommended that licences should bt more paring! y issued, that been e fees 
should be increased, and that sale hours houiri be curtailed 

(cl dbsolute Prokibttun of the MaMijacture Sate and Po ession 0/ Spirits 
*y Motives 10 the tones of prohibition latd don, a 6 \ the Sr Germain convention 
of September 10th, IOIQ

The Comnus'ion also urged that the Mandatory Powers should make use of

The Persian Government states that it has just learned that the British autho 
rities have is'ued instructions requiring Persians going to the Bahrein Islands to 
be furnished with passports 'a» if Bahrein were situated outside Persia"

iuch good i elation:, -vith the Go ernment and people of Bahrein, will on further 
consideration desist from its pursuit '

The twelfth sevuon of the Advisory Committee on Traffic in Opium md 
Other Dangerous Drugs was held from January 17th to February 2nd at 
Geneva M Fotiteh (Serb Croat S'ovenc Kingdom) was elected Chairman and 
M van Wettum (Netherlands), Vice Chairman 

After welcoming its new members, M Kahlcr (Germany) M do Vasconccllos 
(Portugal) Prince Vamvaulya (Siam) and M Wang King Kv (China), tin Com 
mittcc pud a tribute to the m*raorv of Prmrc Charoon, who had represented Siam 
on the Committco sinee its first session in 1921, and whose death occurred in October 
last 

Tne session wu otti nd«.d b/ M Totitrh (Chairman), (Kingdom of the Serbs 
Croats and Sloven--.), M W G van Wettum (Vice Chairman) (Netherlands), 
Dr Kahlcr (Germany) M Wang King Ky (Clina), M Bourgois (France), bir Mai 
coin D ltvingn» (Gnat Britain), Sir Jonn CampMI (India), M S Ca”a7zom 
(Italv), M Sato (Japan) M A de V-woncello.

The Committee took not- of the progress repo-t of the Secretariat and ol the 
ami'll reports of Govcrnm n f s, it also d-alt with the follnw ng questions entry 
into for^e of the G-ncva Convent on future relations bi tween the Committee and 
the Perma wot C-ntral Board the illicit traffic drug smuggling by correspondence, 
a scheme for the limitation of the output of manufactured drugs forwarded by the 
United States, etc 

I — Progpf«s repoet of the Sfcretaxiat 

The report subm tied by the S-rr-tanat show3 the progress made since the 
last s-«ion nf th Committee nnl de-a-nb s in what manner elTect hv hern given 
to th„ vvrioj rcjn'iii'Ois adoa'cd more particularly in the matter of treasures 
fo th sup ares im of th-iIUnt traffic 

D inn* it* exam a it ion of the report, the Committee noted that s'veral States, 
including certain ra mbers of the Couneil, had never furnished reports on the 



opjum and drug traffic, despite the repeated request* of the Council The Con 
Tiiftee drew attention to the fvt that the difficulty in which thi* situation placed 
it Was fuither increased b> the circumstance that the States in question included 
Persia and Turkev —countries ot considerable importance irora the point of 1 iew 
of the production and distribution of opium 

The Committee accordingly directed the Coun.il’s attention to the gra ity of 
this 'Notation, requesting it to use iU influence with the States Members of the 
League and to urge them to forward -their reports regularly in future 

As regards States which are not Members of th» League, it a'kcd the Sccietarv 
Genera 1 to continue his effo ts with a view to obtaining information on the traffic 
in opium and other dangerous drugs <n these countries 


II - Entry into force of thf Geneva Convention 


The Committee noted that the Opium Con ention had come into force on 
September 2'th, IQ.8 and that the follovmg State* had depo-itcd their ratification 
at the League Secretariat

The Committee d** /oted special attention to these report most of the Govern

The Japanese reprc c 'ntativc gave the Committee particulars ol the steps taken 
b< his Government to suppress opium Mnokirg in Formosa The Committee noted 
that the importation and consumption ol smoking ooium in that country had greatly 
declined ana tint the number or registered mol ers v is continuing to decrease 
\s regard* Korea, the Japanese repre entativc added th it the Korean Govern 
ment had pr pared a plan for a Government monopoly of the manufacture and 
sale of morphine and otl^r opium akaloid*. and the compulsory mcdiral treatment 
nt all morphine addicts 

The Japanese Government drew the attention of the Committee to the great 
difficulties Mm h its efforts to put dovm the illicit opium traffic encountered in 
kvvantung owing to the increase in the non stable population coming from 
Shantung 

The Trem h representative said tint, lollowmg tin ratification cf thcConvcn 
tion, important administrati’ c measuas had been taken in his countrv to 'treng 
then the provisions for the control of the drug traffic The Govcrnracrt of Indo 
China vis contemplating steps to prevent the unlawful export of opium to h "ang 
Cliou Wan and to ensure the effectual application of the provisions ol theCon”cntion 
The Indian representative stated that the amount of cocaine legally imported 
into India was estimated at fortv one times the lawful consumption for the entire 
eountrv 

The dclegalo of the Serb Croat Slovene Kingdom furnished nlormation on 
the opium production m his countrv and the increase m output during 1928, partly 
due 10 c'tcptionall * favourable climatic condition' Produrcis, he said, verc to 
be grouped into cooperative societies, which wouid have a monopoly of tlieopium 
trade The e societies «’ould be under the supervision of the Mirist y of Agricul 
turc *0 that then v /* tvtrv guarantee tb it upiuir w onto only be sold for scientific 
ind medm il purpose* 

In tic eoursc ot the examination ot these reports the Committee rcfrrred to 
information rcceved that a nee drug factory had been c'tab’isiicd in Hungarv, 
and th t tile raw materials vere of Hungarian origin It accordingly proposed 
tin ‘lie Hungarian Government should be asked to send to its aext'cssion a repre 
ei t-'tiVi. who could give it further information on the ubjcct 

In Switzerland thv manufacture and export ot narcotics decreased coisidcrnblv 
in 19-7 as a result of the strict enforcement by the Fed ral Government of the new 
d ug traffic *ct 

regard the situation in Persia, on the subject of which the Committee had 
never received an annual report, an extract trom reports of the P<r niiAdminis 
tntor & neril of Imanco ’na the Pcr>i«.n Cu tom;, authorities, deling v ith tin 
opium traffic n IQ 7 the w .5 eonodcred bv tne Committee 

v tl 1 tn,ure 'ix til n the c documents did rot cor L pond v ith the Persian 
ou urn imp irt t M i ties supplied h other Gove nmcat' the Comm>U"e uggested 
that the Pc nn travernment should be as 1 *d for d> ailed information on th s 



In the annual report from the Hong Kong Government, t vns stated that 
in order to cooe vith the enormous quantities of opium introduced into the cclonv 
it had been aeccssarv to place a government brand on the market at a lower price 
This policy, the object of which was to eliminate smuggling opium, has had the 
effect of considerably mcreasing the sales of government opium, but this is looked 
upon as a purely transitory phenomenon which will cease when the stock® or 
conhscated opium have been exhausted 

V — Illmt Traffic 

The Committee considered one by one all seizures notified bv Governments 
This examination shcweJ that the situation in regard to the illicit traffic was 
still serious One of the cases reported was considered with particular attention 
The Netherlands Government had submitted a memo-andum concerning the tran 
sections of a Dutch firm which, although the/ did not ininngc then law® thmin 
for e, had nevertheless concern'd the export of narcotics for unlawful purpose 
The Dutch exports during 1027 and the first half ot 1920 vert estimated at approxi 
mutely 050 kgs of morphine, 3 0f>0 kgs, of heroin and ®jo kgs of to a ne, the greater 
part of w hich had been sent to the Far East 

te a reault of the coming into force of the Geneva Convention and the tighten 
mg up of supervision in the Netherlands this firm had had to gi e up its busincs 
The Committee estimated that this former centre of ll’icit traffic had most probablv 
dealt with about hair the total world production of heroin 

The Committee further noted that large quantities of drugs manefactuied or 
sold by the four firms mentioned below had beer met rfitli in the illicit tratLr 
Naardcn Chemical Woiks Busscm (Netherlands), Sundoz ildtc) Chemical Works, 
Basle, H Boehringer and Sohn, Hambu'g and the So 1 He Ivdns'r.s'le ae Chi ne 
orgamque, St Genevieve (FranCv) 

In this onnertion, the Committee recommended bovemment' to mal c «oecial 
enqume before granting licence® to firms It urged that In ernes should be imme 
diatelv withdrawn when it had been proved that the firms to which tney Jud been 
granted were engaging in th® traffic or supplying drug® lor such traffic It pointed 
out verv strongly that it was de liable that Governments should mention in their 
leports all seizures, on hovevr mall a talc, since this was the only means of 
obtaining complete information as regards the methods employed b\ illicit traf 
fHcrs 

Some anxiety was expressed regarding the establishment ot new -vorls lor 
the manufacture uf drugs in addition to fho'e already in existence, whose output 
was general!’ in excess of the medical and scientiiK needs 01 the world 

Daring the discussion on th® illicit traffic the Committee heard a statement 
from the Chineoe -epi esen tali’ c on the general portion in China „s regard opium 
and other dangerous drugs This statement wa includ'd m full 11 the minutes 
at the Chinese -epresen atue’s request but was not discussed th® Committee 
bung of the opinion that the entire responsibility tor the statement, which in its 
opinion, dealt vnth political question® outside its competence should be left to 
it® author 

The Committee asked the Secretariat to prepare a memorandum on th' rela 
tions between tne illicit traffic and prostitution 


vi — Drug smuggling by Correspondence 

At prcvmu sessions the Committee had noted that the smuggling of drugs 
was practised on a large ^alt by means of postal corrc ponJence 

\ftcr noting a report submitted on the subject bv a special committee, it 
expressed the hope that the Conference of the Universal Postal Union which 
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is to meet in London in May, ip^p, would c> mine the possibiiitv of introducin'; 
into the Convention a provision authorising the aaimmstrations both in the 
countrie of con rnment and in tlic countries of destination to subject to 
customs supervision correspondence letters, business paper and samples which 
the} had reason io suspect contained drugs 

Should it prove impossible, ho, sever to accept thi« proposal in its entirety 
the Committee thought that the Conference might be asked as an alternative to 
agree that admin (rations should be authorised, when thev had reason to suppose 
that a pachag contained dugs, to 'end for the consignee or the sender and to 
require him to open the suspect package if it was impossible to find the sender 
o' consigns, o- the latter refused to open the package, the customs administration 
would be authorised to open it itself 

To facilitate su<h supervision, the Committee thought that the following 
suggestions should be considered 

In vie 1 of the fact that the Far East v as the destination chiefly concerned 
in the traffi , cor cspcndcnce addressed to the Far Ea't should bo concentrated 
in ever/ Loutitn md its rrted to a u. uun number 0/ post offices This would 
make it possible to check any unusual frequency in correspondence with suspect 
addresses, Strict supervision should be exercised as regards the renting of Post 
Office 00 ocs Pared? should also be concentrated in certain Post Offices and 
Jiould be accompanied by the regulation «' port certifica'e 


VII — Scheme for mime th- output op nanuwtureo prups 

The United States Government had through the intermediary of the Nether 
lands Government, drawn the attention of the Committee to a scheme for limiting 
the output of manufacturrd drugs 

The principal features 0 this scheme were as follows Each Government 
v ould notify m advance for a determined period its requirements of each of those 
substance., derived from opium and the coca leaf that are now or ma* in future 
be covered bv the Hague Con\on*ioa or ‘he Geneva Convention Each State 
would indicate from which countrv it would purcha c the amount of narcotic 
drugs required for medical and scientific purposes 

Some members of th Committee who were in favour of the general ideas 
embodied in this 'rheme aslcd that it should be taken as a starting point when 
the limitation and possible the establishment of a Government monopolv came up 
for <h cushion the mamnU of the Committee, while agreeing that the ’dta, set 
forth in the scheme as ingenious did not th’nk that it could be realised For 
th ' rea on, it did not rnn«id<T i f advisable to take anv action in tin respect, stating 
that in its opinion it vould L* prcfcnblc to »vait the result of the application 
o f tl c Geneva Con cntion which had just come into force and pro> idee! a stricter 
svstim of control

The Committee of Jurists on l he Statute of the Permanent Court, m whose 
work the American jurist Senator Ennu Root tool pare, arew up a report on the 
revision of the Statute and drafted a protocol regarding the accession of tho Uniteo 
States to the Permanent Court This protocol, which will be submitted to the 
Council, is intended to replace that drawn up by the Iyz6 Conference ot Signatories 
to the Statute and thus to make possible for thv United_Sta*-es to accede 
to the Statute 


The ( ommittee on Communications and Transit held its annual session taking 
decisions in regard to the work of its technician^ on maritime tonnage measurement

II — Arbitration, Security and Reduction of Armaments 
i — Financiaj Assistance 

k draft i onvenhun prepared bv the hnancial Committee on financial oasis 
lam e vas considered b\ the Council vhich expres cJ the hope that this plan, which 
it regarded as highlv important might be adopted bv the greatest possible number 
of country s It requested the Secretary General to communicate die draft 
convention to all States Members of th» I ague inviting them to give instructions 
to their delegations to the tenth ordmarv session of the assembly 'nth a view to 
exhaustive examination or the question 

This scheme on which tho Financial Committee had been working for two 
tears, was due to the initiative of the Finnish Government, which, in 1026, drew 
the attention of the League of Nations to the urgency ol altordmg as promptly as 
possible financial assistance to a State thn atened with aggression The idea on 
which the draft is based is that of guaranteeing to States the nossibihty of securing 
rapid and effective financial assi'tance, so as to increase their feeling ot security and 
thereby enable them to limit their armament'- or e*en to refrain Irom creating 
war industries Its object is, moreover, to increase considerablv th» choice of 
measures open to the Council in case ot a crisis, by making it possible fo bring the 
machinery of financial assi tunce mto pla” In thi opinion of the Council Rap 
porteur, ill kgucro v Bethancourt (Cuba), a country meditating an attack on 
another would hesitat" to cam at out il th'rc were a risk that that other State 
might receive this kind of a sistame from Member ol the League 

The impheations of the plan therefore go far beyond the limits of a purely 
financial and technical qutstion 

Tho object of the Convention is to provide machincr" by v hich the Council, 
us a measure to restore or solegmrd peace, may authorise financial assistance to 
Members of the league in yob ed n ” ar or threat of war It contemplates that 
a loan would be obtained in the money marlet by the Government concerned on the 
gtneral security of its revenues It would be nelped m so doing bv the moral and 



material support of an international guarantee provided under the aegis of the 
League by .ne other signatories of the Convention 

To create confidence that delay -would not occur at the moment of a crisis, 
it would be essential that the Con/entrn should be ratified by the signatories in 
such form that no further legislation of any kind would b n required m connection 
with the guarantee Since on the outureak of hostilities., the credit of a belligerent 
country is hkelv to be low, folders would require guarantee' of a very substantial 
nature The Convention provides such guarantees furnished by a few financially 
trong signatories The loan would thus be secured by the borrowing Government 
itself, by the signatories to the Convention, and bv certain financially strong signa 
tones 

The advantages to the guaran ecwg Government would be the moral support 
of the League, the intrinsic value ot the collective guarantee, the additional advan 
tage nf the special guarantee, and the signatories' promise of access to their markets 

Tho guarantors, rfould only become liable should the borrov ing Government 
be unable to meet its loan charges In order to 1 mit this contingent liability, the 
guarantors are protected bv a maximum limit on the total annual service guaranteed, 
a limit on the maximum annual liability, the responsibility! of the borrowing 
Government, the provision for i reserve funa ana the requirement of a unanimous 
decision of the Council before a guarantee is given in any individual case 


OfautMV Guar ar less — The maximum annual liability of a State m respect 
of die service of all the loan* contracted under the Con' ention is limited to a figure 
bearing the same proportion as that Government s contribution to the League budget 
bears to the total contributions from all Members of the League Thus, if all Mem 
bers ot the Lcaguo become signatone and a m-uimum annual sura of lo0,000,0uo 
gold franc' were fixed by the Convention, a Member contributing t, % of the League 
expenses t ould have a maximum contingent liability of 5,000,000 gold francs 

Spectal Guararte e* — In ^ddition to the abo> e ordinary guarantees, die 
Convention creates special guarantees to ensure that the loan service shall be 
guaranteed for its tull amount not merely by all the guarantors, but also U a 
small number of financially strong States winch v ill bear the risk of any delay 
or default bv the ordinary guarantors The amount covered by each special 
guarantee will include the amount cf the special guarantor's liability as an ordinary 
guarantor, together with an additional amount, which is determined m such a 
manner that the total amount guaranteed specially shall be equal to the total 
amount guaranteed bv other State' 

The maximum liabilities of special guarantor Government are fi v ed bv divid 
ing between them the total of the maximum liabilities ot the ordinary guarantors 
in proportion to the percentages which the special guarantors pay to the League 
budget 

4 pphcatior to a particular case — When the Council has decided that a signal 
orv shall receive financial a'Sistance, it will authorise the latter to issue a loan 
within the total available under the Convention enjoying the ordinary and special 
gurantees, the maximum annual service of the loan >vill be fixed by the Council 
The prcci'c responsibility of each guaranteeing State will be fixed later These 
States, whether they be ordinary guarantors or special guarantors, v ill deposit m 
the Swiss National Bank bonds bearing a separate coupon for each payment for 
which they may be contingently hable 

Trustees — The Convention provide' for the appointment of trustees of Swiss 
nationality and for the constitution by the borrowing Government of a reserve, 
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to be held bv the trustees, of an amount sufficient to pa/ one half of the annual 
service of each specified loan 

The Convention further lays down that the decision by the Council to grant 
assistance to a State victim ot an aggression or threatened bv aggression must be 
taken by the unanimous vote ot its members It may accept the offer of a non 
Member of th* League to participate in the guarantee ' 

The Convention v ill be concluded lor a oenod of ten years, but may be renewed 
for further successive periods ot five years 


At the Council meeting of March 8th, several representati.es made statements 
emphasising the v<due of tht oflitnt ard end *s ng + h« Courc 1 s -ecomiendatiars 
on the subject 

M Prorope (Finland), as reoresentative of the country to whose initiative the 
diaft owed its being, thanktd the Financial Committee and the Rapporteurfor the 
interest thev has shown in the question The principles upon whu h the Convention 
was based— financial assistance m the form of a considerable sum of monev, prompt 
action in virtue of a decision of the Council and the extension of the assistance to 
case* of threat of var— were, in his opinion, nf great practical value, and empha 
sised the essuitiallv preventive object of the Convention Among the political and 
constitutional questions involved, the most important was that of the relations be 
tv cen a i onvention on financial assistance and the general system of d 'armament 
To conclude, M Prncopd expressed the hope that Governments would give their 
delegates to tne next session of the ‘tssemblv positive instructions with a ”iew to 
the conclusion ot a convention on the subject 

M Zaleski (Poland) was cf opinion that the Convention repre'ented a partial 
step towards the implementation of Article 10 of the Covenant He noted that 
suggestions submitted bv his Government m 1927 had been found useful in prepar 
ing the draft 

- M Bnand (France) hoped that the v orl in connection with the scheme might 
lead to practo al results at the neet session ol the As'embK The draft, h" consi 
d^red concerned not only Members of the League, but all countries interested m 
the maintenance of peace This being the case, he throught it might be well to 
submit it at some future stage to different non Member States 

Sir Mien Chamberlain (British Empire) endorsed this view reminding the 
Cnuncil that the British Government had been the first to accept the proposal in 
principle, and promising, on its behalf, a careful and svrapathctic study of the 
proposal*

IV — The Technical Organisations 

1 — The health Organisation 
at PtA treatment oj iancer 

The Sub Committee of Experts on the rav treatment of ■ ancer finished its 
«eS"ion on March 27th with a «enes> of recommendations j>n the principles and 
practice of radio therapeutic treatment of uterine cancer 

Three membero of the Sub Committee pr< ^nted a report on toe results of the 
methods used in tlirei large institute* at Paris, Mumeh and Stockholm, whore the 
data available are sufficiently numerous and gj back far enough to form a basis 
for opinions as to the value of the treatment 

The Sub Committee emphasised the value ot carl\ diagnosis and made a num 
ber of suggestions vnth regard to propaganda and the gv n veological education of 
doctors and nudwivu, periodical examinations, orgamsed facilities for consultation, 
methods of diagnosis, etc 

The second recommendation concerns correct treatment and here the Sub 
Committee points to the preliminary difficult that u is as vet impossible to compare 
the results obtained in different countries Detailed recommendations are made 
for uniform definitions, terminology and methods of obtaining and claosif /ing 
information on cancer of the arm of tb ub rus a= the basis for ascertaining the 
best methods of treatment In this connection \ irious points are enumerated 
nn which further investigation is ncces'arv, 'mcc the technique and possibilities 
of rav treatment ar< onlv beginning t: be understood 

Finally , the Sub Committee pointed to the danger of the use of X ray or radium 
treatment by doctors or institutes toat have not sufficient technical knowledge 
Whereat surgeons not possessing the requisite skill are careful n it to operate in

The French representative, M Bnand, said that bills for the ratification of

Tht British representative, Sir Austen Chamberlain, said that his Government 
had talon preliminary '■tops for the ratification ot the agreements He hoped that 
it would be possible to achieve a measure of mternational cooperation in the treat 
ment of the coal problem as. his countrymen wae toilov mg this question with deep 
interest

The experts were tir«t asked to give their opinion on the coal question as a 
v hole They then discus'td th» material collected bv the Economic Committee 
with a view to its completion as far as lay in their power 

As regards the general problem, the exoerts unanimously rccogmred the utility 
of founding a permanent international organisation to deal with the coal question 
(production, consumption, distribution ot markets, organisation of sale, etc), which 
would include representatives of Governments, producers (emphyers and worki rs) 
and consumers 

At the dosing meeting, M Trendelenburg (Gi rmany) made the follov ing state 
ment on behalf oi the delegation of the Economic Committee 

M) colleagues and I have noted w th keen interest tire opinion vou have 
expressed that the present situation of the coal industry is undoubtedly a pro 
blem of an mternational charade In this connection I should, perhaps, brielly 
outline the part which, in our view the Economic Committee might play in tire 
settlement of these questions 

Ther are some aspect- of the problem, such as tariff cuesbons and certain 
commercial mithods, vtoch come within the Economic Committee® sphere 
others must be delit with by the industry iLelf, again there is the social ide rf 
the problem, in which you aie esoeciaily interested, and Wtly, there is the 
interest of th® consumer, > hich v e cannot ignore As I mentioned in mv opening 
speech, the Economic Committee s task is to consider all th“ interests at stale 
kiorcovcr, the Committee has h 'tlj to deal vith each question in accordance 
with its mandate a the technical adviser ot the Council, and secondly it must 
link up each question with the wider and more general problems of commercial 
policy which have been placed in its hands by the Economic Conference

that the quo tion may be helped forward to its solution by co operation on an

Silesia and that a regular mdicial enquiry had been opined concerning him 

The^rapporteur expressed his conviction that the judicial authorities would 
do-all m their power to hasten thL proceedings and would avoid giving the minority 
to which the petitioners belonged the lmpresqun that the nmaoures m question 
were in any way directed against it 

The Polish representative, M ZalesU, observed that as iHe wsi Was in the 
hands of the judicial authonties it « os clear that neither the Polish Government nor 
anv international organ could possible intervene in tlie < ourse of Polish justice Like 
the rapporteur, he was eon meed that the judicial authonties would conduct the 
ease with the ncctssnrv cart and speed, that the procedure adopted would be surroun 
(led with all the guarantees of publicity required bv the law, and that at no point 
would it be possible to interpret that procedure as directed against the minority 

The German icpre«entati\e Pi ^ircsenrau expressed the hope that theproect 
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dings would be earned through v ith all due ca-cand despatch He further noted that 
the Polish represent ibve held out prospcrls of guaranteeing not only the publicity 
of the proceedings, but also tbal they proceedings 7 ouM not be directed against 
H Uhtz m his capa®itv as leader of the minority He observed that a definite 
judgment would onlv be possible on the matter >hcn, on th® termination of the 
proceedings, the Council v uuld be in a position to see whether the expectations 
referred to in the repou. and in hi ZalesL's statement had actually been realised 
He added that v/ith out formally opposing the report but at the same time without 
expressly accepting it, he vouM reserve his right to take up the matte again if 
necessary b fore the Council after the conclusion of the judo lal pioccedmgs 


VIII — Political Questions 

i — The Hungarian opt ants 

On March 4th, the Council took note of a letter from Hie Hungarian Government 
stating that, m vie? of the fact that direct negotiations between Hungary and 
Rnumania were m progress, th® two Governments had agreed to a k the President 
of thp Council to adjourn Ih® question ot th® Hungari m optants as it then stood 
before the Council until its nen session in June 

A letter in similar teims had been received fiom the Roumanian Government

One of Ihe principal points brought out in the course of the e'aminat'on of 
the report of the Advisory Committee was that half the number of Members of the 
League had not yet ratified the Geneva 1925 Convention, and the Council arranged 
for the Secretary General to enquire by letter mto the difficulties which prevented 
Governments from so doing, <0 that the) might be examined by the Council It 
further instructed the Scerctarv General to make enquire with regard to the 
system for the control of exports and imports of narcotics m force in the various 
countries v hmh had adopted the import ccrtifi aU system, to submit to all Govern 
ments a list of factories licensed to manufacture drugs falling under the 1925 
Convention, ashing them to verify and complete this list, to draw the attention 
oi Governments to the f«.ct that t n o new drugs racthv leegonine’ and 'benzoylec 
gomne found m the illicit traffic, were by their composition, subieet to the 1025 
Convention and to urge al 1 States Members of tlm League to forward their annual 
reports regularly 

With regard to drug smuggling through the poit the Council invited the 
British Government, if prepared to do so, to take action with a view to submitting 
the Committee's proposals to the Conference of the Universal Postal Union, which 
is to meet in London 1a May 1920 

With reference to the desire expres ed bv the Comm’ttee toi additional mforma 
tion with regard to opium export from Persia, the Persian representative, Mohamed 
All Khan Foroughi drew attention to the fact that a government opium monopoly 
had but recently been pur into torcc in his country and that time must be allowed 
his Government to obtain sufficiently important results for transmission to the 
League His Government had not so far seen fit to ratify the Convention, but it 
vas di'chargmg it« duties as far a* lay in its power and it would keep the League 
informed of the results achieved In view of this statement, the Council decided 
that the enquiry concerning the ratitmation of the Convention should not be 
extended to Persia 

The Italian representative, M Seialoi t 'aid that his country, which attached 
great importance to the campaign against narcotics, was al 0 contemplating the 
institution of a state monopoly He noted with regret that the traffic appeared 
to be increasing and drew the Council’s attention to the unfortunate impression 
which would certainly be created among the public if l were ed to the conclusion 
that the League was pouvertess to oolve die drug problem 

The Chilean representative, M Valdes Monde die, said that his country had 
not ratified the Convention, owing to the fact that it had bad in the first place to 
reorganise its public health service Chile sent annual reports to the League 

In regard to ih* propo'ed enquiry mto opium smoking in the Far East^ the 
Council had before it for consideration estimates of expenditure prepared bv the 
Supervisory Commission and a suppLnrenUry memorandum from the British 
Government summarising the views of the Governments consulted since December 
Having buen informed that the French Government intended to contribute to the 
expenses of the enquiry the sum of ’’5,000 Sw francs (which it ubscquently increased 
to 3 030 Sw francs) that the British Government had increa'ed its original offer of 
50 COO Sv francs to 70 000 and possibly to 74 000, that the Netherlands Government 
was prepared to increase its origin il contribution by 10, ODD Sw francs, and that 
various Governments proposed to offer hospital tv to the Commission, the Council, 
considering th» financial arrangements sufficiently assured, appointed as follows

1 he question of the accession of ihr United States to the Prrmanent Court was 
rustd officially by the United S' ales Government ip a note from its Secretary ol 
State Hr Kellogg, dated March 2nd i<y>6 to the Signatory Powers and to the 
Secretary General of tht League of Nation*, to the effect that on lanu iry 27th, 
rt’e S*aatt has appro wl car m m ber l"p n tb. Con ' sabv’et to fa 
reseryalion , which required the acceptance of the Signatory Povers 

On March t°th the British Foreign Minister, bir Austen Chamberlain, brought 
the nrtter before the Council with the suggestion that the most convenient wav 
of negotiating it would be the holding of a special conference Accordingly, on 
September 1 st the Signatory Peers met <n Geneva, and if ter a three wed's’ 
discussion embodied tl'ir views 111 a Final Act and a preliminary draft Protocol 
to be concluded between the United States and the Signatory nations 

By this Final Act and Protocol the signatories icceptcd the first four rcser 
vatmns nf the American Senate and the hr-t part of the fifth reservation, which 
concerned advisory opinions 'Yith regard to the second part 01 the fifth ascr

A regards dispute to which tie* United States is a party, it *cerrb sufficient 
to refer to the jun*pruden , 'e of the Court, ? hich has already had occasion to 
pro lounce uoon the matter of disputes between a Member of th- League of Nation 
ana a State not belonging to the League This jurisprudence, da formulated 
111 Advisory Opinion No 5 (Eastern Urelia), given on July 23rd, 192,5, cems to 
nvet the de ire of the United States 

A* regards li*pule to which the United States is not a part/ bi t in which 
it dam s an intcre t, and as regards questions, other than deputes, in v hich 
the United State claims an inter**!, the Conference urder tand* the object 
of the United State* to b* to a sure to itself a portion cf equality with States 
represented either on the Council or in the Assembl y of the League of Nations 
This principle should be agreed to But the tifth reservation appears to rest 
upon the presumption that the adoption of a request for an aavisorv opinion 
by th* Council or AssemNy requires a unanimous vote ho such presumption, 
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however, has so far been e. tablished It is therefore impo sible to sav with 
certainty whether m some c«ses, or possiblvin a 1 ! case', a decision by a majority 
i not sufficient In any event the United ^tates hould be guaranteed a position 
of equality in uu respect, that is to say, m any case where a State represented 
on the Council or in the Assembly would possess the right of prevenhrg, Dy 
opposition in either of these bodies, th* adoption ol a proposal to request an 
advisory opinion from the Courtj the United Staih shall eniov an com ahnt 
right 

Artich 4 of the draft protocol tipulatt that "snould the United States offer 
objection to an advisory opinion being given by the Court, at the reque't of the 
Council or the Assembly , Concerning a dispute to which the United States i nut i 
part' or concerning a question other than a dispute between States, the Court will 
attribute to such objection the sanu force and ettcct as attaches to a vote against 
aching for the opinion gmn bv a Member of the league of Nations either in the 
Assembly or in the Council "and that ' the manner in which the consent pro\ided 
lor m the s lond part of flu fifth reservation is to be gi en will be the sublet t of in 
understanding to be reached by tiu. Government of the United Stntes ith the

Follow mg the Conference, twenty four Go ernments, signatories of the Court 
Statute «ent the United States Go eminent communications baaed on the views 
thereby ' xprc«ed 

I he next step was tnh< n on February igth, 19*9 when the American been tar, 
of Stale, Mr Kellogg sent another Note to the Signatory Stages and to the Secretary 
General further defining his Government s views He aid his Government d^ired 
to "avoid in so far as may he possible any pronosat "inch would interfere with 
ur embarns the wor' of the Cojncil of the Lcagrn 01 Nations, doubtless often 
perplexing and dilhcult, and it would be glad if it couli dispose of the subject by a 
ltnpl acceptance of the suggestions embodied in the Final Act and Drift Protocol 
aaopted at Geneva on September 2,rJ, 1020 There arc, however, some elements 
of uncertainty in tne bases of these suggestions v hich wem to rcquir further dis 
cushion Tlv po vers of the Council onJ its modes of procedure depend upon the Cove 
nantof the League of Nations which may be amended at any time The ruling cf the 
Court in the Eastern Carelia case and the rules of the Court are also subj' ct to change 
n any time For tJvse reasons without turlher enquiry into the practicability of 
the suggestion 0 , it appears that tH Protocol 'ubmitted by the twenty four Govern 
mcnt« tn relation to the liftli reservation of the Unit' d States Senate would not 
furnish adequate protection to the United States " To conclude he tated that 
' tnc Government of the United States feels that such and informal exchange of 
views as is contemplated bv the twenty four Governments should, as herein 
suggested, lead to agreement upon some provision which m unobje t enable form 
would protect the rights and interest of the United States as an adherent to the 
Court Statute, and this expectation is otrongly supported hy the fact that there 
'Cems to be but little difference regarding the suustance of tnese rights and interests" 

Debate a< d Resolution oj the Com 1 I — On March 9th, the British repr sentative 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, brought this note More the Council, expressing hi« sati«

in it ta k, since he films'll had be n one ot the framer' of the Court Statute

muted to "consider the present situation as regards accession of the United States Go

fn conclusion, he drev the attention of hn> colleagues to the very sympathetic 
reference made in Mr Kellogg's note to the Council and its work 

The Members uf the Council, several of whom had had an opportunity during 
the se^ion of discussion these questions with Mr Root, associated themselves with 
Sir Austen Chamberlain's propo c al and with the hope he had expressed of reaihing 
ar agreement satisfactory to all parties 

P 1 dings oj Ou Conmt'ke of Jiirio/s — The Committee accordingly tn^ed its 
discussions on the Draft Protocol of the 1020 Conference, Mr Kellogg s second Noic, 
ind a formula presented by Mr Root providing a procedure whereby the United 
States Gov rnment might make known ite views in eonnectioii with advisorv opi 
mons 

The discussion in the Committee showed that the conditions with winch the 
Government of the United States thought it n- censor/ to accompany the cvpre'sion 
of its willingness to accede to the Protocol establishing the Court owcJ their origin 
to apprehension that the Council or the Assembly of the League might request 
from the Court advisory opinions without ref« reno to interests of the United States 
which might in certain cases be involved Those discussions also showed that the 
hesitation felt b\ the delegate to the Conference of 1026 as to recommending the 
acceptance of those > onditions was due to apprehension that the rights claimed in 
the reservations formulated by the United States might be e'ceruvcd in a wav \ Inch 
would interfere with the woik of the Council or the Assembly and embarrass their 
procedure The ta'k of the Commute was to discover mme method ol ensuring 
that neither on the one »ide n»r on the other should these apprehensions prove to 
be well founded 

The Committee felt it could not recommend that tne system of asking the Court 
for advisory opinions be abmdoncd, o> that system had pro.ed of very grett utility 
m securing a solution of questions which could not conveniently bo submitted to 
the Court in anv otln r form It also rejected another method, which consisted in 
recommending the adoption 01 a rule that in all cas. „ a decision on the part of the 
Council or of th Assembly to ask for an advisory opinion from the Court must be 
unanimous Desiring to deal with the problem in a concrete form, the Committee 
endeavoured to provide some method by which question* as fhev arose might be 
tvimmed and views c' changed uid a conclusion thereby rcaihcd after each side 
had made itself acquainted With the difficulties and responsibilities besetting the 
other For this purpose jt revised and competed the draft protocol (') to be con 
1 Iuded bet vcon the St ties u hidi sign' d the Protocol of 1920 and tne United State 
Government 

The fifth ailu Ie of tins Protocol pfovidcs machinery by which the United States 
will ire nude aware ot any proposal before the Council nr the Assembly for obtaining 
an advisory opinion and will have an opportunity of indicating w hethcr tne interests 
of thr United States are affected, so that the Council ot the Assembly, a= tin ease 
may be may drciae its course nt action with full knowledge of the portion The 
Committee considered that it migh confidently be hoped that tile exchange of 
* lew's so provided for vould be 'ufib lent to ensure that an underJand'ng wou'd

if" When I rem min r thes tundamental principles and contrast them with actual 
practice, I cannot but feel that tin ory and practice ha' e not lways walked hand in hand 
In any cas", wo cannot forget tin- undoubted fact that tms impression is dominant tn the 
nunds of the minorities them • Ives and that as a rcsuli they have grave fears as to th" 
future of their civilisation It is ■ asily understood licit ‘he disappointment winch thov 
have kd to endure his expressed itself in strong criticism of the organt ations of the 
Lc-gut This is not the tins time that such criticism has led to long discu»«ion \ ithm 
the L ague t elf It appears, hue ever, that cvetv effort made to remedv the easting 
shortcomings Ins encountered basic abjections which might eau e public opinion to belitv' 
that th" L"igue desires to deviate from the principle vhich forms the bus s of tin probe 
tion of minontid

bv th" inajoritv of the population of the State to v Inch tlit-y belonged It th se dc la 
ration were really interpreted in some way as a tl corv of cumulation— as certain obser 
vations made it later ‘c'sions of the Council might lead me ti believe— I, ai any rate, 
should b" compelled energetically to oppose suck a vie v K theory of this kind is contrary 
to th" ide — v hirh was definitely put fwv ard vhci the new system vas instituted— 
that the prot cUnn afforded to mi non he, is of a permanent nature and not mcrclv someth 
mg i Inch covers a transition period instituted in nrd"i to o ereomc temporary difficulties 

In this connection nolher point of principle arises At 1 1 n moment the existing 
procedure 1« • onfired to dealing with petitions addressed lo the I eaguc No lii'htutio i 
or procedure exists, apart irom petition , for putting into operation, in a general manner, 
the guarantee entru ted to the League There un, however, be no doubt that that 
guarantee cannot he limited to settling eon"rete casts in which the "etual oi threatened 
violation of the n„hL of minorities ha been brought to ll e knov ledge of the League ol 
Nations 

The fuudmicnta! report of 1920 to which I have already relerieu explicit! v states 
that it i« ill, dut, of die Leagu" of Nations to assure itself that the provisions for the pro 
tection of minorities are roiesfan/fv applied This id<a has p rlaps also inspired certain 
suggestion for tfi» cstabli hment of a Permanent Jhnoritie' Committee It -cans to 
me in any case nLce sary to take into account the way in ’ hich the League of Nations 
may k"cp iLtlf continuously informed as to the situation of minorities 

The provisions for ehe protection of minorities imp's a duty which it is neither mipos 
sible nor beneath the dignity of a Sovereign State to tulnl The tact of belonging to a 
minority and the special position resulting from that fact are certamlv in no way incomp- 
hhlc ith the accomplishment of thr duties of a iov d abac n towards In' State This 
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being so, it equally folio is that the interest tifen bv v country in the minorities of anolhei 
country, an inter, st whi h may tike the fora ot an ipp*-il to the guarantee of thi. League 
of Nations, cannot be regarded as an inadmissible poht cal interference with the domestic 
affairs of a to reign Power 

I am well aware of tip politic il coiLidcntion which art urged against the ideas 
which T have just dt\ eloped It is said, for e ample, that th rights cf minorities mi, 
have tli* effect of supporting a movement which is directed against thr integrity ot the 
State and th*t it may lead to in irruknti't ogitabon FranHv, I do not tlunl that we 
ha/e in the present century established a condition oi affairs v huh i« eternal, and that 
idea is very clearlv expressed in the Covenant of the League of Nations These, hov ever, 
are considerations which have nothing to do with tip question of minorities *o which our 
attention i nov devoted It is qmte a mistake to say that, in 'upporling the r ght* and 
the educational libcrtie of minorities, use is being made of a weapon with which to break 
up States The peace between nation' wll b all the more stable in proportion a the 
appeal of minority threatened in their cultural life is more widely reflected in the public 
opinion of the world Anyone who works in detence of the rights of a mm to his mother 
tongue, and oi the maintenance of his fdcc and religion, without prejudic* to nations or 
frontier., is working at the same time for the maintcnanc of peace, and not "ith a v e» 
to provoking excitement and violence States composed of several races and cultures 
sometimes of re ent creation, will lo'e nothing of thnr importance or prestig bv offering 
an ex imp'e in this field I would point os in example to th fortunate country in which 
we are at present mating, ,/he e, in spite of difference of r<a e, language and religion, 
lo e of a common country whi h ha» be com* rooted for many ' enturif among the pcoph , 
ha« never bc*n disturbed 

What methods must the League of Nations auopt, in conformity with « ci ting treatu 
nd guaranti , , in order to ntta n the object which we have in mindr 

I have alieadv referred to tip nccess'tv of forming a dear idea of the way in which 
the guarantee nu be reaped even outside the 'pnere of petitions 

As regards the ,r< atment of petitions them eive , Mr Damlurund a memjianuum 
eraphasi cs th L the pro-eduie folio v ed bv the f o iqciI, the re *nti 1 point of vlinli i 
the institution o romimtteea of Three, b ive rise among the p> ti tuning minoriac to the 
impression that their grttv nets ire not heard and that they ire die victims of the warn 
vity or mdiffer- ntr of the Council Tin® impression is due to thr fact that tin nunontu 
learn nothing nt the steps tihen to deal witli their complaints and more pait'cu'arl' 
romain ignora ,t of the attitude adopted by their o, n Govtrnnu r,t Thi is one of the 
principal shiirtciinmi ! ,s of vhich the minontie hav» unammousl . rimphuied lor a long 
while The mein b^ which Mr Daadurind endeavours to oveicomc thi« difficulty are 
ertermd j interesting and de'er e our most > a refill attention I s.muld Ic happv to 
i ontnbutc to » «e*tlunent of this qui » turns bv explaining in outUn. my own lJe s on thi*. 
matter Those idy point in the same direction is Mr Dancurands 

At the tim* of their institution, the Cammitti cs ol Three <ere *ntrusti d witli I lie task 
ot facilitating, on behalf of the members of the Canned the ca-rving out o. tlpir duties 
ind rights tnvard' minonties Bv mean nf the wort ot th* Cwnnuttai, the nu mkr 
ot the Cai netl Were to b enabled to d eide whether there w as or w is aot b ood r as cm for 
a, quamung (Ac Councif vteA an mihieuiM ui u ia 3 ei tit i/iirauiuu u / airy poiisiort im 
the protection minorities In prartic*, the system has worked in such a wav that the 
whole procedure has benn confined to i dueussicn within the Com mi tee' and these mem 
bers of the Council rbiih were not represented on the Cummittees w*re not informed 
of what was tal mg plaec It seems to me ’hat one of the logical r anscquences of the 
reason for whicn the Committe* w*re appointed v as that, m anv cist, the Committees 
would submtt the result of their work to th Ccunnl in order that the latter might reall 3 
decide whet hi r it desired to prorecd witli the matter or not Moreover, some mears 
must be toundof lecpmgth* minontie' informed of v hat i« being done with their petition 
during thi pnasc of thi. procedure If it is not considered po'siWc to commumcat 
direct! y to the minontie 1 - the result of thee vam nation which lakes pi «< * in the Commi ttces, 
the object in view might, without disad”autagf be achieved b) giving i greater publicit/ 
to the procedure a is whole I f might, for example, be considered whether it i« *iol 
desirable to nine to the annual report submitted to the Assemble on the vork of lit 
Council i summaiy ol hall the petitions received and dealt with bv the Committe s The 
publication in the Oflittai Teona/ of the League ot Nation' ot the reports 'ubmittrd lo 
the members o f the Council to which I hav* just referred might also be contemplated 

It would, moreover, be extremely u eful, in my opinion, to hasten the procedure 
before the Committees It is true that it would be difficult in the niajont , ot eases to calf 
chest Committees between the sessions of the Council It might, however, be possible 
to hasten the .ettlement of petitions during the period between the sessions of the Council 
by subjecting them to a preliminary e> ami nation which would be entrusted to represen 
tativw of the puneipal delegates 



It eems to me i tees ary, moreover, o consider wh*tScr Jit work of the Committo* 
might not be rendered more effecti e if tic Committees were not only to get ntn touch 
with the Got ernments of th* countne' of the m nonfat m que tion but were al o abl- 
to d$k the authorised represent ibvcs of the minorities them elves, or othei competent 
expert 1 *, to furni'h th*m with complementary lnlortrwtion in cast' where the Committees 
might thmV it useful to ao so 

It has on previous occasions been urged in obiection to such proposals, v Inch cont*m 
plate patticipai ion of the minority in this ptocedum that 'u*b participation, beyood 
what is contemplated in th treaties and d*darations in force, \ ould .et on foot a contro 
vcroial procedure as between the minority and its Government Whatever value may be 
attributed o that objection, if cannot be applied to a simple request for information which 
would be made on the initiative of the Committees 

Th* representative of Canada desires that the Committees should or enlarged and 
modified so that a'l the Member of the Council might be repre ented on them 1 flunk 
it is essential to follow up tbi idea 3 n anv ca e, the possibility should be considered of 
Strengthening the Committee' of Three, perhaps according to the decree and importance 
ittached to caeh particular *a'c luthi re'p tins m my opinion, 11^ arv to consider 
again th* decision taken by the Council in 1925, in accordance with winch the participation 
of the Members of the Council in the Committees is subordinated to certain definite condi 
tions I am \ ell aware that I am touching on what certain people may con ider a delicate 
point I think, hov ever, that 1 am s rang the cause which vc all ha.e at heart by 
es pres mg m\ views frankly Th reason nnderhing the dco'ion of the Council arc 
apparently based on the id*a that certain Members of the CmiotI, o.ving to their rchtion

I have had some t cpcneice ot the v ork 
of the Committees of Three to which reference has re otten been made It is important 
to remember thit the Comm rtcc of Three is a Committee which vanes constant! < in it. 
in mbership It is not compo ed of th ic Members of the Council, or of three States 
whi"h have bet r cho en for all time to ev/nme there oeti tion*, but it is composed of the 
President and tvo m"mber whom h" as onates with himself for th" examination nf a 
particular petition or pe ibons pre ented on the occasion of any one of our sc stons 
1 wau'd ask you, ir the fir t place, to con ider the position of the Council itself, and

from t me to time among our ranks, v onld undertake 'he dt'tv of examining each oetition, 
and if thoSL menbers thought (Jut it wa-. necessary to bring a nu ter before the Council, 
thev would joint'v call the atten ion of the Council tc it By this mean the dangers, th* 
difficulties and the wdindiousne s of the individual intervention of a particular State 
would b* avoided

wh'rh he owe* to that bodv, to declare hi malt to be dissatisned \ ith those private nega 
nations and to bring ta* ma'ter b*fore the Council itself 

I think that the very fact that no m*mhcr of the Council has thought it nee ssarv 
to bring to the nob e of the Council a petition wh ch hus not been b' ught before it by 
the Committee of Th ce is the justification before th* Council and bifore th< world ot 
the care, the attention and the erupulous fairness and sens* ot justice with wh eh the Cum 
mittee of Three, however constitute d ha discharged th* responsible duti* pi red upon 
it I must say in th's connection that those Commitb es have been ngularlv aided bv

country as a whole The process at which ve should aim i« not the di turbance of the

In order that this problem may always be presented and odved on thu,e lines, it is

Whrn I look v Europe, n b eh has bpen profound^ w'furbed hv the v-ar, I fed that 
in certain countries mmonbe ha e not only ended bv 'ctrtmg down comfort ib'y, but that 
they are even participating in th public life of those countries a a result of eontinual 
contact and closer relations between th* different ethnical elemcn*® Th® e mmontie® 
are forming the habit of pleading their owa eausc directly in appropriate terms with 
the Governm"nU on v hi h they depend, and tk y regard it as a great achievement wkn 
a d spute is settled w theut any intermediary I consider that the Council of the League 
should also coiuder it a sip of success when they do not hear an /thing nf the difficulties 
l/hioh nuv arise between a Stat» and it unnoritic , tor in suoh cases thece aifficulties 
are being settled as they arise An rgreemi nt has some /here been achieved ®nd this 
procedure is in harmony with the rhvthm and pregre s rf the Lc pc of Nation 

I Will nov venture to refer to another question I hive constantly heard complaints 
made against the unfortunate Committee® o' Three The compo®ition ot tho®e Committees 
is mver the aine so that thev urn acept cnttci'in without being overburdened bv it 
®inve their duties arc transitoiv I have mjSclf been a member of tlic'e Committee', like 
every oth"r Member of the Counnl I therefore accept mv 'hire of the criticisms wh ch 
have bi en made It is said that the Committees et Three ha.e been deaf to all complatnls 
from th** minoreties, that thev have not considered their grievance® but have consigned 
their claims to the wastepiper basket and ha /e never done any work. Is that the repu 
tition v hich the Comni’ttees of Three ought to enjov m the eyes of the public? Since 
we a e speaking of ju tree, sueh a reputation doe® not do justice to the Committee® If 
that reputation had been de'enred during the last ten vears, tkre would have been a 
replar revolt of public opinion in the countries corny ro<“d against the Committees The

Slovene delegations fnr the ciganisalion of a sy fem of mutual -ssistance and 
anctions m the evene of a State infringing tbe provisions of Uie Protocol Tin® 
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proposal was nob put to the vote and its authors reserved thur right to 'ubmit 
it *o the Conference 

In the tours'* of the discus'ion <he Bnbsh, Canadian, Ge man, Roumanian, 
Serb Croat Slovene and Turl ish representatives stated that thur Go ernments had 
just ratif <*d or had decided to ratify the 1025 Protocol I ord Cushendun added 
that he was authorised to malt a similar statement on behalf of the Governments 
of the South African Union, Australia, the Irish Free State and New Zealand 

This Protocol Iws already bttn ratified by Austria Belgium, Egvpt, France,

This proposal was finally rejected by the nujoritv, fi c delegations voting 
for it The delegations forming the majority subsequently stab d that the rejection 
cf the German proposal in no way implied the sanctioning of air attacl s upon the 
civilian population 

The adversaries ot the German proposal pointed out iiihr al 1 that the aim 
the Commission should pursue was not the prohibition of any particular form of 
warfare, but the prohibition of war itself, 1* regarJs the Convention an mdeavour 
should be made to maintain it within the sphere of the limitation and reduction of 
armaments without attempting to codify the laws of war, which did not iome 
within the competence of the Commission 

It v'as also obver cd that the principle of (.paring civilians the horrors of war 
haa for long formed part of international law , that, if bomoing aireraft . ere an 
instrument of attacl they might also be in instrument of defence, and that, as 
regards measures against armed fortes, there was no gnat diffc encc between 
bombardment by cannon and bombardment from the air

On April 2-nd the American delegate, Mr Gibson, made a takmenl to the 
Commission explaining h s Government’s vmv- with regird to disiriiumnt and

"Our fir • duty , he said, “1* for rich of us to examine all pluses of the 
problem behre u with 1 vin to discovering what mcwuri' of concession ran 
he offered l>\ each detegatirn Agreement upon a single text ean be achieved 
mil a b/a m iximum of such ronces ion. 

" I feet that we an al le to deal to best advantage \ itll the pictfic questions 
cn our agenda rnl, it we l<cac Jcarh in mind the recent important change'' in 
v odd conditions 

'Sinn otirli 1 moling, the muon. of tin v ..rid have bound ilitnutlves 
be sohmn inebriating to im unce 1 .r 1 an >n t uimnt of national policy 
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We belir\e (and we hope tut our belief i~ shared by the other nation'), that 
this agreement affitming humamtv's will to preuc wil* advance the cause of 
disarmament by removing doubts and fears which in the past h«vi const tuted 
our principal obsta'dc It ha re'entlv ban my p-ynegt to di cu^s the gencrJ 
problem of di armament at con tderablc length with President Hoover, who has 
alwa's been an ardent aa'oeate of peace and good understanding I am in 
a position to realise, perhaps as well as anyon*, hew earnestly he feels that the 
Pact for the Renunciatan of War opens ito us an unprecedented opportunitv lor 
advancing the ianse of disarmament, an opportunity which admits of no post 
ponement’ 

“ If we „re honest, if our solemn promise in the Pact means anything, tncre 
is no justification for th' to itinuation ol war tav d pe^re Great a maments 
are the relic of another age, but they will remain a necessary relic until the pre 
sent deadlock i brock, n and that can be accompLhcd only by the aecision 
of the Powers possessing the greatest armaments to initiate measu es of reduc 
lion" 

" Fundamentally, our purpose should be to release large numbers of men 
from military si*ivi< c to prvducb >c efL t, and second, to reduce the heavy burden 
of ta v ation So long as th' nitrons ire burden'd with increasing Nation for 
the maintcnanc ot armaments itu idl* tu pretend tijat the world is rally advanc 
mg to? ard the goal ol di armament In rccenc vears the vord “Jinutacion " 
ha come to be used crnulj n describing agreemmis at existing levels or still 
higher levels, and t» generally 'ooked upon as having nothing to do with actoal 
reduction It is useless to attempt to correct this impression hv explaining 
that limitation may be at any level, 'ower or higher than those existing As a 
practical matter, it would seem to be best to accept the general public under 
standing of these terms Let us therefore take the bold course and begin by 
scrapping the term ‘'limitation ’in order to concentrate upon a general reduction 
of arma men's '

rU*grnes Under this method, a total tonnage was assign'd to each nation and 
this total divided -moag categories of ship* by specified tonnages If I am not 
rai'taken, certain modifications were suggested in informal discussion', so as 
to provide that the tonnage allocated to any given category might be increased 
b> a certain perentage to oe agreed upon, such m rea>e to be transferred from 
anv other category or categone' not alreadv fixed by existing t eaty 

In the hope of lanhtatmg general agreement 3= to naval -armaments, my 
Go eminent is di 'posed to accept the French propo”! as a ba, s of discussion 

Mv Government is dispo ed to give full and fncndlv consideration to any 
supplemental method of Imitation which ma, be calculated to male our 
proposals, the French these., or ary oth'r acceptable to other Powers, and if 
•men a course appears desirable, my Gove rment will be prewired to give const 
deration to a method of estimating equivalent naval values which takes account 
of other factors than displacement tonnage alone In order to arrive ac a basis 
of ccmpir son u th, case cf categories in vhich there are tnarheo variations as 
to unit ciwactetfeti s, it might be desirable m -a ivingat aforenulafor estimating 
equivalent tonnag to consider c*rtain factors wmefi produ'e these variation ,

M Missigh (France) "aid that, if the question oi land armaments were discus td 
in the spirit of conciliation ana realisation shown bv Mr Gibson, it seemed that 
the Commi'sion could not fail to mal rapid progress He said 

It v e remember indeed that all the questions of principle now under dis 
cussion vere dscu«sed -n all their aspect, for nearly tvo months a ccuplt of 
years ago, that all the arguments on the subject were do eloped at length, and 
that ill the deLgations are now lull, acqu mted with one another s point of 
view, if we remember that we have come here Dr „ second reading of the proposal 
and not to revert tc question' cf principle but to fram texts, if we coniine 
ourselves to submitting to the Commiiion definite amendments in regard to 
pecific pm ts ve should have no difficulty in rapidlv dealing the ground 

Mr Gibson has informed u that his Government is prepared to seel 1 a 
solution on the basis of the proposals which France submitted tn the Preparatory 
Commission bv way of a compromise in April, 102/ 

I need not assure vou that the French delegation is prepared to as ist in 
this task 1 may add vhat, ‘rue to the 'pint of accommodetion and conciliation 
of which it gave proof at the discussions ou the first reading, and enlightened 
by tho uhsequent discus-uons as to the difficulties and requirements of otner 
navies, my delegation would not dream of urging -nv solution which failed to 
take thoa- 1 difficulty's into account or faded to satisfv there requirements 

The honourable del'gatc lor the United States spoke just now of the Briaud 
Kellogg Pace, and the responsibilities which it lays oown The F ench Go-crn 
ment and the Frenrh Minister for Foreign Affa-rs took too big a part in the 
framing of that pact for th-re to be anv doubt that their cooiration can be 
counted on in advande in ana pehey de ign-d to translate into deeds the funda 
m-ntal declarations in regard to principle which it contains and to con true the

M Litvmoff said that he had been glad to identify in Mr Gibson's statement

Count Bemstorff (Germany) said that hi» counti ; could not consider a 
disarmament convention winch did not prot a* lor an apprec able reduction of 
armaments He continued 

Indeed, how could any appreciable reduction of naval armaments be made 
at all if no change ■'hate mr were made in the sphere of land armaments? In 
this matter, that is to say, the question of an appreciable reduction of armaments, 
Germanv, who is herself completely disarmed, has no con re" ions to make The 
important point for us is to know "•hether the other States who arc interested m 
land armaments are prepared, in execution of the Treaties and of the Covenant, 
to contemplate an appreciable reduction of armaments for them elves also 
Accordingly, Germanv can be aslcd only for concession' as regards the method 
by whnh an appreciable reduction of the armaments of States vluch arc not 
disarmed may be brought about 

In the observations which I made on the cic of this session, I referred to 
such a concession in regard to the problem of trained reverie', whrh posse's a 
particular int-rest for U' It seem to me that that is entir ly in conformity 
with the 'pint of CMnlotuw which has been referred to J evplaintd in Iho c 
observations that the German Government is prepared to tch for a path which 
mav lead to an agreement in this field 

In my opinion it is quite possible to a-rivc at a method 0 hich, for purpo'cs 
of comparing military effectives, would enable a 'mailer value to be attached to 
trained reserves, particularly the older cla«c of reserves, th’n to the effee

We most remember that the pioblem before us is not a teumical or an arith 
metical problem but a political problem If w» are to arr ve at practical results, 
it is no use tiling a st-nd on logical argumerts, however irrefutable, bccau'e 
it will be a long time before they can prevail The Netherlands delegation is 
anxious that the work of onr Commission should at list lead to definite results 
In order to obtain these results it i* absolutely c=,,ential to renounce a certain 
number of proposals made at the first reading 

While maintaining the views previously put forward by the Netherlands dele 
gation, we have decided to mule manv concessions in order to achieve results 
as quickly as possible This applied in the first place to the question of the linu 
tation and the gradual reduction of trained reserves In Sub Commission A., 
as mil a in the plenary Commission, cur delegation and other- have stronglv 
advocated this limitation We have not chinged our opinion ind we shall seize 
tverv opportunity of effecting this limitation We are willing to examine any 
propC'al for even a partial limitation, but we realise that nothing can be gamed 
reopening a discussion which has run its course 

We would lavs tr «s on the extent of our concession, which implies in effect 
that the limitation and reduction of armaments will not affect large armie 

M Wcstman (Sweden) «aid that, like Mr Gibson, the Swedish delegation had 
not changed its opinion on sub'tantial points but v ould also be prepared to make 
a concession 

A limitation of land armaments which only extends tn troops serving with 
the colours will pres* very hardlv on countries wluch onlv maintain professional 
armies of have onlv very small famed reserves, and also un countries wtuch 
have a conscription system with a very <hort period of military service and which 
thus could not male anv further reduction without reducing the annual contm 
gent itself 

Suche a principle of disarmament might very easily mean that countries 
having a long period of mi'itar/ service will maintain the whoic of their available 
forees intact at the outbreak of war, whereas the forces of the oth'r countries 
would be ven appreciably reduced 

Such a result is, in our view, far from satisfactory 
If at tho prerent stage of our wvl the Swedish delegation i to withdraw 
its opposition to a deci ion, reached by the Commission bv a large majority, 
to prepare a text on the basi of the limitauon'of effective* with the colours, 
with no limitation of trained reserves, it is became we hope that appreciable 
remits will be attained in other fields of d’nonanent 

M Litunoff expressed his delegation’s disappointment at the concession made 
bv the American delegation 

"It is quite obvious’ , he saia, "that unit s the draft eon . ention provides for 
the reduction of trained reserves ind war material, the whole worl of the Disar 
raament Confe ence will only lead to a certain quite insignificant reduction of 
effectives in service, that is to some diminution of war budgets in respect to the 
maint nance of effectives This redurtion of budgets will be of an extremely 
limited natur inasmuch as provision for the equipment of armies and for mill 
tarv stock will not be tak n off them and nil not be rcduci d ’’ 

I have n«t been sent here for the furtherance of the specific interests of 
my own country, not lor agie»ment with other countries,— based on their taking 
into consideration the special intcre ts of ray country,— in e change for con 
crssions to their interests I am authorised to declare that am' agreement on 
the reduction of all sorts of arm , of all armed forces, both effectives in service 
and train'd reserves, will be acceptable for the Union of Republics which I 
represent, if th samp reduction applies equally to other countries 

The Soviet del gation will tbet fore nwti»ue to d'fcri and uppirt a'l 
proposals extending the scope of disarmament The Soviet delegation considers 
the reduction of reserves a- in essential and integral part of the real reduction 
of armaments To renounce the principle of the reduction of tram d reserves 
will m an the renunciation of disarmam nt in general, and the rum of any hopes 
for anv satisfactory solution, whatsoever of the problem of di a mament bv the 
Prepmtorv Commission and the anting conference 
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M Sol ul {Poland) observed that it was not entirely an onto to say that coun 
tnu which weie opposed to a limitation of trained re erves had not hitherto made 
any concessions 

"I would draw soot attention", lie 'aid, "to tnc f.a.t that the prcliminar i draft 
convention before us has been s ubitctcd to a first riding and that this first 
reading affords a striking proo f of tic conciliatory 'pint shown bv ill States, 
including tho which an, nor opposing toe limitation of trained rescues *1 lie 
draft Lnnvi ntton now under di eussion would not e ist if no concession had 
been mad bv those State* " 

As regard* the limitation oi framed reserves, l am personally of the opinion 
that the a-guments submitted by certain delegations in favour of this limitation, 
while til*/ are do erving of respect, ’re not all catirelv logical

I want to nsist tliat we have not banged our opinion, but I think it is not 
sufficient! / realised p rhap , that to include trained reserve re a srtem which 
cannot be combined with a sy tem of conscription I have thought, a great 
deal over the matter and I see very great difficulties in grafting on to a system 
of con enptien any effective limitation o f trained reserves as i matter of adminis 
train i* difficulty I am quite aware that this morning Count Bernstorff did 
intim itc, or ugge t, a «ch»m of diffrccnt values for different classes of reserves, 
and he intrant* I the opinion thit upon those lines it might be pos lblc 

Well vithoul having had an opportumtv of carefully considering what 
he said and the in croncc to tr orasn from it, I think re would b very complicated 
and probable quite un atisfacterv to make any estimate of that sort, and there 
fore it aecm to me that con enpton and limitation of 'rained re era* are closely 
bound up with each other I need not saV that Great Britain is opposed to

Jcraeti r on "tin failure to muude provisions for the limitation of material both 
in th» 1 lands o f forces serving w 'h the colours •md reserve miternl ot land and 
air forees" 

The Japanese and Italian delegations made a genera! rise nation touching 
the German poiposal At the si th session the Soviet eh legation submitted a pro 
posal based to some .ytent on the gmcral Imes of the German proposal 

Th< discussion on the limitation of land and air ma'erial in reserve lasted for 
L\ 0 days and in< rnded more than twcnlv a. statements bv s xtecn delegate* 
The diseuosion begao with a statement of tne American representative, Mr Gibbon, 
who, after recalling that in 1027 th<- American delegation had endeavoured to per 
made other delegations that mater a' m reserve should be limited, announced that 
m th s matter »s in diac of trained eserves which had been dbcusred carhei, the 
American delegation while maintaining its conations, stood read; to defer to 
the conviction ot the majority cf tho*e Powers who=e Jernn c was primal, h military 

During the debate two arguments were put forvard, one, mainly supported 
b/ the German delegation provided for the direct limitation 01 material by the 
establishment of maximum nunn-rical limits for each ra,egorv of material The 
other proposal, \ hose principal suppoi te wa* th. French delegation, provided for 
the indirect limitation of material by limitation of expenditure on upkeep, purchase 
and manufacture of war material The Italian and Japanese delegations adhered 
to the Utter system during the discussion 

The partisans of direct limitation pointed out that this method alone enabled 
bfates to know the armaments m respe- 1 of material posted by othe, States and 
to icstncl the po sib’lity of aggression, i" prevented the compensation material 
factors 01 a reduction of effectives, and it was pc'fectly feasible because it had been 
applied in execution of the provisions of tne leare Treaties concerning disarma 
ment 

Tne opponents declared that the direct method would restrict the freednra of 
internal organisation n regard to the armies of individual countries, that it va 
difficult to compare land armaments, that this method would be illusory m view 
of th<- difficulty 01 defining and limiting the manufacture of spare parts, that it 
would operate unfairly against smaller countries which were obliged to buy war 
material from other countries, and might even compel them to set up national 
war industues that this method was calculated to amuse suspicion and distrust 
and, hnallv, that it was difficult to consuv how n could be applied without inter 
national supervision, vhich most countries did not seem able to accept for the 
moment 

The supporters of the indirect, niet hod of limitation through budgets observed 
thar this system was a tremclv elastic, that it made it possible to tak account 
of general eionomic conditions o» any special conditions in each country, that it 
was_easy to understand, that the progress of such limitation could be tollowed with 
the help of public documents and that there would be no difficulties as regards 
control file adversaries of thi* system thought that this method did cot cover 
the material in existence at the date of the coming into force of the Convention, 
tnat the information it gave was '•on fined to the commercial value of stock-, without 
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have been 'timmated wh ch cannot hovue-, be om'tcd front the Convention 
if the latter is to Jiave an> r a! effect 

The ( omna*>ion has therefore Ht y i 0 hl of its tasl , at any fate as far as the 
disarmament o f land forces is concerned

V — Iii f ellectual Cooperation 

Meeting of tbe Directors of National University Offices 

The fourth annual meeting ot the Directors of national university offices was 
held on April Ii'h and 12th at the Institute of Int lie tual Cooperation in Pans 
The offices represented numbered thirteen, namely Belgium, Denmark, France, 
Great Britain, Greece Hungary, Italy, the Netherlands, Poland, Roumania, Spam, 
Switzerland, United States Professor 0 de Halecki (Poland) was in the Chair 

The discussion bore upon the mciea^ni, number cf university students and 
the resulting cri«is in the learned professions, conditions ot matriculation in foreign 
umver lties and the recognition of foreign degrees laws 1 oncoming fore gn pro 
fessom and the publication and exchange of lists ot the=cs submitted or in prepa 
ration 

All the delegates were agreed as to th" fundamental importance of the teaching 
of modern languages as a factor in the development of international intellectual 
relations, and aslod tnc Institute to consider the possibility' o' summoning an 
international congies* on the subject 


VI — Political Questions 

Annual Report of the Straits Co h mission {') 

The report cf the Straits Commission for 1028 ha» b»en received by the Secre 
tary General 

The report is m three parts the first dealing with the work of the CommiSa on 
in 1928, the second giving information on present conditions as r gards tin, passage 
of vessels and airciaft through the Straits, and the thud cnntammg the annexes 
In the first part of its report, the Comnu'sion desi nks, tciording to official 
information, the composition on January 1st, iQt-G, of the most powerful navy 
in the Blank Sea, that of the Union uf Socialist Soviet Rcpubli s, it names the 
v ar vessels \ Inch passed through Jie Straits in 102°, noting that their passage 
did not g vt, rise to an" incidents and recommend that officers commanding war 
vessels or naval force' ertenng th° Si'aits should facihtate its task by announcing , 
their arrival m advance and informing it of their movemerts during the whole 
period of thtir passage through or star in the Starts 

The Commission is cdrcfully e' ammmg questions rawed b\ the Turl ish Govern 
ment’s refusal to allow foreign aeroplanes to flv o.er the Chatalja and Isimdt 
/.ones, and to allow foreign wu- vessels to eifer the latter zone It once more 
queries wh<th"r the c istenre of such zones is in confornutv with the principle of 
free passage dnd navigation by s^a and by air laid down in the Straits Convention

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The Turl fell Government pointed oat that it considered the restriction, applied 
to the Israidt zone as adramstrative measures vhich in no vav affected the right 
of passage and navigation through the Straits ana, consequently, did not dirccth 
concern the Commission fhe Turkish representative on the Corambswn 6' pressed 
the view that the Gulf of Isnudt was outside the normal and regular line of passage, 
his Gov eme it anstde ed it its urdispatablc right to iale such measures as it 
deemed desirable m those of i*s terntonal waters which were not subject to special 
restrictions Although the Commission i divided m its opinion regarding the 
interpretation of the principle of free passage, it nev acheless unanimously considers 
that any measure of a nature to modify conditions of passage by sea or by atr 
should be most carefully examined and that it i» its dut\ to procure information 
in regard to such measures and to forward it to the League m annual or special 
reports 

The Commission t-gain drav/s the League s attention to the samtaiy inspections 
and taxes imposed bv the Turhsn Government “It is constantly the case 1 , it says, 
"that merchant ships are held up on entering the Straits and have to undergo a 
sanitary inspection which entails payment of corresponding dues” In the Com 
mission’s view, it is cl<w from tn<* Straits Convention that no warship pas mg 
through the Straits without «topp ng should be subject to sanitary inspection by 
the TurKisn autnoritics, no merenant ■■nip having a doctor on board, passing tnrough 
th** Straits without calling at a port, should be ob’iged to comply with such forma 
lities, and no merchant ship without a doctor on board, passing through the Straits 
without calling at a nort should V obliged to comolv with international sanitary 
regulations before entering the Strait unless there >s grave risk of infection The 
sanitary provisions cf the Straus Convention are, moreover, confirmed and defined 
in the International Health Convention of 192b The Commission has endeavoured 
to ascertain the views 0 l the Turkish Government on the subiect, but has nor so 
tar received any reply 

The Turkish delegate to the Commission stated as lus personal opinion that 
the nrovbions of the Straits Convention regarding Cceraption from anv tfu. or 
charge whatever did not apply to samtaiy dues, but onlv to the tolls levied before 
the war, the decisiors of the 1026 Health Conference merely concerned the methods 
of inspection 

The other members o f the Commission unanimously rejected this mtrepre 
talion and once again recommended that the provisions of the Straits Convention, 
as confirmed bv the International Health Conference at Paris and the statement 
of the Turl/sh delegate at that Conference, should be put into force as soon as 
possiole Tnc Commission considers tnat since the coming into force of the Straits 
Convention and, in any case, since May jist, 1928, no sanitary inspection of mer 
chant hipi passing through the Straits without calling at a port should have 
talen place other in the Dardanellc or in the Bo pheru', except in tRe case of 
ships without a doctor on board and coming from an infected port 

Merchant ships bound lor the South passing through the Bosphorus pay special 
dues fox the T’jntcMflCe of the live saving service of th> Turlish Government 
»n the Black Sea, "long the Anatolian and Thracian coasts This service includes 
the maintenance uf light ships at the northern end of the Straits The dues art 
S piastres per ton fnetto) or about three times the pre war rate, and the Commission 
considers this too high It accordingly expruses tne nope tnat tne reorgan sotion 
of this service, begun last year, v ill be continued so as to bring it into line with 
modem requirements, and tha f the ts- levied on meichant ships mav be reduced 
m the near future 

The Commission mentioned various improvements, in particular as regard*, 
the direct collection of sanitary dues at Buyuk Cere from vessels in transit for 
the South, arrangements for a single \t=it of inspection (instead of two as formerly 
V all ves els coming from the North and for the larger vessus coming Imr tV 
South, facihtie for chip to pul into port at Constantinople without being con 



sidered as breaking a transit Tourney, the organisation of regular wireless com 
mumcations with ships on the high seas, the creation of a w eather signalling service, 
etc The Commission considers that tne general working of these services showed 
marked progress during the past year 

The second part of the report deals with regulations governing passage and 
stay of vessels and aircraft in the Straits as revised by the Commission on January 
1st, Ip20 

The third part contains documentary information concerning the Constanti 
nople harbour regulations, tbe admission of foreign war'hips to Turkey, the regu 
lation of air traffic in Turkey, martime traffic in the Straits m 1928, pilotage and 
towage in and near tbe Straits etc 

In accordance with the Councils resolution of June 5U1, 1928, the report 
has been forwarded to the signatories of the Convention, the States Members of 
the League and to various League technical Oigan satum* 


VII — Social and Humanitarian Questions 

t — Protection and V/eifahe of Childben and Young Peoplf 

The Advisory Commission for th" Protection and Welfare of Children and 
Young People held it> yearly session at Geneva in April, with Marquis Paulurci 
di Calbnh (Italv) m the Chair 

This Commission, it will be remembered, consists of the Child Welfare and the 
Traffic m Women and Children Committees, or which the first 'at from April 12th 
to ioth and th^second from April 10th to 26th 


a) Child Welfare 

The principal subjects dealt vtth at this session were two preliminary draft 
conventions an enquiry into the position of illegitimate children, and proposals 
concerning the composition of the. Committee 

1 Pnlmtuarv Draft dgreeira' tegardui 6 the Rcpatnalwn or Return to ihnr 
Hotres of Children and ioimg PooPk — On this subject the Committee noted thr 
preliminary draft agreement prepared by its Legal Sub Committee at it' meetings 
m Pans in July and December, 1928 The text of the draft wa= adopted with some 
amendments It will be submitted to the Council for transmiss nn to Govern 
ments, which Will be invited to send in their observations by December jlst, 1920 

2 Prelwuran draft Convet tan on issistarte to M.nors of Foreign National 'j 
— A preliminary draft contention prepared on tin' subj ct by the Legal Sub 
Committee vas also noted by the Committee, which considered that a solution 
of this question was both desirable and feasible Th° draft is bared on sevtral 
conventions already in force and embodies the following principles 

1) As regards assistance a minor of foreign national tv posresres the same 
rights as nationals 

2) The interests of the mrno' should always be the determining factor m the 
choice of the measures of assistance to be adopted 

3) Repatriation should not, generally speaking, be considered as the best 
method of a«istance 

The preliminary dratt does not adect the right of persons invested with paternal 
power or the right of custody, these rights and their curcise continuing to be 
governed by the general regulations on the subject 



The Committee adopted the text of this draft, which will be submitted to the 
Council 

3 IllcgU mate Ch Urea — The Committee noted a summary prepared by the 
Secretariat of matured received from Governments n aph to a questionnaire 
It ilso tools note of a statement m which Mile Burniaux, d< 'egate of tin International 
Fcdeiation of Trade Union* at / msterdam, desenbed tlie oosition of the illegitimate 
child ill the light of the information gamed from tlie Secretariat's enquiry, concluding 
that it was necessary to improve the legal status oi tli lllemtmiate child 

After carefully oamimng the question Hi* Committee expressed the opinion 
that in would be necessary to provide more effective protection of ^legitimate 
children It accordingly decided to keep the question on its agenda, urging that 
from now on, in all question' of protection and ass-stance, tlie illegitimate child 
should be as wdl treated as the legitimate child, due re^poct being paid to the 
rights of the fam Iv 

4 Pnlmrary Enquiry conanmg Cn 'arm in Moral and bocal Dangei - 
The Assistant Delegate of the French Government, Mile Cliaptal, whom the 
Council had asked to undertake a preliminary enquiry on the subject, described 
the steps she had already taken vith a view to the accomplishment of this task 
T.ie enquiry will be pursued ind several countne- will be visited 

5 Blind CW&m — The Committee invited Madame Estnd Hem (Denmarl) 
to pursue her onquiry into the question of blind children, in cooperation with the 
other League Organisations dealing with the qu^tion Madame Hun will submit 
a report at the nest session of the Committee 

6 Cm matogi aph — The Committee noted the r.port from its representative 
on the Governing Body of the International Educational Cinematographic In Ututc 
in Rome, Don Pedro Sangro v Ro3 de Ohno It al«o heard M dc Feo, Director 
of the Institute, on the programme of work he proposed to adopt The Committee 
decided to direct the attention of th" Institute to the promotion and encoumgcment 
of the production, exchange and showing of rerreational films especially intended 
to amuse children, *hite contributing to their intellectual and moral development 

7 Juvenile Couth — The Committ>'c, assisted by the Secretary General of 
the International Prison Commis'ion, adopted a questionnaire concerning the 
auxiliary services of juvenile courts, which v ill be sent to all States 

It decided to keep tins question on its agenda. A.t a later session the Com 
mittce propose* to proceed, in agreement with the Intern ltional Prison Commission, 
to an enquiry regarding in titutions ensuring the c ecution of ih av ard' of juvuul® 
courts 


8 Report — The Committee took note of the progress report of th-> League 
Secretariat, ana also of reports submitted b\ Mr Johnston, Ini'on offi' er with the 
International Labour Office, and bv M Vclghc, liaison officer with the League 
Health Organisation, on the work of these organisations as regards ch Id welfare 

9 Composition oj the Comtril'ee - The Council had asl ed the Committee to 
dra* up regulations concerning the cooperation of a'sessors The Commitree 
decided to submit the following proposals 

(a) The Committee a uggesb» that the Council should consult it before 
taling any steps to add to the number of ass s'ors 

(A) Th» number of asaeusors should bo hpt r,ithtn (v.oW’able limit', 
having regard to the scope and nature of th<* Committee’s worf Except in 



special rases, the.} should be selected as reprinting international organisations 
recogni'ed a acting on behalf of large groups o f children and young persons 
(f) Assessors should m future be appointed for a period of five years 

The Committee decided to reconsider ita iu'es of procedure, including the 
appointment and re election of assessors * 

On the any* occasion the Committee took note of a letter from (die Ghairraan 
of the International Criminal Police Commission, asking that a representative of 
that body 'hould be admitted to tal t part in its work The Committee decided 
to reply that it would welcome the cooperation of a member of the Criminal Police 
Commission wheniver it considered that the question to be examined were of special 
interest in this respect 


b) Traffic in Women and Cmlareu 

Interesting statements were noted during the examination of the annual 
reports of Governments and of the question of the abolition of the system of licenced 
houses The Committee defined its vows vith regard to the pursuance otthc 
expert enquiry nt u the extent of the traffic It decided to forward a recommon 
datien to Governments with regard to penalties for persons living on the immoral 
earnings of women and began an enquiry on thi* question and on the elimination 
uf the agehmit m convention on the traffic 

I Reports — The Committee not'd the progress report of the Secretariat 
and a amnnrv o' tre annual reports of Govcnun'nts for 19:7 During the 
lamination of there reports, the ’•rcneh delegate mad a minist-r ai cir ular uf July 
7th, 1058, requiring poire and gendarmerie to e«.rcist special vigilant in regard 
to the protection of women (m particular those 1> aving for abread} and tbo discovery 
of traffickers The Committee decid'd to attach thi« circular to its minutes 
The British del'gate drew attention to numerous statements a annual reports 
to the effect that young women artist's had b'come victims of the traffic In 
hit opinion, this fact was deserving of ap'cial attention, in view of the enquiry 
v Inch was being named out by the Committee into the material and moral pro 
Section of young v omen artiste* touring abroad 

The Polish delegate and several as'e^ors expressed the opinion that the worl 
of women pjh" had been most satisfactory in the campaign against the traffic 
m various country s 

On the piofuixd ol the Bclgun di-hgab,, the Cranutta decided to -redraft 
tho part of tin questionnaire used tor preparing annual reports 'oncoming infer 
matitm on traffic in children bv pawning or bartering 

This question will henceforth read as follows "In addition to any information 
given in v Cply to prevuiu* questions, please state whether any other measures have 
been taken to prevent children fiom exploitation for immoral purposes, espccial'v by 
the svstem of pawning or bartering children, or by abuses m connection with adop 
tioh ' 

The ’Commute' cammed reports from philanthropic organisations, a state 
nrentof the representative of the International Bureau for the Suppression of Traffic 
in Women and Children laid specail stress on the great activity di'played by that 
areouation in India, E°vpt and the Argentine 

The representative ot the Thdtroi o» rlernalumnK Ac* bums h la jcuih fil'e 
gaVt d< tails of propaganda w'rk iurried on 'by means of lecti res which had I'd 
universities to take an interest in the subject, the representative of th' jissouahor 
call oh, jus arterntUuirate ae Ic vroUAtim de la jt ire pile informed the Committee 
of the results of her murnev fo Poland, Crechoslovakia and Belgium, the represen 
tative of the Jewish Association for th Protection of G rls and Women gave an 
interesting amount of the worL of that organisation id South America, and the 



representative ot the International Womens' Organisations informed the Committee 
that, thanfs of the efforts of the competent authorities and of the Trench National 
Council of Women, the clandestine embarcation of women for Egypt had ceased 
In the course of the discussion several membeis and assessors expressed the view 
tliat it would be advisable to publish a summary o f the experts’ enquire in the 
form of a popular leaflet and discu'sod the value of propaganda against the traffic 
bv means of films 

The Committee ashed the representative of the International Labour Office 
to submit an annual report on the work ot that organisation on matters concerning 
the woth in hand 

2 Tit E* peris' Eiqu v — The Committee noted suppl mentary information 
trom several Governments with legard to the experts’ enquiry It renewed its 
ru ommendation of last year that the enquiry should be continual, provided the 
n*ccssarv funds could be obtained As regards the field of the enquiry, the Com 
mittee was unammou ly ot the opinion that it should be extended to countries 
wmch had not hitherto been vi ited and, more particularly, to the East (Near 
Middle and Far) Drawing attention to the tact that the social customs of certain 
Eastern countries differed from those of Europe or America the Committee empha 
s sed the necessity of bearing these difference* carefully in mind m determining the 
nature, scope and methods of the enquiries It therciore recommended that, 
when the time came for continuing the v orh in a new field, the composition of the 
Special Body of Experts should be examined by the Council in tbe light of the 
altered circumstances, so a« to ensure that it included persons with wide knowledge 
and experience of Eastern conditions 

3 AlohUon of the System of Licensed Houses - This problem gave rise to an 
exchange of view® >n Nie course o f wWh tbe French delegate stated, on behalf 
of his Government, that the French authorities were elo.elv following the evolution of 
public opinion in regard to the abolition of licensed houses, and that they were studying 
the question with all the more freedom because no French law regulated prostitution 
In thb connection he pointed out that regulation was, in France, merely a mum 
cipal polio: measure, enforced oy tne town authorities unaer the law of April tJi, 
1884, which empowered them to take the necessar” steps to guarantee order, 
security and public health and, when 'uch action appeared advisable, to issue 
decrees to combat the evil effects of prostitution The municipalities could, there 
lore, abolish regulations without altering tn> law or referring to the central autho 
rities Several important towns (Strasbourg, Colmar, etc ) v ere at present making 
Cvperimenta m abolition The French delegate added that "in these circumstances 
the way to secure the triumph of abolitionist views is to v or! upon public opinion 
The municipalities will not fail to take public opinion into account m such a matter 
as this 1 In this connection, he emphasised that it would be essential to have 
complete information regarding the measures adopted in abolitionist countries to 
preserve order and public health The Committee had undertaken last year to 
collect such material 

The French delegate further recalled that in France a Commission for the 
it on of venuoal diseases (Cutw^suh it, p"p } ^at u des naiad *s vl<Jne>w re) 
had been created, which had prepared an abolitionist bill that was it present tabled 
in the Senate 

The Belgian delegate said that in his country the question of nruisfd houses 
was also left to the communal authorities and that, consequently, they could 
only be abolished by winning over the more important towns to tms course This 
was already the case in Antwerp 

The Japanese delegate drew attention to the progress made 111 his country as 
» result of the work of the national philanthropic associations He stated that, in 
March last, a bill for the abolition of licenced hou'es had been submitted to the 
Japanese Parliament 
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The German delegate A sc ibed th grneral & h“me and otru^tare of thf new

3 — Codification of Intepnatiohal Law 

Third Session of the Prepa r aloiv Conmjlee for the Con/ era ce 

The third session ol the Prep»ritorv Committee for the Conference on the 
Godification of International Law took place at Geneva from May oth to May Iith, 
with Professor Basde/ant (French) in the Chair 

The work of the Committee is now at an end, and it will be for the Council 
to make arrangements for subsequent action (communication with Governments, 
convocation of the Conference etc) 

Thirty Governments have replied in whole or in part to the Committee's request 
for information At its third session, the Committee examined replies received 
since February from the American, Australian and Belgian Gove r nment and, 
in the light of this information, pro r eeded to it' fina 1 revision of th° texts prepared 
as a basis of discus' ion and the aceurapanvmg comments 

Hips* texts are not an e prts'ion of the opinion of the members of the Com 
mittce, but are based on the examination of the replies ot arious Governments 
They concern the tire* questions submitted to d e Confeience for codification 
nationality, territorial v aters, and tb* resporsibilit , of brates for damage suffered 
in their territory by the person or property of foreigners In preparing these 
te*its ( the Committee took into consideration the resolutions adopted in recent 
years by the Institute of International Law and Ihp International Law AssOi latum 
and the work done under the direction of Harvard Lm verity, it believes that 
they may furnish the Conference with valuable materm on the state of positive 
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law and on any practical diGicullic 1 - that may have arisen between States in regard 
to the subjects on the agenda 

Havirg considered a letter from the Chairman of the Transit Commits sub 
mitting desiderata nmernwg the question of terntonal waters, the Committee 
asked the Council to circulate this communieabon to Governments for action at 
the Conference 

The Committee, finally, on the instructions of the Council, drafted rcgula 
lions for the Confe cno*, indicating general rules for tin* disru sion These draft 
ru'es will be submitted to the Council m June They are based on regulations 
adopted recent conferences, the rules of jroredure of tin* As'»mbly and inst uc 
tions issued by the latter

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Tfo Report mi ruon met dt tiors of Ote Cmmt'nor — (a) General Ren art* 
— The Commission prefaced it 1 recommendations with the remark tnat 

The initiative of the Greet Government has without doubt resulted from 
the consideration that mea urco to provide it citizens with healthier conditions 
of living, and vith more effective methods of preventing and treating disease, 
arc among the first requirements of the country, which after many years of 
war, economic crisis and political change, and after the mflu of its new popu 
laticn, is see) mg peace'ul development and stability It is no matter for sur 
prise, v hen the circumstances are cona dered, that such measures are urgently 
needed We do not attempt to compare Greece wi'h other countries of Lurope 
in regard to the prevalence of sicLnes which is preventable Such comparisons 
would be unprofitable and might easily be mi lending It 'offices to sav that 
abundant evidence haa come before us that malnrr, tuberculosis, enteric fever, 
dysenter, and other essentially preventable diseases arc tar too common, that 
tV velfare of mo'her and infant, is often capable of great improvement, and 
tnat the treatment of the sick is eften lamentably defective There can be no 
■lnubt tint the Greek peopl and its government would find that sympathetic 
attention to the piwention of discus- and reduction of morbidity and mortality 
would profit the conntrv economically, a well a in many other ways 

(hi A Unfud ai d purely Technical Serotce ~ The report and recommendations 
of tile Commission provide in detail for the 'fins' up of a unified Public Health 
Service centralising th® various public h. alth functions and institutions now 
scattered through a number of dtpait m«nts of state This Public Health Service, 
the report declares cannot be established bv any mere expansion of the existing 
organisation, bat * o be -fietiivt«Vnrald be organised on a newb-sis and haveniw t>Y jec 
tivco Ir must b® a purelv technical service fully protected from political influences, 
having at its head a permanent lechnn al chief and forming the advisory and 
executive organ ot the Governmem on health questions, attached directly to the 
Prim Mimsti r s oflic® The technical personnel should consist of men fully trained 
in modern methods of presenting disuse and in the modern practice of hygiene, 
public health officers should give their \ Jiulc time to the requirements of the ser

for wtate health work, standard health department reports, model health depart 
ment ordinances and model reco d forms are under consideration The idea is 
that these forms should be periodically revised *nd should erve as the bases fot 
public health survevs 

Manv thousands of surveys have been undertaken in recent years, and the 
surveying method has been found of the greatest value in stimulating health 
authorities promoting the exchange of information and cooperation between them 
and educating public opinion The American members submitted this report on 
American experience of the »urv"y method and the c' tensions and improvements 
of the method now considered in th» hope that they might yield suggestions of value 
to ehe health authorities of other countries

Apphcaltnt oj O’- G-.ieva Op'wm Con-e'Oion — In reply to a question put 
to it regarding the interpolation of a decision tal '■n at its last session on the appli 
cation of Article 10 of the Opium Convention, the Health (.cmmittee pointed out 
that the recommendation that this article should aopiy to 'beuzo/lmorphine and 
the morphine esters gererally” should ipplj to all morphine esters without excep 
non reserving the po'sibihty of exempting, m • onlorraity with Article 6 of the 
Convention, those e'ters which migh* subsequtn ly be dearly demonstrated to 
be innocuous 

The Sleeping Sickn’s 1 Coherence — Hie Health Committee expressed its 
appiecianon of the report of the second international conference on Sleeping 
Sic! ne's and attained 'pecia! lmportanec to the recommendation of the Conference 
that the Health Organisation should collect and anal\s- fa< ts obtainable in -egard 
to tin importance of human trypanosomiasis n relation to other causi s 01 mor 
bid’tv The ( ommittec express d the hope that the administration., concerned 
vould 'ooperate fully in this siuoy and recommmded that the services of the 
Health Organisation should be placed at the di'ppsal of these administration* and 
that the u«ual method' of enquiry and wora should be employed n pursuance of 
th s recommendation Tne Committee requested the Medical Director to make 
all prar tical arrangements to give effect to the recommendations of the Conference 
concerning lndincual mterchang s between laborator staffs engaged in work 
on this problem, and endowed the recommendation concerning the appointment 
of a small Committee to assist in coord nating trypanosomiasis investigations The 
names of six opert 0 were recommended 

The Work oj tl t Eastern Bu eeu at Singapore — The Far Eastern Commission 
of the Health Committee discussed and adopted Hie report ut the Advi ory Counr 1 
of the Singapore Bureau 

The report deacubes 'he epidemiological wort of the Bureau and its activity 
in coordinating the research work of bar Eastern administrations for instance, 
plague inv cstigations on a common plan drafted in Calcutta las' December, in Siam, 
Hong Kong French Indo China, Union ot South Africa, Egypt, Australia, Ceylon 
and the Dutch East Indies

Tire Cha man paid a tribute to the memorv of two members who had died 
during the past year, M Leopold Dubois (Swiss) and Professor Allen 1 oung /Ame 
rican) In his opening speech, he reminded th" Committee that, a the legato of 
tire Econo me Con'erence, it was call d upon to review tlm results obtained in the 
cronomic held dunng tn<* pa't veu and to outline the future pohev rf th" L'-agu" 
organisation-, dealing with economic quc„tiois 

He added 

The composition of the International Economic Conference of 1927 ind the 
unanimity with which it. various recommendations were voted allow us to sav 
that thu Confer* nee's resolutions had every chance of approximating as clos'lj 
as was humanly possible to economic t uth as it exists in our generation 

Two vears ot experience hav«- clearly shown, moreover, that the policy 
recommended at Geneva ,n 1027 to responded to economic nece-sities and to 
the deepest aapira'ions m the different groups ot weld activity 

\nd vet as far as the commercial policy recommended by the Economic 
Conference 1, concerned, it mu * be recognised that the efforts made to cam 
this policy mto effect have met v ith varving fortunes Apart from undoubted 
successes there have been per ods ot s agnvt on, if not reaction, which it is our 
duty not to pa s over in 'iltnce We can at any rate note that the successes 
achieved have been -mplv sufficient to encourage and justify perseverance 

Not ng ilut ptu£fe«s had been somewhat low during the pa t year, he con 
eluded that still greater efforts must be made 

No important net rduction has bee 1 made in customs dutic by the Govern 
ments, either by autonomous action or as a consequence of bilateral conventions 
The most important result' have been nchic/ed by the pluruatc al action pro 
voted bv th mt r enbon of the Economic Committee of the League of Nations

The propo al» for the most radial iirarcasfa of tariffs come from nations whose 
indices were already among the highest in the v orld In other countries Hie pro

tain, which, dominate international production and trade, was likely to atard 
tariff reduction by other States It noted that, in the old world at all events, pro 
grtsS m production and Hade stiV ' cry Ho« and that nothing had 0 u w 1 to 
qua'ify its acceptance of the view that the existing trade barriers were a serious 
obstacle 10 ci onomic recovery Any retrogressive mownrent at tin® stage could 
not fail to have a mo t Harmful effect, and the opinion was expressed Uiat th inter 
national measures for the maintenance of peace should remove one of the causes 
of the easterns of trade barriers, namely, the tendency to use protection to fostci 
Industrie’ dcmed necessarv fox national defence 

Trade — The Committee paio a tribute to the efforts of the Economn Com 
m tUa to secure a. fat ts pu'-sibb Hit .©plication of the r cumroenda* on <ff the 
Economic Conference concerning trade The repmt gives indications as to the 
m»nn-r in which certain wort should b. earned out and mol e some trash proposals 

The Committee noted that a Confcrcnec for the conclusion of an international 
convention on Hie treatment of foreigners would sh ortly be convened and expressed 
its approval of the draft conversion prepared and its conviction that the "olution 
of tlu« problem was a pital factor in the restoration of international relations 
footing further tha* - rertam bilateral ncgotiabons had only resulted in pr carious 
makeshifts, and that others were being conducted on widely differing bases, it 
*■?* jd Usopw or toat nothing ohor f e. a gene a 1 stttlcmcntof the Question by collce 
tivc agreement on a basis acceptable to ail countries would ensure the ncecs'ary 
progress in this respect 

As tegard' the abolition of import and export proli ih 1 tion » and restriction 6 , the 
Commute was satisfied that the reservations to the 1927 Convention contained in 
the Supplementary Agreement of July, 1908, were not ueh as to detract Irom its 
practical value The report dt'cube* the Convention a' "the fust collective 
agreement directly affecting the commercial ntercsU o‘ a Urge number ol Stale 6 , 
winds, once ratified, v ill pul mend to astn 'of abnormal practices which constitute

The Committee noted that the Contention had so far only b.ei) ratified by

genual tariff reduction on mdn fiat and agri ulturul products It recommended 
that, when submitting to their pailiamcnt' bills n htu g to import duties, Govern 
ments should endeavour to show that tl ty wer- in conformity with the policy 
recommended by the Econuinic Conference and hould, it n a ssarv, e v plam their 
reasons fo any Jght departure from hat policy Commentaries of tins kind 
would figure aenng the documents to he colU etej tor th< Consult itivc Cummittee 
and would orevent one count y from misinterpreting provisions taken in others 

The attention of the Committee had been diawn to the necessity fo r eacli 
country of e cam in mg Questions of production in combination v ith Questions m 
cummr rcidl policy Tlic * hiet point brought out hy the discussion \ as that Govern 
ments, when as! ed in protect anv uiven produ t, must consid°r their normal possi 
bihtms of existence and divilopmcnt, not excluding the demands of oual 
tructure th* increa«e of emplo’ ment and other elements of sound economic policy 
These factors having been taken into account, the tomm’ttce expressed its view 
that >t \»a dangerous to establish production where the ntce.sarv conditions for 
its su CwSs wen lackiug, e v ct«siv» protect on might also run counter to tiv mtcre ts 
of tile industry it seemed to promote, 'inrc it might Lad foreigr producers to settle 
m tlie countiv thus tiansporting within th' country competition previously con 
ducteJ trom abroad These same cowl tuns might also cause wantage of capital 
and a rise in th„ rate of interest 

As regards relaiions b twem t mlt i obey «nd international organisations, such

hdustty — The Committee exposed its °ati*fa'tion at the conclusion of the 
International Convention on Economic Statistic* aHady ^iga^d by twenty five 
countries— considering it as an important step to\ ard the improvement of Indus 
tn il statistics, and thanked the International Chamber of Commerce for its assistance 
A number of rcpoi ts from indust la 1 associations having biron submitted, the 
Committee suggested that this information should b> coordinated and rendered 
more comparable It suggest'd that national industrial organisations should be 
consulted with a view to igreetng upon a procedure by 'which these results 
might be obtained 

The Commit ta e g ge^t-d that the M'moratidmr on Production and Trade 
and the Statistical Vpv Bock published by the Se'r'tanat should in future contain 
a chapter on industrial progress It expressed its satisfaction as regi^ls the " erk 
of information rat led out by tb' Econcmic Organi atinn, emphasising the value 
of sound and reliable data for Governments, ousine - circle* and ennsum'r-., and the 
henefiual influence which it would exercise noon world trade 

The Committee recommend'd that the International Labour Office should 
continue ts enquiry into rat’onahsation and ga/e mdi< a‘ions regarding methods 
that might be adopted by th International Management Institute 

The que tion r f lmplifirahon and 'tandardi*a ion vas also dealt w th, a tn 
butc being paid to the wort of various bodies dealing wi'h standards The Com 
mittee re ommended that the Management Institute should e v change dd uments 
and keep m touch with thev bodiCo The Institute w* also m/ited to cnnlinue to 
follow the rational isatton movement and to submit a survey of data a the neat 
session of the Committee 

Th* 1 CommitLe' as! ed the Economic Committee to oatinar i's enquirv on interna 
lional in dustrul agri iments, more oarhcularl / as regard* statute, leg il In rm and leg's 
latioaappl cable thereto In view of the increasing nemle' o r agre menu of inter 
national importance and the necessity of analysing the fundamental principles of 
national laws, the Committee considered this as the best way o f conduct ng the 
enquiry Tho work o* the Econnm.r Committee vms, it considered, uffinentlv 
advanc'd to enable the principal typ's of legislation to be classified under a iew 
mam headings Tns prdimman analysis might serve as a ba'is for a comparative 
study of the different types of legation 

The Committee considered that the researches ondertakei on the application 
of laws and administrative m'asur®* in different countries would undoubtedly 
burg out the trend of the economic puli' v followed by the public authontM * Tin 
development of nterna^iona' agru ments v as di-cu sed it lengtli, the Committee 
noting the increasirg imporunce oi their /anous rorms one suggesiea th?i me 
'■gicemenls v er m themselves necessarily aetmn ntal to economic life but cm 
phasis was placed on ccitnin dangrrs which consum rn — individuals or countries— 
eons’d-ued possible, should mdustn- , grouped together n cattels tolW a poltcv 
contra-y to the rccomnv nd rtions of ihe Eeonom e Confe'cnce To obivate these 
dangers, certain m'mb'rs sugge ted that eonsumci nnd workers snould have 
adequate vo re in these agi«.ementa under th' suner/ision of the public authority 
Opinion* were divide! as -e^ards the influence of agieements on tnnff policy cei 
tmn members ron'idcnng that p i' n'c ngre'm'nt befveen industrial groups m 
v incus countries might t'cilitate t tnfi reduction The groat majority rev rtheless 
considered that agreements v ere orlv one of tn< manv factors vmch had to be 
taken into consideration in connection ?ith tariff policy The Committee vas 
ghd to note the gre’t impetus which the Economic Committee had giv en to enqui

Thu ir ter' m rep* o f +1, e Ee'' n o , mc Comm tttc c i (He coa' piookm v a' al o 
exuimn'd fhe Consultative Committee c v pre"sed the ocunmn that the pioccdure 
so far adopted appeared to be well advised and recommended that the enquiry 
should be pursued on the widest possible basis in the form ot joint or separate 
consultations It ccrsidcred that the genual p.mciples proclaimed by the Economic 
Conference as regards commerci tl policy and ’nt. raatinnal industrial agreements 
seemed applicable to .he eoal indue jv It congratulated the Eeonomie Committee 
on not having lost = ght of the question of wage' and labour roaditn ns, although 
the.c were primarily matters f or the International labour Office It ■'shea the

Agriculture — Agricultural questions played a considerable part in th* dis

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The Committee also invited the Economic Committee to consider the desira 
bilitv of investigating the present serious depression of agriculture in various coun 
tries, talcing account of the special difficulties of exporting and imoortmg countries 
The Committee mas informed that the. results of an enquiry by the International 
Institute of Agriculture would be available for this purpose 

In view of the special difficulties of agriculture, the CommitK urgentlv 
recommended that the Economic Organisation should continue and extend its 
enquin a om-uaiMig the omparatrve pnci of agricultural ana industrial products, 
and 'hould study to what extend comparable statistical series of indices of the state 
of agriculture might be formulated w ith the assistance of the International Institute 
The value of direct re'ations between agricultural and consumers’ cooperative 
societies ,v as recognised by the Economic Conference, and the Committee thought 
it adv liable to draw attention to this point 

The representative of consumers' cooperate societies, in agreemirt vith 
the agricultural representatives, again urged that the Economic Organisation should 
consider a« soon as possible the best method of bringing together agricultural and 
eonsum'iV cooperative snuetie^ 

Other Questions — The report =ets forth the various general questions studied 
at this session As regards economic tendency affecting v orld peace the Com 
mittee expressed the hope that the wort would be pursued as rapidlv a* possible 
Its opinion was that the interdependence of the political and economic factors 
which tend to create or destroy conditions favourable to peace was growing more 
and more evident, and that it wis di sirable to interest both institutions and mdi 
viduals in the study of their mutual reaction It expressed its conviction that the 
publication of the results of the Economy Committee s enquiries . ould exercise 
A useful influence on public opinion and policy 

The Committer noted with satisfaction that the Financial Committee had 
proposed the i onstitution of a special committee to study the cause of fluctuations 
m the purchasing power of gold and thcr . fleet on the economic life of nations and 
that the r outrA had apom<.d this proposal 

Noting tne progress 11 1928 ot the League 1 ' ./ork on double taxation and tax 
evasion, the Committee expressed the hope that the draft contentions prepared 
by Guv.rnment experts in October 1028, would provid an effective instrument 
for the avoidance or mitigation of evils resulting from double ta ation and tax 
eva'ion It hoped that these drafts would, as recommended by tne Council, 
be applied on as extensi e a scale as posable, and that past and future efforts m 
this direr tion would lead to the e'tvbhshmcnl of a whole network of similar con 
ventions 

T be op 110" was e\pa std that 'udi action 1 ould remove the mam obsl.de.. 
to the tree circulation of capital and that the \*nrl of the experts in tbe domain of 
dojble taxation formed an indispensable 'ounterp^rt to the Economic Committee's 
endeavours to ensure trerdom of circulation for person' and goods 

The Committee v elcomeo the creation of the Fiscil ( ommittee (contemplated 
by the Conference on Double Taxation and Tax E<asion) whose essential task vul 
be to promote negotiation' for the noidancc ot double taxation ana tit c< a'ion 
This Committee will also be of mvaluahl,, assistance to the Co-inci 1 in all matters 
connected vith taxation 

The Committee tool note of 'tat muitsfrom various non official international 
organisations such as the Int> rnatiunal Chamber of Commerce, the International 
Federation of League of Nations Societies and certain spe >al conterences (The 
Baltic and White Sr a Conference'-/' the International Agricultural Commission 
the Shipping Conference, the International Parliamentary I onference on Commerce 
a"d t'e I r Ta f c'■’a , Peaxe Cong t's at Be m. 
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Itcon idered that fche«e report- were valuable f or the information they contained 
and also because they indicated that puDlic opinion was alive to the ii'uc-, discussed 
and decided unde the auspices of the League, that knov ’edge of concrete problems 
va« being acqu red and di« emulated and that there va» a strong body of opmoc 
desiring and actively promoting the application of th principles of the Economic 
Confc ence 

The Committee drew attention to the work of + he International Chamber of 
Commerce and of the Economic Confeiencc held in Prague under the auspices 
of the International Federatioi of League of Nations Souetie* 


b) Consultation oj E ports on Siigu beet Production 

Pursing its encjui > concerning international measures to combat the depres 
Sion m the sugar industry, a delegation of the Eronomic Committee consulted 
experts on 'iigar beet production on May 13th and 14th 

The information laid before the expert included the results of th* consult* 
tion on the sugar industry held at the beginning of April <nd a memorandum pro 
pared by the International Institute of Agriculture, emphasising the advisabil ty 
of considering beet growing not meielv from the poin* of viev of the requirements 
of the sugar indu try, but also from the point of view of th beneficial effects on 
the proouctive capacity of agiiculture as a whole 

The experts were first invited to describe the poaition as regards beet growing 
from the point of view of their respcrtivc countries They gav e information bearing 
on the general organisation of the sugar indu try, f lie relationship between farmers, 
factory owners and refiners, the extent to which ranuaae m output or decline in 
demand had affected prices and rendered production unremun rative, factors 
affecting beet growmg-recen* sicen title discover^', tariffs, subsidic and other 
Government measures v ages anti pnee -the proape- s of an increase in production 
and the influence of prires and Government action or con'umpUon 

The effect of the depression in the sugar industrv on the general agricultural 
situation in the principal European country in view of the role of the sugar beet 
in agriculture was one of the points to which the experts drew the attention of the 
delegation It mu't be remenbered that beet growing not only ensur. s the cxis 
tcncc of numerous agriculturists it is aiso an important factor in crop rotation 
sad 1/1 \.ailh b\nd rh o Ei ,r epxi n fc jwJ s*gs r p T od* M o* doe •* •v? 1- a f p\ 
sent exceed the pre w ar level and, in the opinion of the experts cannot he considered 
as rcsoonsible for the general depression 111 the sugar indu try Beet producers 
consequently do not con'ider that, in present circumstanecs, measures 'o reduce 
production would be de'irable or even practicable Although sugar consumption 
has increased more in Europe than elsewhere, producers would be v ilhng to conpe 
rate in any action for increasing world consumption, whatever form that action 
might tathc, bu they consider clo'c cooperation between the beet growers and 
the sugar industry as csoential to succcs 

Some of the exports said that they would be willing to take part in inmcdiate 
international measures, such as The rationing of exports from countries whose pro 
duction exceeded thci own requirement', pending such dev elopment ot world con 
sumption as would make it possible to absorb the normal surplus of e porting 
countries Thcv never heless, recognised th practical difficulties of sucli action 
winch, in their opinion, should b- conducted independently of Government' 
Question' were put to the experts renaming the po 'ibihty of replacing the 
beet In othrr crops " ithout detriment to the general agricultural position, * po ‘■ilile 
improvement of beet production, th* possibility of u'ing beetroots as cattle fodder, 
the ii'f of denatured sugar the oo'sibihtv of developing cane sugar production, 
me i urc' for mere i'ing con umpt'on, the effect of a d»crca c c on the t tx on con 



sumption, the possible effect of protective measures on beet p oduction and the 
desirabilitv of League action m regard to the sugar wduotrv 

The replies showed that there was some difference of opinion Se\ eral of the 
experts, but not th* majontv, were more or less ,n favour of replacing ‘he beetroot 
bv other crop' TV dev rioprr ent of cane sugar p-oduction v , generally regai aed 
as a serious menace for beet production, the opinion oi the imroritv, hovewer, 
was th«.t protcCiiomst measures constituted the greater danger A d>-' rease of 
consumption du‘ies on sugar was generally recommended, bu.. one of the expe ts 
thought that such a decreasv should be accompanied by a reduction cf '■ustoms 
duties 

At the enj of the const ltation, the Chairman thenhed the expi rts for their 
valuable assistance, issunng them that their ouggestwns would be given mest 
careful attention On behalt o‘ th* experts, M Mnllie ftMgiumj replied that beet 
producers were grateful for the opportunity thty had nadci explaining their views 
and detending their interests

Nomenclature vas held at Geneva from April 16th to May 4tn, with M Figl i„ra 
/French) in the Chair 

Th« eeperte drew up a nomenclature for fattv substance 3l gFea^e , oils and 
waxes of animal or vegetable origin and alimentary fats - the third action of 
their framework whnh although fo mmg only a single chapter of the nomen 
Nature may be considered as ore of the most important The 0)3 sification 
of all products under a relativelv =mal> number of headings presented serious 
difficulties 

The experts, also prepared the nomenclature of the fourth section, which 
concerns bevenp-es, alcoholic liquors, vinegar, products of the food preparing mdu' 
tries and tobacco, and como'ise nine chapter' They endeavoured, as in preceding 
chapters, to rh«$ify under a limited number o f headings products and articles with 
common specific characteristics nr couporcrt part' An adv»r‘a^c of s n oire n 
Nature is, the experts consider, its simplicity — not a very common factor m numc 
rots exi ting tariffs 

After picpvring ihc nomenclature of Sections 1 «nd 4 the Sab Committee 
revised Sections 1 and 2, which form die first fourteen chapters of the Tariff (live 
xmmvl', products of tht animal and vegetable kingdom') This nomenclature has 
not so far been officially communicated to the Economic Committee, a' the experts 
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found it nece'san to rensult interest d circles in their own countries This 
enquiry, v hich \ as conducted simultaneously in dgium Czechoslovakia, Trance, 
Gi rmany, hungarv Italy and Switzerland did not result in a substantial moditi 
cation of the o iginal draft In the opinion of the exp rt=, this nukes it possible 
to conclude that the principle embodied m their nomenclature meet not only the 
wishes of the Economic Committee, but also the practical requirements of one of 
the most important branches of production 

The first Uentv fie e chapters ot the new nomenclature 1 m mg been terminated, 
the expe ts dre* up a programme for their future work 

It will be recalled tn it the Economic Committee asked the experts to make 
an immediate study of the nomenclature lo aluminium, cement, leather wood 
and wooden article-, paper pulp and cardboard This v as done in January, \ hen 
a nomenclature for ' ood pulp and cement, aluminium, paper and cardboard was 
drawn up The standard nomenclature for skins, leather, wood and wooden arti 
clcs has still to be established The first question on th" agenda of the not 
meeting, v hich will b> held m July is that of skins and leather This terminated, 
the Sab Committee will rtsunw work according eo ns programme, that is, it \< ill 
prepare the nomenclature of Settlor 5, whu.li coneerns mineral produets It v ill 
study the nomenclature for < arths, stones or< s, mineral fuel, mineral oil natural 
bituminous substances and products of distillation It v ill examine anr the 
nomcnclaturi prepand in January for paper and cardboard and v ill finally <tudy 
Sci tion 0 (wood, cork and articles made of there materials, articles made of straw, 
cane and other v cgitabk materials for plaiting) 

The Sub Committee hope' to be able to hold ehret turtlier sessions an lfro, 
as it' remaining work wit) take considerable ‘ime In its opinion, it does not suffice 
to have established principles according to which an international nomenclature 
•hould be prep ired nor to have undertaken prcliminrev studies vitli a n< w to 
surmounting th** principal diffic I ties Thf most difficu't part of its vork that 
is to say the nomenclature nf the chemical tc t b and metallurgical indust-ic' and 
of machinery hn a still to come

The League Economic Organisation has just published an interim report on 
the Internationa 1 aspects of the eoal problem Hits doi.um.-nt is a prov aionol 
summary of the information laid before the Economic Committee „t its recent 
consultation with tcehncai experts acquaint I with th„ production labour, ron' 
met. ml and consumption aspects of ihc problem (t i* completed by a „ciie of 
statistical tab) s on coal and lignite pro Juetinn, coal '■onsumptiun and e al trade (’) 

The five chapters of the leport deal with the prmupal normal features of the 
world coal industry, specially po‘t war and recent features the natural national 
and international remedies for the situation, consumption interests, < onstd lations 
affecting po-sible League action 

World coal production ha' averaged over a ronsiderable scrips of years just 
under twelve hundred million metric tons, ot which the Lmted St ites has in recent 
years produced somewhat less than hal f and Europe somewhat over half O' the 
Furopean share, the United kingdom accounts for between 40 and 50 per cent and 
Germany for about a quarto 

Of the four principal exporting countries — the United Kingdom, Germany, 
Pol ind and the Un ted State« — lh« la't does not as a rule compete in European 
markets, but consign' fonrfifths of its export to Cananda The American coal 
industry 1$ thus largely self contained and only in exceptional cases has it any 
important direct contact *ith non contiguous eountnes It follows that the 
international < oal problem as such is manly confined to Eui ope

From this brief survey it is rlear that, though the progress made in 1917 was 
greater in Europe than in any other continent the deve'opmcnt since 1913 has been 
much more rapid in the rest of the world Thi E lias resulted in important changes 
in the relative shares cortnbub-d by tbe different continental groups to the world 
totals, more especially witn regard to trade Thus by 1927, Europe’s share

the elec ‘Von al Mr Hughes 

On the same occasion the Court paid a tribute to the memory of Lord Finlay, 
the British judge, who died in March The riosid'nt rculled that during

ascertaining the intentions of the parties One uf the most reliable methods 
ot construing tho®e Wins and of ascertaining these intentions is by examining 
the manner in which the agreements ha/e been carried out Now, the pay 
raents in respect of all the Serbian loans concluded before the war have been 
effected m French franca O’ in foreign currencv calculated at the rate of exchange 
on Pans Moreover the Serbian Government did not receive th< value of the 
loans in gold C01* quentlv, it cannot now be competed to mal e the nece sar> 
pu, merits in gold 

Witn regard to the Ibos loan, no provision was even made for a choire of 
currency The bond's provided for a choice astolhc mon*/ in which or as to the 
place at which payment might be obtained in o.der to afford the creditors certain 
facilities, but nothing *lse was ever intended 

Evclt -uppr ing that the gold clause had been stipulated for, that clause 
would be null and void under French law which alone is applicable id this case,

that the intention of the parties wa- to Contract in Froich currency The agree 
ments i oncluded arc such that the depreciation of trench money docs not impose

Court of International Justice opened its seventeenth ordinary session. 


The fifty fifth s»sainn of thr Ounnl was ii»ld at Madrid at the mutation of 
the Spanish Government, from June loth to June ijth 

Betore tho session opened, the Spanish Premier, GonTal Pnmo d-* Pivera 
welcomed the members of the Coum ll plaung the Senate Palarc at their di posal 
Tho President cf the Counci' M AdaM opened the public meeting with a 
speech e prying the Council's than! 0 for the hospitaht” of the Spanish Go/ern 
ment He dr- w attention to the important of Spam's cooperation in tin League 
and the part phjed mce the beginning be the Spani'h representative M Quinones 
do Le6n replied that his Government greatlv appreuated the honour ot rueivmg 
tile Council fo- the second time and desired fullv to cooperate m the League’s 
mi iion ot peace and civilisation 

Sir Aust-n Chamberlain luving conveyed to the Council his rcgict that his 
personal cooperation with it had romc to an end, the Italian, Trench, Japanese 
and German representative' paid a tribute lu the distinguished services he had 
rendered the Council A telegram was addres'ed to him on it' behalf 

In the eourse of the se'sion the Chilean reprey nlative, M Villegas, informed 
tne Council of the settlement of the Tacna and Anea dispute, >vhi h nad for manv 
years troubled tlie relations between his country and Peru M Adatct expressed 
the Council’s satisfaction at the contusion of a different v hieh had lasted for such 
a long tim**, andat the restoration of friendly relations between two important Latin 
American countries 

The puncipal qup'tion on the agenda was that of the protection of mino ltics 
Hus question va' nrst dealt with by the Council sitting as a Committee, with 
M Scialoja, Acting Prc'ident nf the March s p sion, in the Chair The di cussnn 
led to an agreement on certain practical measure', as apart trom questions of prin 
ciple, supplementary to the earlier provisions adopted b < the Council with regard 
to procedure for examining inmontv petitiuns 

The Council approved the agreement conclud'd in April by the German and 
Polish Governments with regard to the interpretation and application of errtain 
stipulations of the Upper Silesia Com cntion, and 'ettlcd a number of petitions 
from German and Polish Upper Silesia It approved an agreement for the hqui 
dation of German property in Poland concluded during the session bv Germany 
and Poland und^r tho president/ of the Japanese rrpre'entative 

The Council Tcciewcd the wort of the committee', eommis'ions and conferences 
that had met since Mareh, the HeJth Committee, the Economic sad Consultative 
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Economy Committees, the Financial Committee the Refugi e Commission, the 
Advisory Commission for the Protection and Welfare cf Children and \ oung People, 
the Permanent Central Opiuir Board, the Preparatory Cwnmithe dor tiip Confe 
renee on the Codmcation of International Lav the Committee of Jurists for tn<* 
Revision of the Court Statute, th Transit Committ' > , etc 

Arrangements were made for the mn ucation of four intr rnational confe 
rences, one to draw up a con cntion on tnc harmonis chon of la vs on bills of exchange 
and cheques, anothi r - for next autumn — to e lamm customs, rail i a\ and postal 
questions conrrrmng the transport ot rew'paf ers and periodical-, the third— for 
Marih, I9 j 0— the first L ague conferen c on the Cnoiticatioa ot international 
lav , and the fourth, in the first wed of ‘ eptember, to consider amendments > r the 
Statute of the Permanent Court ot International fu*t» e 

A further decision in cmmi chon with (Hie Court '-tmeerned the communication 
to the American Government of chi report and draft protocol pr pared b\ the 
Committee of Jurists on the accession o f ILp United States to th- Court This 
question was placed on the agenda of mn Assembly 

Other features of the June Council session were the creation ot a Fis al Com 
mittee to promote agreements on doubh taxation and tax evasion, and to follow 
taxation quotums, the ■ ommuracalion to Go- cuments of draft convention' on 
the return home of children and young pcopit, and on a-sietance to ion i„n minors, 
tho refer nee tu the E< anomic Commit tic ci the recommendations of the Consul 
tab’ e Committee on industrial agreements th< reduction of customs tariffs and 
the cooperation of agricultural circles in the economic ./or] of the L< ague 

The Council ratihcd the report of a spa ml commit he approving the plans for 
the new League buildings 


The European Conference nn Transit Carus for Emigrant- 'at from June 10th 
to June 14th at Gene/a, concluding an Agreement, which was immcdiatcl) signed 
by eleven States 


The seventeenth ordinary session of the Permanent Court oi International 
Justic- opened on Tune 15th at The H&'uc, vith a care list including the Pram 0 
Swiss Zone question and that of the Jurisdiction of the Oder Commission

The experts cr>n«idued the results of the enquiry into methods applied in various 
countries frr the veterinary control of mimals and animal product This study 
enabled them to establish with precision the differences betv ccn tin various sys 
terns in force— an important factor in the tnternation J acuon the Sub Committee

This international action is intended to insure ma v imum efficacy oi iontrol 
bj reducing to a minimum obstacles to th< international trade in animals and am 
mal products It should moreover, guarantee that the measures prescribed shall 
not be used to further eci nomic protectionism 

The c> perts studied means of il/Utrg the coat'd J mpo ts,n pa'fieu’ar 
in frontier railway station* ‘Ihej also considered the possibility of taking certain 
measures as rgards exports that might simplify the corresponding importation 

\n c aminabon of the question ct the transit of animals and animal products 
shot ed that it might be possible to reJui/* to some e tent formalities in thi* respect 

The experts consider'd tht prssibihtv of rlavsifving various animal diseases 
arcoramg to thdr gravity and ri*t ot infection They wTe of opinion that if, as 
recommended hy tne Subcommittee, c t»tca would furnish sufficiently '■mple and 
reliable sanitary mtormabon it vould be possible to adiust mere adequately than 
has yet been dorii saint an measures for the 1 nlrv of animals to the dangc s of 
contagion against vrhich e’ er" country * isht to protect its cattl- 
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The Sub Committee considered that the desired result might be obtained by 
improved collaboration between the veter mar, sprvios of different countries For 
tms purpose it suggested chat there should be interchanges of students, professors 
and veterinary staffs A more explicit programme will be drawn up for execution 
by the League 

The question of the overs as transport of congealed and frozen meats also 
received the attention of th* experts, who were assisted by specialist;, in this field 
The examination showed that the present situation was satisfncto*\ This is due 
in part to the efficient orgam ation of control in exporting countries and to the fact 
that in this respect e' change® rt veterinary staff alreadj take place, A. regard® 
questions concerning trade in prepared meat' (such as certain pork products), 
there wa° still som difference of opinion 

The Sub Committee will draw up for submission to the Economic Committee 
a general report on the question of international trad' in animals and animal pro 
ducts 

WotK of the Ft muial Commute ( J ) 

The report of the Financial Committee on its thirty fifth session, which was 
held a few days before that of the Council, dealt with questions concerning the 
purchasing power rf gold, the settlem-nt of refugees in Greet' and Bulgaria, the

& European Conference 'ummoned by the League met at Geneva from June 
10th to June 14th concluding on international agree m-nt on transit eards for 
emigrants leaving Europe for an overseas country and passing through one or more 
European States on their way

Polish, S\ 1 s and Danzig representatives signed ad rejerendiur 


The arrangement consists of a preamble and thirteen articles r The preamble 
describes the humanitarian aim pursued bv the Contracting Parties, namely, the 
simplification of transit formalities for emigrant crossing their territories, as 
recommended bv tile Pa'sport Conference of 1926 

To this end Die Contracting Parses decided to institute a transit card for 
1 migrants proceeding from Europe to overseas countries These cards ill be 
established by cm h of the contracting Governments for emigrants coming to cm 
b rl mcnc of thur ports and wll be supplied to specified slipping companies They 
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will conform in respect of size, paper and printing to a mod - 1 adopt< d oy the Con 
ference 

Thcv vuQ be printed in the language cf the country embarkation and must 
reproduce the notes printed on the bad- of the model anniAcd to the agreement 
in at least seven other languages '•hosen by the countries of embarkation 

The cards will be supplied to the shipping companies and \ ill be issued free 
of charge to emigrants with tickets for the whole lourney Emigrants must fulfil 
the conditions ot admission laid down b ; ehc country of immigration ana most lue e 
means to pro/ide for their subsistence during transit Cards mas also be issued to 
emigrancs to facilitate their return to their ountry or place of departure 

The Contracting Parties undertake to allow any emigrants holding a passport 
and a transit card issued hv the contracting Government of the counlrv of einbar 
1 ation to pass in transit through their territories without requiring either this 
card or the passport to bear theu consular visa and without levying sp"cial 
control or transit charges 

The agreement further provide, s on the basis of the transit card, for certain 
facilities to be offered to emigrants in transit countries, and contain stipulations 
concerning the obligations of the shipping companies It provides for the arbi 
tration of any dispute concerning its interpretation or application

In his letter General de Candolle pointed out that an agreement— the tc v t of 
which was before the Council— v as actually drawn up and signed by the parties on 
\pril 17th This agreement finally settled all the questions at 1 sue, except that 
of the prmc to bo paid by the Czechoslovak Government fi.r the section br longing 
to the Company m Crecho loval territory On this point the Company undertook 
to state the price it demanded within a ce-tain period, subsequently extended to 
April 30th 

The Company not carry out its undertaking at the date stated, but submitted 
its claims on May jist, without, however, making a fresh offer In these circums 
tances, the Council took note of the information forwarded bv the rxpert of the 
Transit Organisation, and noted the agreement between the Companv and the 
Governments concerned It evpresscd its appreciation of the efforts made bv the 
Hungarian and Czechoslovak Governments to reach a olution and decided that, 
falling agreement on the outstanding point by August itth — which it invited the 
Chairman of the Transit Committe to promote— the Board of nrbitratnrs appointed 
on Mari h 9th should be asked to decide on the dispute regarding the purchase priC"

On the occasion of the adoption of the resolution and provisions, the Canadian 
German, Roumanian, Polish French, British and Finnish representatives made 
statements confirming their point of view and explaining the condition', meaning 
and scoot of their adherence 

The Canadian representative, M Dandurand, recalled that th< object of his 
proposal last March was to improve procedure The resolution idoptcd by the 
Council marked important progress and provided for most of the improvements he 
had urged, especially m regard to publicity and the increase of the membership 
of the Minority Committees He also expressed satisfaction that any misunder 
standing had been dispelled as to the possibility for Committees of Three eventually 
to use minorities as the source of information 

The German representative, Dr Strescmann, re ogmstd that the resolution 
adopted bv the Council constituted an improvement in the procedure hitherto 
applied and emphasis»d the important of each of tno changes made H> expressed 
his regret that it had not seemed pos lblc to abolish the rule in virtue of win li 
< ertam State might, in given circumstances, be excluded from the Committee* 
of Three He added that it was impossible for him to approve the report drafted 
in London and that he entirely maintained his attitude on the question of principle, 
as laid do> n in the German memorandum and in the declarations before the Council 
in Committee It must be expected, he said, that the e' isting rules of a body like 
the Council might be supplemented bv further improvements if, m practice, tilt 
application of the nev system did not come up to expectation For that rca'on, 
cv<*ry Member of the Council must re trve to itself entire freedom of action a* 
regarded the further treatment of the suggestions which v ere now bang put into 
force 

The report submitted to the Council • onstituted in its practical conclusions 
an endeavour to tind a solution wmen v ould give the Council useful praua.il sup 
port It would reveal to those who studied the document' annc v cd to the report 
the great problems hidden behind the practical wot! of the Council An agreement 
of principle on the 'object of the extension or limitation of the rights or obligations 
of the League of Nations had not been reached The decision of the Council to 
communicate all the documents to all the Members of the League of Nations would 
afford them an opportunity of examining the question whether in this matter it 
was not po«ihlt and necessary to reach agreement The Pov ers not represented 
on the Council, which had already shown their interest in the settlement of this pro 
blem, had of course the right to assume what attitude they pleased towards the 
report Every Member of th< Council must also reserve for itself the right to mak' 1 
use of all the possibilities embodied in the League Covenant v ith a view to th** clu 
cidation of this question 

The Roumanian representative, flf Titulesco, said that the approved "J c Cru"Cil 
re'olution on the understanding that th< changes of procedure v ere indis olubl" 
linked up with the London Pcport t , with the present system, which lire Report 
merely confirmed

The London Report, M Titulesco said, was a photograph not merj\ of what 
existed to day, but of what had existed for ton wears, b\ virtue of a constant inter 
pMation of the Treatns, an interpretation given unantmouslv by the Council in 
agreement with th<* States signatories of the Minorities Treaties whenever the need 
arose It was a statement of reason' showing why the ousting procedure should 
not be changed except un certain definite points to be found in the conclusions The 
Council was called upon to vote on all the changps proposed It was not tailed 
upon to vote on what alrevdv existed 

The Polish representative, M Zalcsli, said that he approved the Council reso 
lution v ith the reservation included in the declaration which he had made to the 
Council Committee to the effect that the practical conclusions concerning the pro 
ceduro embodied in tie London Report, and whi'h formed the object of the re*o 
lution were indissolubly linked with the onnciplcs of law m regard to the protection 
of minorities sit out in the *ame Report 

1 be French representative, M Briand, said tlut he fully and entirely approved 
the Council resolution, as he had aoprov ed the London Report He noted that the 
Council had obtained a valuable result in a question v hich was v trv delicate, because 
It involved the necessity oi reconciling a sacred right embodied in certain treaties, 
namely the right of minorities, with an obligation which was fundamental to the 
institution of the League, the maintenance of the principle of the sovereignty of the 
States of " hich it was composed 

He wondered whether, m so far a the Council d»'ired to sec th minorities 
merged in the nation* of which thev formed a part, it would not serve the best 
intere ts of those minorities to protect them from certain e ■.agge rated ideas These 
id*as were not only contrarv to their immediate interests but they brought the 
minorities into opposition with the Governments which, after all, they had to obey, 
and might thereby render tlicir po ltion v or«e 

The Council, M Briand said, had also to take into account that it could do noth 
mg without the cons<nt of the countries concerned and nothing Mthout securing 
unanim ty among its members Neva at an/ time had the League, *inecit* creation, 
neglected its duty as regards minorities It had considered that this was one of 
its most sacred obligations, it had often discu sed the matter, it had adoptid reso 
lutions it had considered its procedure and this procedure had woried 

He then uttered a « anting "ith regard to c. rtain elements which made poll 
tical capital out of the discontent of minorities If the fate of minorities, he said, 
concerned the Council and their complaints found an echo in the Council, it was 
because the League of Nations existed That, in itself, was a novelty and repre 
seated real progress He did not wish this progress to be ' ompromiscd bv dangerous 
experiments 

The Council resolution he concluded, would mean a step forward, because it 
ga' e some satisfaction to minorities, and it would be to the honour of the League 
and its Council that it had a lueved progress and solved a difficult/ of this kind 
without in any way imperilling its constitution 

The British representative, Sir George Grahame, observed that in matter* of 
so complicated and delicate a nature, which aroused on the one side hpen expeeta 
tion and on the other grave apprehensions, it was almost impossible to put forward 
propo>als which were quite satisfactory to all parties He cuuld not but believe 
that the proposals new before the Council would, in practice, prove to be a distinct 
improvement on the existing procedure 

The Finnish representative, M Procopc, accepted the resolution as calculated 
to bring about an improvement in the procedure 

Dr Stri semann made som" addition -1 ! observations Like M Briand, he 
recognised that the question was e tremely dclecatt It wa preciselv for that 
reison, he <wd, that the u e of certain expressions guven*e *o a nuirbe of misun 
derstandings which were apt to last for s«me vear* At la t 'cssion of the Council 
Sir \usten Chamberlain had tated that certain passage* of the mmut p s in which 
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he had used the word ,, mcrgi>' had been misinterpreted, and tint he had never 
’v.shrdto imply m using thi term that minorities must cuitnnll\ be merged in tlw 
population composing thr majority 

Tin French represents e had also made u'c of an expression hirh, if sopi 
ated from tne context, might gu> Lhe same impression Distinction must here 
be made between two things He quite agreed with hi Briand that any action on 
the part of a minority must be taken m accordance with law and m a spirit of lovaltt 
to the State to which it belonged There was, hoi ei er, another aspect to be con 
siden d lb thought that it would not be misinterpreting the obsfrvations of 
M Briand if he maintained that that did not mean that minorities mu't a! o abandon 
their spcnal cliarartenstt s of race language and culture 

Dr Stresemann added that no one could agree with M Bmnd more 'ntirch 
than he himself on the pomt that thr sovereign tv of States must be preserved, as 
that sovereignty vas one rf the pillar- of peace and good understanding 

The Piuident, M \datci, expressed his satisfaction that the Council had 
approved Ins resolution, adding that the new provisions would enter into force at 
once 


a — Minorities in Upper Silesia 

Two ubjects were dealt with under this heading (i) th“ agreement concluded 
in Paris as a result of negotiations between the German and Polish Governments 
regarding the interpretation and application of certain rlau'u of tin Upper Silesian 
Convention, (a) petitions from the German aid Polish minorities 

Or Ju"- titb, the Omv apjwo' ed tie agreement' conclud'd tit Pari' in 
March and fynl by the German and Polish Governments These agre ments are 
in the nature of practical arrangements to facilitate the application of certain clause' 
of the Upper Silesian Convention and concern the right of petition and channels 
of appeal, the form in vluch petitions are tn he submitted, proceedings before the 
Mixed Commis ion, time limits cti In the rapporteur's opinion, the\ will improve 
and accelerate the local procedure, thus facilitating the Council's tasl and the rela 
tions between the minorities and the competent authorities In submitting the 
agreements to the Coun< il, M Adatci, who had presided over the Paris ncgoti llions, 
cxprr«ed the hope that it would be possible later to settle in the same wav the 
complicated que tion of the admisnon of children to German minority cliools in 
the vuivodslup of Silesia 

On lune I4th, the Council adopted the conclusions of its rapporteur concerning 
fin p'tilions from German and Polish Silesia Four others were withdrawn from 
the agenda, two at the request of the petitioners and two owing to thr jirolongation 
of the limit time for the filing of observations by Governments 

Po’ish tru ortlv cboals n German Upper Silesia (Petition from the Association 
ot Poles in Germany j — The petitioners alleged that th> German authorities had 
not observed the pro lsions of the Upper Silesian Convention with regard to the 
establishment, m untenance and organisation of the Polish minority "chools The 
rapporteur stated that, os regards the schools mentioned bv thr petitioner' in which 
the instruction had been suspended for a certain limr, there could be no quc'tion 
of nnv infringement ot the Convention He noted, moreover, that the German 
Go> ernment intended to carry out in lyjO its scheme for tlm cstibbshmcnt of a 
Jr lining collrgc for teachers in minority schools 

^ith regard to the allegation that pre'surc had been brought to bear upon 
I^r on responsible for the childrens education, the rapporteur considered that 
in thing could br drcid"d on the basis of general assertions and that, should such 
nrcumninu on<c, compla nts might be addressed to the Council m each indivi 
dual case

3 — Petition fro«i Messrs Naumann awd Graibe 

A petition having been addressed ot the Council by Messrs Naumann and 
Graebe on the subject of the liquidation of property belonging to certain Polish 
nationJs belonging to the German minority, the German representative, m view 
cf the urgency of the question ov mg to measures taken bv the Polish Government 
to proceed to the liquidation of the property— asked that it should be included 
in the agenda of the fifty fifth ses ion 

On June 14th, Dr Streremann recalled that tin. question raised bv the pcti 
tioners had been dealt \/ith by the Council m several of its aspects during 1922 and 
ig24 There had also been direct negotiations between Poland and Germany, 
which had, unfortunately, not resulted m the settlement of all difficulties He 
emphasised that the question was distinulv a mmorit" problem, because it touched 
upon the interpretation ot provisions concerning the acquisition nl Polish nationality, 
Aihich were incorporated in a minority treat/ The Council, he said, had already 
taken practical and useful stpps in thp matter and ds the German minontv had 
shown its confidence in the Council m submitting the question tc it, he thought it 
would be advisable to endeavour to obtain a solution in the Council before referring 
the question to the Permanent Court of International Justice He would be pre 
pared to approve and adhere to an, proposal tnat would bring about a just solution 
of the question by means of mutual understanding It was essential, ho aver, that, 
before a final dcci'ion was given, there 'hould be no fait aicor pit owing to the execu 
tion of new acts of liquidation or the continuation of liquidations in progress 

Without denvmg that Dr Stre'emann was within his rights in requesting that 
the matter should be placed on the Council agenda, the Poll'd representative, 
M Zaleshi, regretted that the regular procedure had nut been lollowed and criti 
ciscd the tendency to e’ ade a previous cumulation of minority questions by 
Committees of Three He observed that he might also In.e be°n lustiticd in bringing 
a petition directly before the Council nimdv that concerning the recent incidents 
at Oppeln— in regard to which he gave certain details— but that he had preferred 
to allow the usual procedure to take its course as it seamed to him the most suitable 
method of settlement 
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4 s regards tin. substance of the petition he declared that the liquidation 
mentioned had not «md could not ha e anything to do nth the protection of the 
German minority in Poland, as it concerned solely and c vdimclv German citircn' 
In matter^ of liquidation and in ntner affair* the Polish Government always endca 
vourod to negotiate dirtctlv with tlic German Government, and representatives 
of the tiro Governments had, «» a matter of fact, just receiv d full powers to nego 
tiats in regard to a certain category of property liable to liquidation In conclusion, 
he stareo that, without prejudging the sub tancc of the petition he was ready to 
examine it with all due attention 

In the course of conversations vith th. representative of the tvo States 
concerned, the rapporteur, M Aciatci, came to the conclusion that the questions 
raised b” the petitioners, in particular those concaning the acquisition of Polish 
nationality, vuuld be mare rapidly and effective!/ settled b\ direct negotiations 
between the foush and German Go • rnments On June I5tli, he informed the 
Council tint the repre entatives of the e tv n Government' had agreed to enter 
as 'Oon as pos ible into dirret negotial'oa under lus presidency It " us understood 
that II Adatci cruld, should he tlunl it < pcdienl, entrust the actual chairmanship 
to any person he might con id<*r best qualified to cxerci* it 

M 4 datci stated morervi r that the Polish Government had informed him that 
if, following e animation of the question of nauonality it >vas found that the 
persons affected were (nulled to Polish nationality, the Polish Government "ould 
not fail to caned the liquidation This operation would, in principle, mean the 
rc ttration of the liquidated property to its former owners In cases where liqrn 
dation had been carried out and .vhere the restoration of the propertv was found 
difficult in practice, equitable and suitable compensation might be paid 

The German and Polish representatives thanl cd tin* rapporteur and his col 
leagues for the trouble thev had tal-cn to arrive at a solution, accomnanvmg by 
brief statements their Ceeptance of the report 

Dr ^tresc mann regretted that M ZaM 1 had the day before riscd the question 
of the Oppcln incident , which had nothing to do with tli« questions under exami 
nation He deplored the=e incidents, hr had him elf expressed his proiound regrot 
before the Foreign Affairs Committee of the Reichstag, the Prussian Government 
had taken the nee. «sary di. iphnaw action and had instituted proceedings He 
con'idered that 'urh incidents *hould not be exploited for polite al purposes and 
that all the Mi mhe-s cf the Council slmuld a>'oid bringing such questions before 
the public 

nl Zale'ki said that he would be e trcmelv glad to cooperate with the German 
repre cntaUve in settling as far a pn ible the aifficulties between them without 
bringing them before the public 


4 — Minomtjes in Lithuania

This question was placed on the agenda of the fifty fifth session of the Council, 
and sub'cquintlv postponed to the next <es'ion, in the following circumstances 
The petition, which v as from thirty four persons of Ru'snn origin, had been 
declared recuv able and fon arded for o ammat on, 111 accordance with the procedure 
in force, to a Committee of three Member ot the Council n*mclv the Tinni'h, 
B iti'h *nd Italian repn 'enta'ives Tli< Litliuaman Go"ernment, myited to pre 
'ont ob'ep ations, cv pros td the opinion that itv a' too early to 'ubmit ob'crvatiors 
on Ac 'ubyct of this pehtion, a« it did not vet tigum on the Council agenda The 
Committee of Three had therefore to tudy the question te clusivclv in the light 
of the information contained in the petition 4 s the result of this study, and in 
view of the above mentioned dcdarition, of the Lithuanian Government, the 
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Finnish British and Italian representatives asked tnat this question should be 
plac'd on the agenda 

The Lithuanian Government sub equently informed thn Council that before 
deciding whether it should be represented nn the Ccunul when this que Uon came 
up tor c ianmnticn it would as! hat infraction or danger ol infraction had been 
notified to the Council by the Committee of Three Tno Council accordingly, 
on June 15th, decided to communicate to the Lithuanian fiovfmmrnt the results 
of the e animation of the question by the Committee of Three and, to gi"e the 
Lithuanian Go\irnment time to submit it* observations, postponed tin question 
to it c September suasion 


VII — Political Questions

Opium Convention of 1055 The rapporteur recalled tnat the Advisory Committee

might be necessary in the form of the Assembly hall after the question ol acoustics 
had been studied

In the last place the Serbian Goiemmeit

But (he Brazilian Gc .’eminent also argued 
that even admitting the conclusion am ed at 
by th" Cou rt to be com t tholoansarc governed 
by Trench law which \ ould not allow a payment 
in francs to be made on the basi of gold value 
The Court however holds that the loans arc 
in principle governed by Brazilian Lw according 
to vhich their validity is mdi putable And 
it ob<er co dint neither 1' there an e v press 
provision nor are there any circumstances 
which conclusively sho v that it was Brazils 
intention to subjc t the validity of her obliga 
tions to som» f -reign law The Court neverthe 
leos admits that the currency of payment may 
be gov erned by Fancb law but holds that tnls 
situation need not be envisaged since in its

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reaproctty as regards economy equality or the 
conclusion of bilateral agreements between the

The World Sugar Situation * 

The report of the Committee of E-fcrta 
inquiring into the condition of the sngarindustry 
which has be n n published b\ the League sho is 
that sugar consumption has been growing since 
the end of the war at the rate of nearlv 4I per 
cent per annum 1 lulc production has increased 
ev n faster as compared with a growth of 
consumption and producticn for several decades 
befor tile war of 3 per cent per annum 
The outstripping of consumption bv produc 
tion is duo largely to the violent stimulus to 
production ^particularly of cane sugar) resulting 
from the high prices of the war and immediate 
po't war period A concerted pohcj of produc 
tion is speaally difficult in view of the fact that 
tile conditions of production differ widdy for 
cane and beet sugar At the beginning of the 
twentieth century beet sugar accounted for more 
than half the world s total in 1913 for some 
thing less than half and to-day for about 
one third The continual uicreaw in the con 
sumption of sueir since 1912 has been met 
almost entirely by th< cane sugar production 
In the course or the decide following the apph 
cati n of the Bru-sels Convention of 1003 cane 
'ugar production increased by some 140 per 
cent and that of beet sugar by only about 50 
per cent

The war caused a complete revolution of the 
world sugar indu try and decisively settled the 
contest between cane and beet in favour of the 
former In the present commercial year the 
production of can" sugaris 8 million tons greater 
than in 1911-1914 while that of beet sugar is 
about half a million tons greater The uraul 
taneoiis and uncoordinated expansion of the 
two industries has ted to excessive output 
resulting in a fall in pnev and the partial 
stagnation of the sugar industry The measures 
tal cn by v anon s guveraments to create protect 
or stimulate sugar industries artinaally within 
their frontiers merely aggra ated the crisis 
The report e amines the solutions discus'cd 
and notes that the following proposals received

Should the Court bo called upon itself to settle 
all the questions involved bv the execution of the 
prons-ons in dispute it shall grant the parties 
rca-ionablc tare for the oroduction of document. 
rurtbcTuo e mordcrtofaobt.te this settlement 
the Court may be requested by other party to 


delegate one or three of itsmembers for the purpose 

of conducting investigation on the spot and of 

hearing the evidence of any interested person.. 

Thu origin ol the case mav be sum mans cl

the Gex District vlulst as regards Upper 
Savov she refers to the rigirae e-tablishd by 
the Treaty of St Julien of 1603 Since thit 
tim» other conventions had be»n concluded 
between the Republic of Genova and the 
sovereigns of the nnghbounng tern tone? (tho 
Kings of France for the Gex Distnct and the 
Dukes of Savoy or the Kings of Sardinia for 
Upp-r Savoy 1 But it is none the loss true that 
the zone regime to which Article 4^ para 
graph of the Treaty of Versailles refers wa> 
officially established by the treaties concluded 
at the downtad ot the First French Impirc 
The Treatv of Pans of November ->oth i8i 3 , 
between France and the Allies established the 
Gex Zone By a proto-ol of tlm Conference of 
Pans dated November 3rd iSis the Allied 
Powers and France further undertook to u o 
their influence to secure from the King of 
Sardinia a special customs regime for tho small 
Sardiman zon the frontiers of this small one 
v ere fixed and the special regime donned by the 
Treatv of Turin 18m between Sntzorland and 
Sardinia It must b* added that Switzerland 
was not a signatory of the Treaty of Pans of 
November oth nor of the Proto ol of November 
3rd 1815 On the other hand Swit erhnd was 
a signatory of the Treaty of Pins of 1S16 and 
generally speaking the setting up of tlic Zones 
may be regarded as the result of the efforts of 
Charles Pictet de Rocbemont acting as (lipio 
matic representative first of the Republic of 
Geneva and afterwards of the Sms Confcdera 
bon Geneva at this moment was recovenng 
its independence it cea. ed to belong to France 
to which it had beea attached by the law of 
Apnl :6th 1798 (7 Florcal, year \I) and 
was admitted to the S vuss Confederation and 
obtained certain temtonal changes, which 
enabl'd the vanous non-conbguons portions 
that constituted her temtory to be joined up 
with one another and with the rest of Switzer 
land further the special zone rfigunn was 
established for the purpose of securing for 
G*"«va a wide field of economic activity 

At the tune when the Zones were established 
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there were levied at Geneva only certain does 
of minor importance so that practically the 
zone produce had free access to Genovese tern 
ton When in 1849 Switzerland substituted 
the Federal customs tor the Cantonal customs 
instituted shortly after i^lj this situation was 
modified the entry of zone produce into Swiss 
territory was thenceforward subject to the Swiss 
customs rdgime so that the zones were open 
to all Swiss produce whilst th° importation 
of the produce of the zones into Swit erland 
on the contrary depended on such facilities as 
were granted by the latter country 

In the customs com enhoas which Switzerland 
from tlus date had to conclude with her neigh 
bour there arc special provisions concerning the 
ones Certain exceptions m favour of trade 
between the small Sardinian zone and Genoa 
ate for instance to be found in the Swiss 
Sardinian Treaty of Commerce of 1851 Others 
are provided in the Franco Swiss Treaty of 
Commerce of 1864 applying botn to the Gex 
*£ne and to th"s« o' Upper Savoy— f o r a 'he 
infers al Upper Savoy had been ceded by Sar 
dim a to France under the Treaty of Turin 
i8uo The customs rdgime easting m the 
Sardinian zone bad further been extended in 
i8no to the whole district knovn as the large 
one in svcordaoce nth the wishe* expressed 
by the populate of that di tnctin the pMusate 
which sanctioned the umon of Upper Savoy 
with Trance 

This uni m of Upper Savoy with France was 
not formally recognised by Switzerland until 
the Franco Swiss Convention concluded in 1881 
Til' Convention of 1881 continued to operate 
m favour of the Free Zones even during the 
period of the so called customs war between 
Fiance and Switzerland 1892-1805 The tom 
mercial Convention signal on October -otb 
1900 bv Trance and Sutherland a special annex 
to which contained regulations for the Gcx 
-one is also to be noted 

During the war of 1914-1918 a police cordon 
was first established by France at the Swiss 
frontier , lator on, the restrictions on imports 
and exports applying to the whole of French 
territory v ere extended to the -ones and 
finally in June igi8 the Trench Government 
pLccd the -ones as regains customs in the 
same position as the rest of France In 1918 
the Trench Government denounced the annex 
to the Convention of xoofi concerning the Gex 
district and also the Convention of 1SS1 certain 
provi'tons of which concerned the Upper Savoy 

In order to salve the problem which had thus 
arisen the Trench and Swiss Governments in 


1019 each set up a Commission to consider 
infer alia the ones question and at the end of 
April the French Government forwarded to 
the Sms Government a preliminary draft 
Convention involving the transfer of the French 
customs to the political ironher 

The French Government about the same 
time informed the Swiss Government of its 
de ire th-t a clause concerning the -ones 
(neutral zone and free zones! should be inserted 
m the Treaty of Peace and negotiations were 
entered upon which led to the drafting of a 
provi ion which became Article 435 of the 
Treaty of tersadle and included the two 
annexes above mentioned 

The application of Article 435 gave rise to 
negotiations in 1019 and subsequently beh een 
the French and Swiss Governments Para 
graph I concerning the large -one gave nse 
to no difficulty but as regards paragraph II 
concerning the small free -ones establzbed in 
1815 or 1810 the negotiations at once shoved 
a fundamental difference of opinion. France 
had the intention of establishing a customs 
line at her political frontier at the same tune 
granting certain facilities in iavour oi the 
zones Swit'erland on the other hand thought 
that the French customs lino should remain at 
the inside cige of the zones on the French side 
and considered that the agreement to be 
reached should consist of custom* facilities 
granted in Swiss territory to the products of 
the zones 

An agreement ws at length reached between 
the two Governments Switz'land white 
maintaining her attitude on the point of law 
con ented in fact to the transfer of the French 
customs to the political frontier On August 
7U1 10 i a Convention was concluded ba-ed 
on the establishment of the French cu toms 
line at the Swiss frontier This Convention 
was accepted bv the Swiss Parliament by 
the Council of States in February 1122 liv 
20 votes to 9 and by the National Counnl 
in March iq. 2, by 75 votes to 6 But in 
confoimity inth the Federal Constitution a 
referendum -"as requested and the Si iss people 
on Tebnnry cStli rgzj demanded the reje 
bon of the Convention by 414 jOj votes against 
93802 

The Swiss Gov eminent accord injy informed 
the French Government that it was unable to 
ratify the Convention The French Govern 
ment disputed the soundness of the reasons 
given by the Swiss Government Meanwhile 
the Trench Parliament had voted 1 lai for the 
pacing of the customs line at the political 
frontier This law vas, notwithstanding a 
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protest from the Sousa Government pat into 
force on November 10th 19*3 

The setiem jit of the question of the Free 
Zone ns stated h\ the Treats of Versailles 
was accoidi'j,!, amended by * v * greatest d *5 
culties as the Swiss Government held that it 
was prevented by the re ult of the referendum 
from negotiating on th* bvsis of the transfer 
of the customs barrier to the political frontier 
and the Fruich Government refused to treat 
do ant basis Other than the dt farto situation 
iyl <cb ’t had created in 19 3 Arbitration pro 
vided a aay out of the dilemma Whilst 
Sr itzcrliindv ashed to s ubmit to the arbitrator— 
the Permanent Court of International Justice— 
only the question of Fiance s right to transfer 
her customs burner to theMronher, Trance 
preferred to obtain from an arbitrator a deci 
<ion upon all the points at issue including the 
cconrnu questions concerning the relabons 
between Geneva and the neighbouring areas 

The result was the Special Agreement of 
Octooer »oth 1924 which vas submitted to 
the Court on Murrh .9th w 8 

Tlie main points of the two opposing views 
a- brought out at the hearing id regard to the 
question of the interpretation of Article 4^5 
paragraphs of the Treaty of Versailles (Article 1 
of the Special Agreement) may be summarised 
a folio'll. 

The Tench Vita. —The <ontrovtn>y con 
ctraing the Zones afle tea the national sover- 
eignty of Trance Tnr this nj»rn the partis 
having agrees to submit it to th Court it \ as 
c scntnl that th. latter should very stnctlv 
ob'ere the terms of reference ti-red bv the 
Special Agreement The Special Agr ement 
presented the Court with the folio nng altcrna 
tivc to say either that the di pitted daus 
had abrogated tip provisions of the treaties 
establishing the Fr e* Zone or that it was 
intended to lead to their abrogation 

The French Government held that bv saying 
that they were no longer consistent ith 
pres nt conditions it had abrogated them 
The\ could ndoed be abrogated without 
Sv itzcrland « consent since that country v as 
not a party to the instruments eJabhlnog 
tlpm This was especially evident as regards 
the Tree Zone of the District of Get m tituted 
b, the Treaty of Pans of November 20th 1815 
to which Swat erland not oid, va not a signa 
toiy but to which she did not even subs* 
qucnU, accede a„ sh* might leave don* and as 
twentv tlirce other States did This was also 
true as regards the small Sardinian Zone 
whicl really originated m the Protocol of the 
Conference of Pans ol November 311! 1815 to 


' hich Proto ol Switzerland vas not a party 
and which the Sardinian Swiss Treaty of Turin 
of 1816— which was signed by Switzerland— 
merely earned into effect. 

Again Sirt-e 1 ~d couM m*- ass flagged 
real • nght derived from a 1 stipulation in 
favour of a third party for though the 
principle of stipulation^ in favour of a third 
party vas found in various forms and \ ith 
various reservations in the municipal law of 
some countries it was not admissible at inter 
nations] 'aw and cw+aialv not 10 the pre> n* 
case because the contracting parties of 1815 
did not mdicat* that they meant to make a 
stipulation in favour of Switzerland 
This interpretation of Arbcl* 43s paragraphs 
was not contradicted by an analyse, of its 
annexes which moreover could only enter 
into account in so far as th*v did not conba 
diet the precise meaning of the principal 
danse The Swiss Not of May jth 1019 
(annex 1 to the Article) by v hi*h Suit/ crlantl 
consented to the insertion of me articic uid 
not in fact dearly indicate S vitzeiland s opposi 
twn to the abolition of th* Zones regim* it 
was only sub equcntl ' that S\ ntzcrland had 
sought to constru* tin note as a definite 
oppo ition to tlic abolition of that regim* and 
this sub equent interpretation could not be 
regarded as valid The Trench Note of May iStli, 
1919 (annex 2 to tho article) clearly slated that

Tft» Su s V\tw — Under the t»Ta ot the 
Spend Arbitration Agreement muting the 
Court to dende whether as betv ecu Switzerland 
and Frana Article 435 paiagrapb • had 
abrogated or « as intended to lead to the abroga 
hon of the stipulations by which the Free 
Zones irero set up the Court was in no wav 
pro .inted from replving negatively on both 
tliose points and the Swiss Govcmmint was 
of opinion that it *us incumbent upon the Court 
to answer m the negative on both points since 
the article in di pute h<ul no other object than 
to indicate that the signatories of the Treaty 
of Versailles other than Trance iissn'erested 
themselves from the solution of the Zone 
que tion v. huh 1 1 was for T ranco and Switze land 
to settle by detumtoi toguther Th it was the 
only ronstnntion that could be placed upon 
Article 4 j 5 p iragraph -> and it. anneves which

Versailles it appeared that Switzerland had not 
given up her nght to the maintenance of the 
Fre" Zones The Suss Note of Ma_, 5th 1019 
which appeared as an annex to Article 435 
clearlv laid down that Switzerland only sigmnod 
her acquiescence to Article 435 subject to the 
specific proviso that it did not imply the 
relinquishment of the economic and customs 
vv stem of the Free Zones without her assent 
The French Note of May 18th iqig (also an 
annex to Article 435) it is true sho red France s 
intention to bansfer her customs burner to her 
political frontier in the zone areas but this 
Note the submission of which was belated was 
inserted in the Treaty vithout Switzerland's 
assent it did not in the ’east affect tbe isserva 
hon pLced by Switzerland upon her acquiescence

The nght ot Switzerland to the maintenance 
of the Free Zone, nose from the fa t that the 


Free Zones were set up for the purpo e of 
ensuring to the Canton of Geneva such relations 
witn its natural 1 11/ -r'and namely the Zone 
areas a_ v ere indispensable As lar as the 
Ge” Zone vras concermd the stipulation of the 
Treaty of Pans of November .nth 1815 
clearly indicated that the signatories of this 
treat, in'eadoi to rttpulat* to' the leocft J 
Geneva As a consequence of this stipulation 
made in favour of a third party Switzerland 
could assort a right to the maintenance of the 
Zone this nght which was effective er„a 
on ms v/as in the nature of a ’ real nght 
there was nothing m international lav to pr< vent 
the making of stipulations m favour of a third 
party These considerations which applied 
to the Gcx Zone applied a Jort or to the small 
Sardinian Zone as regards the latter moreover,

The setting up of the S viss Tedetal Customs

argument morco er the 1815 and l8it 
treaty stipulations did not prohibit Switzerland 
irow t toblv.biDg'-u'to'&s Eesidcs after tnese 
customs had b-ea set up S nUerland and Trance 
came to an arrangement by whreh France 
recogrn ed S ntzerland's nght to set up these 
customs 

Order of 'he Court —The Court by an Order 
read out at a public sitting on August 19th 
i<» q fixed Mav 1st 1030 as the date of expire 
tion of the period within which the Parties 
might settle between thems Ives the rfgunc 
ot th" Zon 1 '- 

The grounds of the Order itself indicate the 
result of the deliberations upon the points 
relating to th- abrogation of the stipulations 
of 1013 and i 3 iG the Court therefore has not 
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a ail»d itself of tin. terms of the agreement 
beta el’ll the Parties to the effect that no 
objection would be rased to a purely unofficial 
communication of this result 
Tnr Court m f-'t otrerves thit the spurt 
and letter of its Statute do not p rmit it to ante 
a communication of this land but tint on the 
other hand it would be u clcss to grant the 
parties a period within which to conclude an 
ngreem»nt if the Court did not at the same 
tune inform them as to the solution of the 
question of interpretation which had hitherto 
rendered this asrcem'Ht unpOiSible The ronrt 
next observes that it must in any event fix by 
Order the time in question and that Orders 
though as a general rule read in open Court 
have not the same force of ns judicata m the 
dispute as a judgment accord nigh —but not 
without emphasising the stnetiy exceptional 
character of the construction— it arrives at the 
conclusion that effect max be given to the 
common will of the parties by indicating m 
the pounds of the Order fixing the time limit, 
the result of the deliberation on the question

Approaching the question- submitted to it 
in this connection the Court first of all observes 
that if it arrives at the conclusion that the

De ling a ith the merits of the question the 
Court stio •s that the relevant orovision docs not 
involve as a nccessarv consequence the abroga 
tion of the stipulations of 1815-1816 regarding 
the Ere Zones Thisprovi ion moreo er is not 
binding on Switzerland— who is not a signatory 
of the Treaty of V cradles — u 'cpt to the extent 
to which she has accepted it but 'll" has only 
acquic. ccd 1a the article subject to a reservation 
respiting the suppression of the Free Zones 
The pro a-ion therefore could only be operative 
as b ta""n Franc" and Si itzerhnd if Switzer 
lands as-ent were unneccs it} for such suj>- 


pression The Court however holds that 
S vitzcrland h"s a contractual right in respect 
of the zones under the Trcatv of Tunn of 1816 
in th" case of th" small Sardinian Zeno and 
the Zone of St Gingoloh " and m th" case of 
the Zone of Gcv a right based on all the 
instruments that created that zone having 
regard to the circum-tances in which tli'y vere 
executed 

Lastly the Court holds that n"itl,cr has the 
rele ant clause of the Treaty of Versailles the 
abrogation of the regime of the Free Zones fir 
its object the only aim of the Trcata being to 
leave Trane" and Switzerland to t"ltle this 
rdgime between tliemselves by means of an 
agreement the contents of which are in no way 
prejudged bv the Treaty and 1 hich therefore 
may or may not involv the abrogation of the 
rigime of the Tree Zone- c tablibh"d in 1815 and 
1816 

The Order of Court m the deliberation on 
which twelve judges took part is followed by 
three dis enting opinions (M Nyholm Denmark 
M Ncgulesco Roumama, and II Dreyfus, 
France) relating to the interpretation of th» 
rchvant provision of th» Treaty of Versailles 
and ba certain observations [M PcsJ» Bra-il)

This te v t compn es two questions v Inch are 
referred to the Court the first requiring a 
decision as to whether in principle the Com 
mission has jurisdiction over the s’ctions of 
the Wartbe and NeLo situated in Polish tern 
tory and the second which arises onh in the 
event of an affinnative answer to the first 
asking what is the law vluch should govern 
the determination of the precise points to which 
tins jurisdiction extends 
The hearings at which the two Parties sub 
nnttrd their respective arguments lasted from 
August 20th to 24th Sir Cecil Hurst and 
Professor Basdevant were the principal speakers 
for the Sir Powers * in 1st M Wmiarski and 
Professor dc Visscher presented Poland s case 
Before heating the argument on the merits 
the Court had to decide a question of procedure 


raised by Sir Cecil Hurst who asked the Court 
to mie that the passages from the records of 
the preparatory wort of the Treaty of Ver 
sailles ated bv Poland in her documents of tire 
written proceedings should not be accepted as 
evidence in the ca*c 

Ey means of an Order the Court decided to 
comply with this request the chief ground for 
so doing bemg that three cf the Parties to the 
case (Germany, Denmark and Sr eden) did not 
take pari in the wort of the Conference which 
drew up the Treaty of Versailles 

The contentions of the two Parties in regard 
to the men Is of the case may be summarised as 
follows 

Cav of Ih Six Powers — As regards the first 
question raised by the Special Agreement the 
main contention of the Si v Powers is based on 
the following argument the matter at is ue 
is governed by P rt XII of the Treaty of 
Versailles read in conjunction with the Statute 
of Barcelona of April 20th, 19 1 

This part of the Treaty lays down in Article 
j 4I that the Oder shall be placed under th« 
administration of an International Commis 
swn which is the International Commission of 
the Oder The question put to the Court 
concerns the meaning of the word Oder in 
this Claus'- In the contention of the Six 
Fovcrs for the interpretation of this word, 
recourse must be had to Articles 331 and 338 
of the. Treaty According to Article 33 r 

The following rivers are declared inter 
national the Oder and ill na igable 
parte of these river systems whi n naturally 
provide more than one State with access to 
the sea 1 and according to Article 338 
Articles 332-337 of the Treaty v Inch establish 
a provisional rfgime 1 for the Oder amongst 
others have been superseded by the Conven 
bon and Statute of Barcelona relating to the 
rfgime of navigable ■■ ateiways of international 
crncern But the Statute of Barcelona contains 
m its first Article a definition of the waterways 
to which the regime established bj it is to 
apply a definition which undoubtedly covers 
the navigable course in Polish territory of the 
Warth” md Netze In the view of the Siv 
Powers therefore it is dear that the 1 juns 
diction of the International Commisncn of 
the Oder e. tends over any waten ay subject 
to the rfgime the application of vhich tile 
Commission has to supervise 

Should the Court not re ogmse the apph 
cabihty of the Statute of Barcelona for the 
solution of the point at issue the Siv Powers 
contend in tbe alternative that the Treaty of 
Versailles by its»li suffices to establish that the 
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jun dicbnn of tlic International Coro mission of 
tlie Oder must extend as far as the points where 
the Warthe and Netze cea*e to be navigable 
They hold in fact that m this respect the 
teems of Article jjr of the Treaty of YcmaiUe 
are clear when thev declare Internationa] 'the 
Oder and alt na agable parts ' of its 
system “ v Inch naturally provide more than 
one State ath acu& to tire sea. Tor je thnjr 
contention the v ord part m tins dausr, 
used in relation to tlie repression nver 
systems ’ can onlv mean tributaries taken as a 
whole or canals If the authors of the Treaty 
had intended to sa, that parts of tributaries 
providing access to the sea to m State only 
did not come under the jurisdiction of the Com 
mis>ion,lhev would have used thev ord' sector' 
or button ard not part ' 

As regards the last question put b, the 
5pc< ml Agreement namely the question as to 
the law whirh should eovem the detenmnabon 
of the upstream lmuts of the Warthe and Netze 
to which the jurisdiction of the Commission 
extends the Six Power* contend that these 
points arc situated either under Article j3i of 
the Treat v of Versailles, at the place where 
the t\ o tnbut-neg of the Oder cons' to be 
nanignble or at the place dcsqnatcd by the 
general definition contained in Article i of the 
Statute of Barcelona 

M Seoliger spelling on behalf of the German 
Government ind in support of the contortions 
of the Six Po \crs also submitted the following 
a^ument the author of the Treaty of 
Versailles only meant to declare certain rivers 
international v ltlun the meaning of the hw 
rclabng to rivers included lit the Act of Vienna 
of i°t5 and in the convention subsequently 
concluded on th" subject But the ideas by 
winch the Congress of Vienna was guided in 
regard to the Lv of nvtrs were the principles 
oi international commimitv of interests m 
regard to tlic nvers in quesbou intemabonal 
reciprocity and navigability Accordingly the 
notion of a servitude in nver law had b*en 
•n.jjcr'xled by t^e rations "f Trap oc tv -id 
cquilitv tlus conception had been maintained 
by the Treaty of Versailles and the Statute of 
Barcelona Tlus implies among t other things 
tint the principle, of m or law must be applied 
throughout the whole navigable coni'' of a 
n cr and its tributaries for the equal benefit 
of all States concerned But the acceptance 
of the Polish contcnbon to the effc t that the 
rmig>b1i cectore of the Warthe and Netze 
in Poll h temtorv should remain outside tlie 
jundicbon of the Intemabonal Connu ion 
o! the Oder ' outd con'titntc a step backward 
in *>c -Vi-tqpjMr ct a rrcx’en merhn and 


this reacbon would h* particularly regretted by 
Germanv which vru clearly interested in these 
questions 

Cau for Pom i — rhe rentes ntabve? of the 
Polish Government in statnig their case in 
regard to tlie first quesbon, construed Article 
33 1 of the Treaty of Vi readies as being essonbally 
confined to geographical definition and as solely 
intended to determine the waterways or part 
of waterways which the High Contracbng 
Parties declare to be intemabonal but without 
defining expliatlv or imphcitlv anv of the effects 
of internationalisation Article declares 
intemabonal the four nvers therein enum'rated 
(Elbe Oder Nrem n Danube) and all 
navigable parts of these nver systems which 
rahmlly pro ode "rere ‘ban o-o S!?*e

If in this passage the word part be read 
in conjunction with the expression Much 
naturally provide more than one State ,nth 
access to tlic ca and not with th( a ords 

nver sv« terns it folio s in the contention 
of tbe Polish Government tint the sectors 
ot the Wirthv anl ML* „ i hii.li tie ituaiof 
m Polish tontorv and v hlch only provide access 
to the sea to one State do not come a itlim tlic 
jurisdiction of the Intemabonal Commission 
The Poll h Government holds that the notion 
of na ^ability taken from the Statute of 
Barcelona cannot prevail again t the principle 
thus established bv the Treaty of ,r ersail1rt 
iUH It also points out that it ms not ratified 
the Convention and Statute of Barcelona, 
and that these instruments, notwithstanding 
their approval by the Lerguc of Nations cannot 
therefore be enforced against it m its own 
temtorv 

In the second place tire Polish Go eminent 
submits that the intemabonal river rf glint and 
the intemabonal river ndrmni tration are two 
disbnet conccpbons vhreh do not n'ctssanlv

exceptional arrangrm"nt a Juch can only exist 
m virtue of express stipulations 

Moreover the Conference of Barcelona it elf 
though animated bv progres'iv c idea definitely 
reftr ed to link tire noher of tie i"*<srati n- 'ibsi 
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tion of a n\er fa) that of in intemafaonij 
administration The various nver commission 1 : 
themselves in interpreting Part \H of the 
Treat of Versailles and tlie Statute of Barcelona 
lave more than once deviated from the idea 
that regime -nd administration comcide 

The Protocols of the Conf rence of the 
Danube aScnl vet another mduuou w thi 
sen^e namely that the international chancier 
ot a nver is not alwa/s determined by the 
notion ot nivirrability alone “veral other 
con (derations bn 1 e sometimes been taken 
into account 

Furthermore Poland bolds that tbis Statute 
(the Statute of Barcelona) relates to one matter 
only naim.lv the matter provisionally dealt 
with by the Treat) of Versailles in Article* 
332-337 and vnth regard to which Artml* 338 
of the Treaty lays down th-t the provisional 
arrangement is to be superseded bv a subsequent 
convention (Barcelona) And Arti lac ,32-337 
refer to the nver idgime and not to the 
administration 

With regard to the econd question pot b” 
the Special Agreement the repre entabves of 
th» Polish Government observed that in thnir 
Governments contention this question could 
onl) arise in tv o contingencies In the e ent 
of the Court hoIdin b that the regime vnd the 
international administration of the Oder nver 
system should coincide or in the event of the 
Court holding that Arbcle 331 itself extends 
the limits of the Commissions jun diction to 
the point in Polish temtorv where the Warthe 
and Netzo cease to be navigable But as the 
Polish representatives stated the Polish Govern 
raent rejects both the*e hypotheses 

Poland therefore confines herself to -sking 
for the rejection of the contentions of the Sl 
P aints to the effect that the principle of low 
which should govern the determination ol tlie 
upstream limit of the jurisdiction of the Inter 
national Commission of the Oder is to be found 
either in Article 331 of the Treaty of Versailles 
(up"tream limit of na igibilrty of the conre of 
the Worth and Net ) or in the general dehni 
bon contained m Article 1 of the Statute of 
Barcelona 

The parties having respective!) submitted 
their reply and rejoinder the Prsidcnt

The most important results of this tenth 
se-sion were obtained in the sphere of arbitrabon 
and the judicial orgamsabon of int*rnabonal 
rdabons economic co op*ration and measures 
to combat the opium and drug traffic 

The first category includes the accession to 
the Optional Clause of the Court Statute of 
fifteen States including three Permanent Mem 
b»rs of the Council— France Great Britain and 
Italy v hich thus re-ogni'ed the compulsory 
jurisdiction of the Court for certain categories of 
dispute* 

Another point which fall wi thin tots cat*gory 
is the adoption of tv 0 Protocols, one on the 
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rtn ion of the Statute of th' Permanent Coact 
of International Justice the other on die acres 
ion of tho United States to the ro«t Statute 
The effect of there new accessions to the Optional 
Clause and the accession 01 the United States 
to the Court tall be to increase the scope and 
the importance of the work of that organisa- 
tion 

The amendments to the Statute arc designed 
to make th Court a permanent judicial orgams- 
bon in the full meaning of the term with judges 
i ha arc specialists in international law 

It should further le mentioned that during 
(he tenoral diseu sion Denmarl Finland 
Fiance Latvia and C*e- hodovaloa announced 
their intention of acceding to the General Act 
for the Pacific S-ttlcmcnt of International Do 
pute» which was adopted b, the i9’8 As* rably 
and came into force in 19 0 folio nng the acces- 
sion of Edgmrn Norway «nd Si eden 

The coming into force of the Pact for the 
Renunciation of War gave n c to the idea of 
reconsidering certain articles of the Covenant 
which did not cem to be m harmony with the 
Pact The articles in question arc Nos u 13 
and 15 i hich appear in theory to admit tbc 
possibility of resort to var In view of the com 
plexilv o( the question of am' ndmenls to the 
Covemm the Assembly ct up 1 special com

The British representative Mr Hendewon

Assembly, his Government deeply regretted the

According to information received by the 
British Government up to August 31st the dls 
turbances had begun in Jerusalem on August 
t6th The officer administrating the territory 
had taken immediate st ps to obtain reinforce 
inents from outside Pales bo' In tbB night of 
August 23rd to 24ft th' disturbances had 
-pread to places out. Me Jerusalem By 
August 31 1 the total casualtn- were —Rill'd 
or died of wounds Moslem, 83, Christian- 4 
Jews 109 wjunded in hospital Moslems 122 
Christians 10 Jews 183 
Mr Henderson emphasised that martial law 
was not enforced and that participants in tto 
disturbances had been tried in the ordinary 
civil courts He concluded by a statement to 
the effect that the British Government had no 
idea of reconsidering the British tenure of the 
British mandate of Pale (me and that no inquiry 
was contemplated that might alter th* position 
of tt-t country in regard to the mandate— or 
tb" policy laid down by the Balfour Declaration 
of 1917 and embodied m the mandate— of &>tab

the measures to prevent any recurrence of such 
incidents He proposed tint, m accordance w ith

The French representative, M Briand express 
ing his sympathy with the victims of the inci 
dents said that the Rapporteur bod interpreted 
the feelings of all the Members of the Council 
His Government he said had taken measures 
to present any spread of the disturbance at the 
froitior betwcon Syria and Pale hne 

Hr Dandurand (Canada) associated him elf 
with the expressions of sympathy with the 
victim,, and nth their families saying that it 
was impossible for the Council to form an 
opinion until in possession of the results oi th 
inquirj 

The President said that the Council might bo

tory Povor this question would finally he 
settled in accordance with the spirit of the 
Covenant and toe mandate 

The Italian representative quened v hether 
the scheme recommended by the Hilton Young 
Commission was in conformity with the spint of 
the mandat 0 notwithstanding the existence of a 
clauv. authorising the union, from the customs 
and administrative point of view of mandated 
territories with the territory placed under the 
direct so erergnty of toe mandatory Power 
This has been done in one case, that of the 
Cameroons under Bnb'h mandate It might 
however be held that what bad been done in 
the care of the British Cameroons was not 
acceptable in the case of Tanganyika In too 
one case the territory was small, m th° other 
it was extrcmclv vast 

The Italian representative drew attenbon to 
tho fact that tho guiding idea of the clause 
referred to was to facilitate the administration 
of the mandated territory b, uniting it to a 
larger administration already in existence, in 
the case of Tanganyika theposifaon was reversed 
since Tanganyika vas tho principal temtoiy 
whereas ICcnva and Uganda might be regarded 
as accessory temtonos He suggested that before 
carrying out the scheme tho British Government 
might consult too Mandates Commission 

Th° Bnbsh representative recalled that Ins 
Gov ernm cn t was studying too question, and had

Assembly on the report of the Advisory Com 
nnttcv on Traffic in Opium may be described as 
one of the most important which have ever 
t ken pLc U not the most mpo'to-t s’’Oii vg 
in the a ords of the Rapporteur a deep sense of 
the gnwity of the position and a general deter 
munition to put an end to the illicit traffic as 
soon as po'siblc 

The debate conecntrated upon ilireo mam 
jxunts (i) tlic vital necessity of tlic umvcral 
ratifiution and strict application of the Geneva 
Convention , ( ) the necessity of securing inter 
national agreement by wluch each of tlic manu 
factoring countries v ould undertake to limit its 
manufacture to a definite quota of the world'' 
scientific and medical requirements as regards 
morphine heroin cocaine and similar drug 
(3) tlic future constitution of the Advisory Com 
mittco o as to allow of a more effective repre 
seat bon ol non 12*0 Jic* nrg countries 
While noting the large number of prorauis of 
ratification of the Geneva Convention received 
during th* past fev months the Assembly could 
not but draw attention to the fact that at the 
jiresent time only twen tv-si' of the fifty four 
Member- of the League lead ratified the Conven 
lion Itdccidcd therefore tliat a further apjieal 
should be addressed immediately to all Stales 
fStcAmcxI Resolution Social and llmnm 
UrmnQwihm ho 1 
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Members which had not jet ratified the Con 
venfaon to do so at the earliest possible moment 
The Assembly further recommended that the 
Councd should draw the attention of Go em 
meats to the necessity of brmgm 0 into operation 
an effective national ystem of administrative 
control m accordance with the Hague and 
Geneva Conventions recalling m this connection 
the model code for the control of the drag traffic 
prepared bj the Advisory Committe 
The greater part of the debate was concen 
bated upon the quesbon of the limitabon of 
manufacture The French delegate informed the 
Fifth As'embh Committee of his Government s 
decision to impose a limitation on its masufar 
hirers The Aencwelan Italian Uruguayan 
and British representatives deposited resolutions 
on the subject The result of the discussion was 
the emergence of the possibility of agreement 
among manufacturing countries as to the deoir 
ability of the limitabon of manufacture, to be 
secured by a conference which would determine 
the total amount of narcobcs required to meet 
legitimate medical and scientific nc'ds ns well as 
the quota to be allocated among tbe various 
manufacturing countries 
The Assembly finallv adopted a r solution 
noting th" acceptance of tbo pnnaole of lumta 
taon by international agreement and request'd 
the Advisory Committee to prepare a plan of 
limitabon having regard to the world s medical 
and scienbn requirements and the means of 
preventing an urerea»e m pnee which might 
lead to the establishment of new factories in 
countries which were not at present maau/a 
tunng countries 

The Committee s report will be submitted to 
the Council, whn h will decide on tne convemng 
of a conference of the Governments of manufac 
tunng countries and the principal consuming 
countries 

Otb'r points touched upon in tlie discu sion 
were the quesbon of illicit traffic through th' 
post, and the importance of securing the eflecbve 
co operation of th« police authorities in conn's 
bon vith the League s work as regards trade, in 
opium t • •

ments for the execubon of the resolutions of the

Tb* cramur-tion of tbe budget was preceded 
by an important g ncral debate in tbe Fourth 
Committee In tbe course of the discussion it 
appeared that the budget circulated by the 
Secretary General in June only shewed in m 
cra.se of coo 000 frs compared with the past 
Near but that ovrog to sacral requests for 
additional credits made during th Assembly it 
Lid been increased to 28*10 48 frs which 
rcpre.cn ts an increase of 1 183 968 frs compared 
with IQ 9 

On this occasion the Fourth Committee 
emohastsed the necessity of observing the pro 
visions of the financial regulations so as to 
enable it to examine requests for supplementary 
credits w ith all desirable can It al 0 reminded

As regards the more general question of fresh

Tile Protocols \ c'c approved by a Conference 
of Signatories which met at Genua from 
September 4U1 to 12th and were opened on 
September 14th for the signature of the States 
concerned 

The history of these tno Protocols nm be 
summarised as folio is At its ninth „c=sion the 
Assembly passed a resolution ashing th» Council 
to arrange for the examination of the Court 
Statute ath a view to the introduction of any 
amendment that cpcncncc might show to b" 
necessary The Council appointed for this pur 
po e a Committee of Jurists and invited the 
American jurist Mr Elihu Root tbo President 
and Vice President of the Court and the Chair 
man of the Supervisory Commission to talc 
part in its work. 

Some tirao before this Committco met, the 
American Secretary of State Mr Kellogg sent 
the Governments concerned and the Secretary 
General a note sugge ting negotiations for tho 
runoaal of the few remaining difficulties in the 
way of th» accession of the United States to 
the Court Statute Tins nc question tho 
Council immediate!, added to the agenda of tho 
Committee of Jurists v Inch succeeded in reach 
ing agreement on two Protocols one for the 
rcnsion of the Statute, the other on the accession 
of the United States 

Subsequently at its June session the Council 
summoned a Conference of Signatories of the 
Court Statute to meet at Geneva on September 
•fill to examine the amendments proposed by 
the Committee o£ Jurists It also appro cd in 
so far a* it was concerned the American Protocol 
which was officially transmitted to the United 
Slate, and at iL September session referred 
tins question to the Conference on the Re iston 
of the Statute 

The Conference unanimously adopted tlw 
draft Protocol for the Accession of th» United 
States in its entirely It adopted with Jight 
modifications the Protocol concerning tho 
Revision of the Statute 

(a) lc-f non of ll» Ijmlcd Stale e — At the 
op-nin g of the Conf etui c the Secretary General 
S' un-xlt 


stated that he had information on which the 
Conff rente could rdj tint tho American 
Secretary of State had satisfied himself that the 
Protocol on the accession of the United States 
would meet tho objections raised bj tho American 
Senate and that if it icon, accepted by the 
other States he w ould recommend the President 
of tlu. Umt»d States that it be signed and 
submitted to the Senate for its consent to 
ratification 

In his report to the Assembly M Politis 
recalled that the United States Government 
not being a Member of the League had agreed 
to accede to the Court Statute subject to certain 
guarantees He then described the negotiations 
which had taken place recalling tint there had 
been agreement except on tlic question of 
advisory opinions 

He considered that this difficulty was duo to a 
rcvjprocal la cl of confidence Hie United States 
had feared that the Council or the Assembly 
might ask the Court for an advisory opinion 
t ithout considering tire interests of tho Untted 
States and tho other States had on their side 
b"en apprehen Ive let the reservation of tho 
United States might bo employed in such a 
way as to hamper the Lcaguo s work. 

He then describ'd the circumstances in which 
the Committee of Jurists had succeeded in find 
ing a formula 'ah. factory both to tho United 
Stater and tho sagnatoacs of the Court Statute 
In hr, opmion the formula practically ensured 
the United State, in all matters appertaining 
to tlic Court tlie situation v luch it would have 
had if it had been a Member of the League 
with a permanent scat on the Council 
Tho system adopted may bo div ided into four 
main proportions — 

r The United States y ould take part in tlic 
elections of judges of the Court through dele- 
gates to the Assembly and tho Council 

2 The consent of the United States would bo 
requested on a footing of equality v ith the other 
State* for any amendment of the Statute 

3 The easting provisions of the Court's 
Rules of Procedure in respect of advr ory 
opinions would become contractual in character 

t The United States would take part on a 
footing of equality with tlic States Members 
represented in the Asse-qb!, and the Council 
m any decision taken with a view to asking tho 
Court for an adu-ory opmion m all eases in 
which the interests of the Unit'd States were 
involved 

Jf Polibs explained that Article 5 of the draft 
Protocol* wo* sufficient!, elastic to allov of 
its covering all possible circumstances Tito 
essential pent vas that, vvhcat.cr the Council 
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or the Assembly was informed that the United 
States Go eminent held that its interests were 
involved in a matter concerning which cither of 
these bodies proposed to ask for an opinion, it 
wonld be able to take part m th decision to 
request such an opinion exactly as if it bad 
been a Member of the League v ith a permanent 
seat on the Gounnl 

(b) Remstm of the Coat' Statute — The amend 
meats and the recommendations submitted to 
tlie present Assemble M Politis said had been 
framed m the spirit of the resolution adopted 
at last Assembly which had contemplated not 
the entire revision of the Conrc Statute but only 
the possibility of adding freJi provisions or 
making such improvements &> had aopeared 
necessary from experience 

The Rapporteur observed that in response to 
the increasmg confidence of States m tb* Court, 
it must in the first place be a judicial orgamsa 
tionin the full meaning of the term To achieve 
that purpose its members must possess practical 
experience in international affairs and their 
judicial functions must be their exclusive 0 cu 
patron Secondly the Court must be at the 
disposal of all States at any moment He con 
sidered that the provisions adopted by tbo 
Committee of Jun ts and approved by the 
Conference fulfilled this purposo 

II Pohtis then enumerated the articles 
affected by the amendments of the Committee 
of Jurists and the Conference and recalled that 
thi Braulnn Government had drawn attention 
to its special position ui regard to the Court 
The Conference had accordingly introduced 
certain amendments in Articles 4 and of the

M Polite, explained that the amendments

ratification it had been thought useful that the 
Protocol should come into force even if all the

Child Wolfare Association respectively 
Deciding that it s ould be pr mature at the 
moment to establish the text of a preliminary 
international draft convention, the Sub 
Committee drew up for submission to the 
Advisoiy Couimi sion on the Protection and 
Welfare of Children nd Young People, - senes

The question of illegitimate children was 
considered mainly from the point of ws of 
surli measures as might prevent the separation 
of children from thi ir mothers To this end 
tlie Committee recommended the study of 
measures of financial, social and admimstrati e 
assistance while reserving the legal aspect of 
the que tion It further suggested that the 
S°cretanut might collect all statistical data 
calculated to elucidate the problem of the 
illegitimate child

putts Since then during the past ten years 
fifteen other States including one Great P01 er 
(Germany) accepted the Court's compul ory 
jurisdiction In September ig-q, during the 
tenth Assembly fifteen further States uu lading 
three Great Po vrs Fran e italy Gre^t 
Britain and all the Dominions signed the 
Optional Ciaus' With the exception of Greece 
these States signed ad referewitim 

It ib thus possible to measure the advance 
made in t*n year* and if it be added that the 
year 19 g »a v the p eparation and signature 
of texts designed to facilitate the accession of 
D^iteJ States to the Cowl »«d to refonn 
the Statute of that body it will be realis'd that 
nnpre odented headway was made during that 
period by arbitration as a method for the 
pacific „ettlement of international dispute 

The coming into for.e of the Pans Pact 
caused the Bn'i h delegation to submit to tlic 
as cmbly the suggestion that the Covenant 
should be reconsidered with •> new to bnngmg 
certain of its clauses into harmony with that 
Part 

Mention must also b» made of the endeavours 
to strengthen the guarantees provided by the 
Covenant for the prevention oi war These 
studies concern financial assistance for States 
in the event of war or of a threat of \ ar and 
the strengthening of the means of preventing 
Vir Thece two questions were thoroughly 
discussed during tlic last A'S'mblv with a view 
to embodiment m a Corn ention 

The Prcparatorv Commission for the Dis 
armament Conierewe resumed its w-Tnra'vor 
of the Draft Convention of 19’/ of wiueh it 
discus ed several of the essential chapters in 
particular those dealing with the limitation of 
effect! cs „nd matenal The Am-ncan repre 
entative nude an important tatement concern 
ing tlic general principles of disarmament and 
the special problem of naval disarmament 
vhtch was the starting pomt of the Anglo 
American negotiations for the Naval Conference 
Of J nuaiy *rst 9 jO The Comnrn, ion 
adjourned to give the Governments concerned 
time to reach an agreement v.hicJi in the vie 7 
of the Assembly would enable the Commission 
it »lf to come to a general understanding with 


regard to methods of reduction and limitation 
of naval armaments It was understood that 
Governments would inform tu' Cnairman 01 tne 
Commission of the nrogre=s of their negotiations 
so as to enabl e him to reconvene the Commission 
as soon a po sible v ith a full knowledge of the 
facts 

As an cample of the League s vork for the 
maintenance of peace may be mentioned its 
intervention in the dispute which aros» t awards 
the end of rq 3 between two of its Latin 
American Members, Boh ia and Paraguay 
Although tli' Council then in ordinary session 
had not been officially sci cd it immodiatclv 
reque ted its Acting President M Bnand to 
send both parties a telegram reminding them 
of their talus as Members of the league and 
of the obligation which that status laid upon 
them to ettle by peaceful means any disputes 
between them Two da plater having received 
from both parties the assurance ol their attach 
ment to the principles of the Covenant, the 
Courc 1 nvreed them ui mJ e use of any ere 
of the methods of peaceful Settlement pro 
senbed b\ the Covenant and to abstain from 
any military or other measures calculated to 
aggravate the dispute As a result of this 
prompt a ebon hostilities vac speedily sus- 
pended and the mediatory methods and 
machines provided for Latin American States 
v ere again brought into play Latin American 
delegates to the Assembly expressed the opinion 
that th' Council s action had been instrumental 
in promoting co-opeianon betv cen the League 
and Latin American countries 

As regards the pro'ulm ol m nont ps, the 
Council at the reauest of tv 0 of its members 
M Dandurand (Canada) and the late Dr

19 9 It was impossible to reach agreement on 
questions of principle inch as the nature and 
extent of the League s guarantee and the powers 
and duties of the Council but as regards 
procedure an agreement was ruacnea ina the 
Council unanimously adopt'd a enes of regula 
f» r « for rte ''rumination c f petitions rinrti 
will be added to the procedure already in 
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International To opitmion 
The con durable mass of work dealt with bv 
the Economic Organisation m id o concerned 
the conclusion or preparation of contentions on 
various important questions such as statistics 
and counterfeit cuncncy and the drafting of 
model contentions on double U ration and tax 
evasion The Economic Committee drtw up a 
formula fo tho mo«t favoured nation clause 
which would mak tt pos lble to surmount the 
disputes to hich the application of this thus® 
had hitherto given rise It undort'ol mqLin®s 
into the international aspc t oi the coal and 
sugar problems and pursued or initiated m it sti 
gations con eming industrial agreements cus 
toms nomenclature veterinary pdice control 
the exploitation of the nches of the sea the 
suppression of smuggling etc 
It nevertheless appeared after a comprc 
hensive survey of the economic situation that 
the application of the rcu.mroendatvns of the 
i<T7 Economic Conference— approved in pnn 
cipl® bj J1 Governments— v as neither general 
nor strict enough and tbat the current of 
opinion in favour of thouppresaion or reduction 
of customs bam rs v Inch had followed upon 
the alftrmation by the Conference of th® nerev 
$ *, of putting *n end to l he screes' of U- '* 
and of moving in the oppositt direction had 
not had th® desired results In the words of 
Dr Drcitscheid rapporteur of the Second 
Assembly Committee there has up to the 
present been no change in the fundamental 
conception of the commercial polio of State 
In these circumstance, many are v ondenng 
with increasing anxiety whctlur the methods 
hitherto followed will ever lead ns out of the 
present state of disorder or whether it would 
not be preferable to seek new methods 
With the'e apprehensions originated the idea

Tis al Committee whose principal dut' will be 
to adwe the toun il on all quo tions concerning 
taxation 

The work of the Transit and Health Orgamsa 
tiuns is continuing in normal conditions In 
tins connection must be mentioned th® con 
elusion or an international agreement on transit 
cards for emigrants the preparation of three 
conference* (on mer law m Europe buoyage 
and hghtai b of coasts transport of new papers 
and periodicals] and preliminary tudies of the 
international regulation of commercial motor 
traffic and the taxation of foreign motor 
vehicles 

The Health Organisation held conferences on 
-nti tuberculosis vaccination and sleeping stek 
lies* and undertook or completed research work 
concerning sypiuhs infantile mortality and 
cancer But the outstanding new feature m 
its work was its co operation with certain 
Government* (Greece Bolivia and China) m the 
re organisation of all or part of their health 
department* 

As regards intellectual co operation the 
International Committee revn ed th® work 
done since its creation in ig: and decided 
t® proceed to a systematic re lsion of th® wort 
m hind its aims rod its organisation 
In tbe social and huroamtamn field the 
mo't important event was the acceptance by 
drug manufa®tunng countries of the principle 
of the limitation of manufacture by international 
agreement The Permanent C ntral Opium 
Board instituted under the Geneva Convention 
of 19.5 took up its dnhes and a Commission 
of Inquiry info Opium Smoking as appointed 
and left for the far East 
TkcCommi sion forth® Protectionand Welfare 
of Children and Young P®opl 5tudi»d th" con 
dihons in hich th® inquiry concerning the 
traffic in / omen could be pursued and extended 
in Eastern countries ft prepared draft inter 
national conventions dealing with the repatn* 
b n of children and young people and the 
a sistancc of foreign minors 
The Refuge® Commission ronstituted on the 
revcmmendation of tne 19 8 Assembly laid 
down the conditions for the termination within 
t®n years of the League s refugee relief work 

The Tenth Assemble 
A ion ideiabl® part of file work described in 
th® foregoing pages mu=t be plac®d to the credit 
of the tench A"embly Its meetings were the 
most largely attended on record fifty three of 
the fifty tour States Members being represented 
indnding Bolivia Honduras and Peru v«ho for 
everal years had not sent delegates to the 
A semblv It was during this session that 
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fifteen States acceded to the Court s compulsory 
jurisdiction that the protocols concerning the 
revision of the Court Statute and the accession 
of the United States were opened for signature 
and that a scheme for a customs truce and the 
principle of the limi tation of drug manufacture 
were adopted Special emplnsis is laid on the 
two lj<t points in view of their considerable

embarrass the work of the Council of the League 
of Nation- doubtless often perplexing and 
difficult there still rem ined some dements 
of uncertainty as regards advisory opinion 
and the Protocol suggested did not seem to 
furnish adequate protection to the United 
States Th" American Government felt never 
thele's that an informal weehange of vici ' as
